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PKESIDENT'S  MESSAGE 
Mrs.  Glenn  Laskey 
“God’s  Dreams” 

Last  yea'-  as  I brought  my  message  I attempted  to  give  you 
a survey  of  ten  years  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian 
Service,  and  Guild,  telling  something  of  our  grov/th,  progress, 
achievements,  gain  in  membership,  and  finances.  We  are  embarking 
on  our  second  decade — and  you  may  be  sure  it  will  be  quite  dif- 
ferent from  our  first — ^because  we  are  living  in  a changing  world. 
The  ¥/oman’s  Society  is  now  a potent  factor  in  the  life  of  the 
church,  and  we  have  every  expectation  of  growing  stronger  through 
the  years.  What  these  next  ten  years  will  be  no  one  can  visualize, 
but  you  can  be  sure  they  will  not  be  sterile  years.  They  will  be 
great,  if  we  choose  to  make  them  so.  We  have  it  within  our  power 
to  accomplish  this. 

I have  chosen  as  the  title  of  my  address  “God’s  Dreams”,  a 
title  that  is  not  original,  but  that  came  from  a devotional  in  the 
student  publication  POWER.  The  idea  was  so  challenging  that  I 
continued  to  think  about  it,  and  began  wondering  what  are  God’s 
dreams  for  the  world,  in  its  present  condition,  and  how  we  as  mem- 
bers of  the  Woman’s  Society  could  carry  them  out.  Surely,  I believe, 
God  desires  for  his  world 

1.  Peace 

2.  That  we  put  into  practice  our  Christian  ideals 

3.  A spiritual  awakening. 

What  are  wt  doing  about  these  dreams?  Are  we  helping  or 
hindering  ? 

(1)  God  most  certainly  intended  peace  for  his  world.  War, 
disaster,  and  suffei  is  not  part  of  his  plan  or  design.  He  intended 
his  people  and  nations  to  live  together  harmoniously  and  cooper- 
atively. 

Somehow,  -%-orld  peace  has  become  a marginal  or  segmented 
task  of  the  church  We  have  assigned  it  in  program  interest  and  in 
money  appropriations  at  the  very  bottom  of  the  church’s  con- 
cern. It  should  be  our  primary  concern.  It  is  rather  ironical  that 
a young  Japanese  Christian,  Takno  Matsumoto,  should  write  in 
August  3rd  issue  of  The  Christian  Advocate:  “If  the  great  powers 
spent  for  the  promotion  of  peace,  the  millions  and  millions  of 
dollars  which  they  are  now  wasting  on  military  equipment,  and 
if  more  thought  and  understanding  were  put  to  the  better  under- 
standing and  mutual  cooperation  among  nations,  a way  would  be 
opened  for  a peaceful  solution  and  adjustments  of  the  difficulties 
in  today’s  world”.  One  Beatitude  says:  “Blessed  are  the  peace 
makers.”  Peace  just  doesn’t  come — we  have  to  make  it — crusade  for 
it.  How  much  hav^e  you  crusaded,  worked  for  it?  We  all  worked 
for  the  Red  Cross  during  the  last  war,  and  we  are  giving  blood 
now  for  blood  banks.  What  are  we  as  Christian  women  doing  for 
peace? 

In  addition  to  entering  the  second  decade,  we  are  in  the  last 
year  of  our  Advance  program — with  only  nine  months  to  finish 
in  a glorious  manner.  It  happened  that  I was  a visitor  at  Bush  Hall 
Falls  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Woman’s  Division  when  these 
Advance  plans  were  first  made.  In  almost  dramatic  fashion  each 
secretary  came  forward  and  presented  her  requests  for  workers, 
equipment,  etc.  The  figures  and  items  mounted  higher  and  higher, 
and  the  plans  seemed  so  overwhelmingly  big  to  me  that  it  seemed 
we  were  planning  the  impossible,  but  the  last  three  years  we  have 
seen  the  plans  and  dreams  become  realties  and  many  of  the  goals 
are  being  fulfilled.  How  magnificient  and  challenging  to  see  dreams 
realized  and  be  a part  of  the  fulfillment! 
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This  work  has  been  accomplished  on  all  levels  because  of 
the  unfailing  efforts  and  tireless  energy  of  hundreds  of  faithful 
officers  and  members  of  the  Guild  and  Woman’s  Society.  I want 
to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  to  each  of  you  for  all  you  have 
done  toward  making  these  accomplishments  come  true.  We  are  not 
finished.  This  last  year  is  our  crucial  year,  a year  in  which  we 
will  have  to  redouble  our  efforts,  and  work  a little  more  earnestly 
to  attain  our  goals. 

I think  all  of  us  would  like  to  know  what  to  do.  We  feel  so 
helpless.  Let  me  make  a few  suggestions: 

The  United  Church  women  have  a recent  pamphlet  off  the 
press,  which  makes  certain  definite  suggestions,  and  which  it  is 
hoped  will  become  the  objective  of  all  church  women  during  the 
coming  year.  There  are  five  objectives  for  building  peace: 

1.  WE  BELIEVE  that  we  should  strengthen  and  use  our  spiritual 
resources. 

Therefore:  We  shall  pray  that  we  may  be  used  for  peace. 

2.  WE  BELIEVE  that  “This  Nation  Under  God”  can  be  a Christian 
Democracy. 

Therefore:  We  will  live  democracy  in  our  home  town  every  day. 

3.  WE  BELIEVE  that,  next  to  the  churches,  today’s  best  instrument 
for  peace  is  the  United  Nations. 

Therefore:  We  will  know  it  and  support  it. 

4.  WE  BELIEVE  that  we  must  identify  ourselves  with  the  needs, 
the  sufferings,  the  longings  of  the  people  of  the  world. 
Therefore:  We  will  discipline  ourselves  to  share  our  abundance 
of  spiritual  and  material  resources. 

5.  WE  BELIEVE  we  must  understand  the  issues  of  the  world- 
struggle  for  peace. 

Therefore:  We  will  study  and  discuss  with  our  family  and 
neighbors  the  issues  of  the  peace. 

In  addition,  I want  to  quote  from  "Peace  in  These  Times”,  pub- 
lished by  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U. 

S.  A.: 

“Peace  action  must  begin  with  the  individual.  You  are  a 
stumbling  block  to  God’s  will  and  purpose  until  you: 

Surrender  ill  will,  prejudice,  and  hatred  toward  Negroes,  Jews, 
Japanese  or  other  Orientals,  Catholics,  pacifists,  millionaires,  labor, 
even  Communists. 

Remove  conflict  or  tension  in  relationships  in  your  own 
home,  school,  place  of  work,  and  community.  Specialize  in  harmon- 
ious and  cooperative  relationships,  beginning  in  your  own  home. 

Think  your  own  way  through  to  a Christian  stand  on  war. 
Know  where  you  stand  and  why  you  stand  there. 

Share  your  peace  convictions  with  friends  and  acquaintances. 
Be  a Christian  citizen  and  voter,  make  it  your  business  to  make 
your  will  known  in  Washington.” 

These  are  definite  workable  suggestions  that  all  of  us  can 
follow.  We  should  pledge  ourselves  to  hold  unwaveringly  to  the 
task  “while  there  is  yet  time”  as  James  Oppenheim  wrote  in  a 
poem  titled  “1914 — and  After”. 

“Go  search  your  heart  America 
Turn  from  the  machine  to  man 
Build  while  there  is  yet  time,  a creative  peace 
While  there  is  yet  time! 

For  if  you  reject  great  peace 

As  surely  shall  your  selfishness  bring  war.” 

We  need  to  wage  peace  with  the  same  energy  and  devotion 
gave  to  waging  war. 
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The  Woman’s  Society  and  Guild  is  working  toward  building 
peace  with  the  84  units  of  the  Guild  with  1709  members;  and  286 
Societies  with  13,118  members.  Last  year  $77,676  was  paid  on 
appropriations — this  was  a per  capita  giving  of  $6.30.  The  per 
capita  giving  in  the  United  States  is  $4.30.  We  are  asking  you  to 
increase  your  per  capita  giving  to  $7.00  this  year  to  enable  us 
to  reach  our  pledge  of  $90,682.  We  are  depending  on  you  to  help  us 
meet  it.  The  Louisiana  Conference  has  never  failed  to  meet  its 
goal. 

I know  you  have  acquainted  yourself  with  the  Atlas  plan, 
which  offers  to  every  woman  the  opportunity  to  maintain  the 
entire  work  of  the  Woman’s  Division  around  the  world  for  as 
many  seconds  or  minutes  as  she  is  able  to  undertake  it. 

I spoke  of  membership — we  have  gained  steadily  through 
the  years — but  not  enough.  We  are  urging  you  to  begin  your 
progressive  visitation  plan.  Don’t  put  it  off  until  you  find  time. 
There  is  never  any  time — we’re  always  busy.  The  plan  aims  to 
share  with  every  woman  of  Methodism,  through  personal  contact, 
the  message  of  the  world’s  need,  and  the  individual’s  privilege  of 
having  a ’ part  in  answering  it.  Don’t  fail  to  give  your  women  this 
opportunity  and  privilege.  I’ve  already  heard  of  some  amazing 
results  from  those  who  have  tried  it. 

(2)  God  certainly  intended  that  we  put  into  every-day  prac- 
tice the  Christian  ideals  of  brotherhood,  justice,  freedom,  love  and 
service  to  others.  The  Christian  church  believes  that  all  men  are 
Children  of  God;  therefore,  brothers  of  one  another.  Carl  Sandburg 
says  this  most  aptly:  “All  tears  have  the  same  taste”.  Brother- 
hood means  fair  treatment,  opportunity  for  work  and  education 
and  down  walls  of  prejudice. 

Freedom  is  a word  we  prize  just  now — Freedom  can  live 
only  in  a world  where  man  is  regarded  as  a child  of  God,  having 
dignity  and  worth.  All  men  have  worth  in  God’s  eyes,  and  as 
such  must  be  treated  with  respect.  If  freedom  is  to  survive,  peo- 
ple everywhere  must  be  delivered  from  hunger  and  hopelessness; 
have  food,  work,  education  and  opportunity. 

The  Guild  and  Woman’s  Society  have  joined  hands  in  many 
parts  of  the  world  to  eradicate  hopelesness  and  fear,  and  to  bring 
courage,  love,  brotherhood  and  freedom.  Many  parts  of  our  land 
and  other  lands  would  be  dark  without  our  schools,  hospitals,  clinics, 
nurseries  and  countless  other  kinds  of  work;  and  without  our  de- 
voted and  consecrated  deaconesses  and  missionaries.  Millions  have 
been  taught  to  read  and  hope  lights  their  faces  to  look  for  a 
better  life.  In  our  country  and  state  our  Missionary  Education 
studies  have  aided  in  changing  attitudes  and  erdaicating  prejudices, 
and  thousands  of  informed  women  with  enlarged  vision  and  deep- 
ened spiritual  insight  desire  to  help  others  in  a fuller  life.  God 
dreams  that  we  will  exercise  this  law  of  love  in  our  lives  and 
help  in  service  to  others. 

We  who  are  privileged,  and  who  have  had  opportunities, 
recognize  our  obligation  to  serve  others.  We  have  this  wonderful 
opportunity  in  both  the  Woman’s  Society  and  in  the  Guild.  The 
Guild  especially  stands  in  a strategic  place  with  its  hundreds  of 
trained  young  women  who  could  be  ready  in  a short  time  to  go 
out  and  serve.  The  jurisdiction  is  short  of  its  goal.  There  are  229 
workers  still  needed  in  this  quadrennium.  If  workers  had  not  re- 
turned from  China  and  Korea  there  would  be  a grave  shortage. 
Many  of  our  deaconesses  and  missionaries  are  near  retirement  age, 
and  we  need  new  workers  to  fill  the  gap. 

We  are  proud  of  our  record  here  in  Louisiana — our  quota 
was  11 — we  have  secured  12.  They  are:

We  have  ample  avenues  of  service  open  to  us  through  our 
department  of  Christian  Social  Relations,  with  its  wide  and  varied 
activities.  I v/ould  like  to  call  your  attention  to  the  two.  Citizenship 
and  Alcohol  Education. 

We  would  be  acutely  aware  of  our  responsibility  as  citizens, 
and  give  our  support  to  good  government  and  to  the  United  Na- 
tions. Government  listens  to  the  voice  of  the  people.  All  too  often 
the  voices  are  silent.  The  voice  must  come  from  the  informed 
Christian  women  of  America.  Many  of  us  don’t  take  the  trouble  or 
time  to  vote.  Recently,  I heard  a candidate  for  office  who  was 
invited  to  speak  to  a group  of  cultured,  well-educated  women.  He 
refused  to  do  so,  and  when  asked  why,  he  replied:  “I’m  going 
down  to  a group  of  people  who  will  go  to  tha  polls  and  vote.  They 
live  on  the  other  side  of  the  tracks.  I do  not  have  time  to  waste 
on  you,  for  you  will  listen  to  what  I have  to  say,  but  you  will 
not  take  thhe  trouble  to  vote.’’ 

In  Alcohol  Education  we  have  pledged  ourselves  to  give 
S3,000  this  year  to  help  support  the  program  sponsored  by  the 
Louisiana  Moral  and  Civic  Foundation  sponsored  by  Dr.  Hotalen, 
by  bringing  Dr.  Vernon  White,  a specialist  in  the  field  of  alchohol 
education  to  Louisiana  for  a year.  Dr.  White  is  to  speak  to  youth  in 
the  public  schools  of  Louisiana  and  help  train  teachers  in  this 
important  field  of  education.  We  truly  believe  that  this  is  a decided 
step  forward  toward  helping  eradicate  our  alcohol  culture,  and 
we  hope  to  make  this  a continuing  program. 

I think  one  of  the  most  thrilling  illustrations  of  a desire 
for  service  comes  from  Dr.  Ernest  Freemont  Tittle’s  book  “A 
Mighty  Fortress’’.  He  tells  how  an  eminent  research  scientist  came 
to  devote  his  life  to  medical  research.  “Dr.  Rosenow,  the  future 
scientist,  grew  up  on  an  isolated  farm  in  northern  Wisconsin. 
One  night  his  brother  became  dangerously  ill.  The  nearest  doctor 
was  sent  for  and  came  as  fast  as  a good  team  of  horses  could 
bring  him.  The  future  doctor,  then  a boy  and  a very  shy  one, 
followed  the  doctor  in  the  sick  room  and  hid  behind  a sofa  where 
he  could  not  be  observed,  but  could  see  everything  that  went  on. 
Presently  he  saw  something  that  determined  his  career.  Having 
examined  his  patient  and  given  him  some  medicine,  the  doctor 
turned  to  the  parents  and  said,  “Have  no  fear,  your  boy  is  going 
to  get  well”.  Their  drawn  faces  lighted  up  in  a way  wonderful  to 
behold,  so  wonderful  that  the  boy  hiding  behind  the  sofa  decided 
then  and  there  that  what  he  wanted  to  do  was  something  that 
would  cause  light  to  appear  in  peoples’  faces.  Here  is  undoubtedly 
what  God  put  us  in  the  world  to  do — something  that  will  cause 
light  to  shine  in  peoples’  faces.  Here  is  our  true  aim  and  destiny,” 
says  Dr.  Tittle: 

(3)  Surely  God  is  dreaming,  and  depending  on  us — Christian 
women — to  lift  the  world  to  new  spiritual  heights.  He  must  be 
depending  upon  us  to  have  a spiritual  awakening  or  a more  acute 
awareness  of  Him,  then  live  accordingly. 

We  are  all  distressed  at  the  state  of  our  world.  There  is 
gross  moral  and  spiritual  deficiency.  We  have  been  overwhelmed 
by  the  seeming  paralysis  of  conscience — treachery  in  high  places. 
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Deep  freezers,  mink  coats — in  addition  to  the  alcohol  culture  in 
which  we  are  living  and  bringing  up  our  children.  All  too  many  of 
us  have  become  worshippers  of  gadgets.  Many  Christian  people 
seem  to  be  despairing. 

Instead  of  despairing,  we  need  to  deepen  our  faith,  our  un- 
shakeable  faith  in  God.  We  need  to  believe  that  at  the  heart  of 
the  world  there  is  moral  law  and  order,  and  we  are  not  aban- 
doned to  our  fate.  We  need  to  know  that  God’s,  love  is  never  fail- 
ing, and  ever  dependable 

In  the  book  “WIND,  SAND  AND  STARS”,  there  is  a story 
of  a group  or  Arabs  who  saw  a great  waterfall  in  the  Alps.  They 
had  spent  their  lives  in  the  desert,  always  haunted  by  the  dread 
of  water  famine.  When  they  saw  this  great  torrent  rushing  down 
the  mountainside  it  seemed  too  good  to  be  true.  The  guide  sug- 
gested they  move  on,  but  the  Arabs  were  spellbound.  At  last  one 
of  their  spokesmen  said,  “We  are  waiting  to  see  it  finish.”  And 
they  could  hardly  believe  what  they  were  told,  that  the  water 
had  been  flowing  for  ages. 

God’s  love  is  like  that  waterfall — it  pours  out  on  us  in  great 
generosity.  We  need  to  learn  the  meaning  of  courage  and  hope. 
How  we  need  it  to  combat  thhe  tide  or  waves  of  fear  all  about  us. 
Communism  feeds  on  fear  and  despair.  Courage  and  hope  come 
from  God. 

I was  impressed  with  one  of  the  emphases  coming  out  of  the 
recent  Ecumenical  Conference  in  Oxford.  One  of  the  working  plans 
for  the  future  was  this:  “To  life  the  human  spirit  and  the  moral 
values  to  the  level  of  technical  achievements.” 

Let  me  ask  you,  as  I ask  myself — “How  is  your  spirit  in 
comparison  with  a jet  plane,  or  with  atomic  energy?  We  are  spir- 
itual pygmies  in  a giant  physical  world  of  inventions.  Where  are  our 
spirits  in  point  of  time — in  the  stone  age,  iron  age,  electric  age  or 
atomic  era?  Do  you  still  believe  in  an  “eye  for  an  eye”?  None  of 
us  would  live  in  a house  with  the  inconveniences  of  100  years 
ago,  or  be  caught  dead  in  styles  of  a decade  ago — but  our  spirits 
are  terribly  out  of  date  and  behind  times. 

God  dreams  that  we  will  have  this  spiritual  awakening.  We 
may  all  have  inner  peace,  and  it  may  be  secured  through  Spiritual 
Life  cultivation  and  a deepened  prayer  life.  With  a deepened  spir- 
itual sense  we  will  have  freedom  from  tensions,  freedom  from 
fear  itself — and  have  a deep  calmness,  composure,  and  sureness 
of  God. 

I hope  we  will  not  be  like  a freshman  I recently  heard 
about.  At  a university  where  they  still  practice  a mild  form  of 
hazing  a freshman  was  noticed  on  the  steps  of  a building  with  a 
huge  sign  across  his  chest  bearing  the  letters  B. A. I.K.  When  asked 
what  it  represented  he  replied,  “Boy  Am  I Confused”.  “But  you 
don’t  spell  confused  with  a K”,  to  which  the  freshman  replied,  “you 
don’t  know  how  confused  I am.” 

This  inner  peace  will  keep  us  from  confusion,  and  will  help 
us  in  carrying  out  the  things  we  need  to  do.  Kagawa,  who  knows 
so  well  the  peace  of  God,  says  to  us: 

“In  making  a rosary  the  first  and  most  arduous  task  is  that 
of  drilling  the  holes  in  one  bead  after  another.  So  in  the  creation 
of  permanent  world  peace  one  by  one  each  human  heart  must  be 
pierce  with  the  uniting  cord  of  world  unity.  WORLD  PEACE 
BEGINS  IN  INNER  SPIRITUAL  PEACE.  PEACE  IS  IN  YOU.” 

“In  closing,  I'd  like  to  quote  from  Mrs.  Barr’s  president’s 
message,  given  in  Little  Rock  in  April  at  the  Convocation: 

“In  that  delightful  little  book  Endless  Line  of  Splendor’,  Dr. 
Halford  E.  Luccock  says:  “It  is  a supreme  hour  for  the  Church 
of  Christ.  For  the  Church  is  on  trial  for  its  life.  Jesus  Christ 
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alone  can  save  the  world.  Guns  cannot.  Not  by  bombs,  nor  jet 
planes,  but  by  my  spirit,  saith  the  Lord.”

In  this  Methodist  women  have  a distinct  contribution  to 
make,  as  we  pray  for  the  Christian  leaders  in  other  lands,  for 
government  leaders  in  all  nations  and  pray  that  God’s  will  be 
done  on  earth.  Yes,  great  souls  dare  to  pray  for  great  things  and 
EXPECT  great  things.” 

Yes,  we  dare  to  dream  “God’s  Dreams”.

PRESIDENT’S  MESSAGE 

Mrs.  Glenn  L.  Laskey 

“WITH  FACE  SET  FORWARD” 

In  Elton  Trueblood’s  book  “Signs  of  Hope”,  he  quotes  from 
Masterman’s  book,  “In  Peril  of  Change,”  published  in  1913.  Master- 
man  saw  the  days  that  lay  ahead  frought  with  danger.  He  was 
deeply  worried  by  what  he  termed  “a  general  mood  of  tranquility”. 
He  feared  tranquility  because  he  was  sure  that  the  best  element 
of  human  life  never  appeared  under  such  circumstances.  He  saw  a 
race  developing  who  had  experienced  nothing  but  a serene  and  order- 
ed existence.  This  absence  of  strain  would  remove  from  human  life 
nearly  all  the  sense  of  tragedy  that  has  been  man’s  highest  glory. 

“How  incredibly  remote  1913  seems”,  says  Dr.  Trueblood. 
“Our  century  is  not  one  of  watered  gardens  or  of  lonely  beaches. 
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It  is  a century  of  widespread  famine,  war,  concentration  camps, 
fear.  We  have  come  into  the  stormy  latitudes  of  history”,  says  Dr. 
Trueblood.  “We  must  accomodate  ourselves  to  the  prospect  of  living 
all  our  days  i nthe  midst  of  strain.  The  way  of  wisdom  lies  not 
in  a refusal  to  understand  these  things,  but  rather  in  learning 
to  live  in  such  cosmic  weather.” 

Sometimes  its  is  encouraging  to  look  into  the  past  at  dif- 
ferent periods  of  history  and  see  what  has  happened.  Ours  is  not 
the  only  time  of  confusion  and  peril.  Out  of  conflict  of  other 
days  some  great  things  happened. 

Three  hundred  years  ago  in  England,  in  the  middle  of  the 
seventeenth  century,  a civil  war  was  raging.  It  was  a time  of 
terrible  breakdown.  As  a famous  plaque  says — “it  was  a time 
when  all  things  sacred  were  either  demolished  or  profaned”.  Schools 
were  closed,  cities  partially  ruined,  and  economic  activity  at  a 
standstill.  People  had  no  fear  of  too  much  tranquility.  Yet,  at  such 
an  acute  time,  it  has  been  called  a “Century  of  Genius”.  Out  of  the 
confusion  there  arose  strikingly  creative  movements  of  a spirited 
nature,  some  of  which  flourish  to  this  day — the  best  known  the 
Quaker  movement.  It  was  the  period  of  the  flowering  of  English 
prose — John  Milton,  John  Bunyan,  George  Fox,  John  Lock,  Isaac 
Newton  lived  and  wrote. 

What  strikes  us  with  particular  force  is  not  the  pain  and 
confusion  of  that  time,  but  that  greatness  was  able  to  arise  out  of 
pain  and  confusion. 

We  all  readily  agree  that  we  are  in  a time  of  peril  and 
confusion.  We  are  aware  of  treachery  in  high  places:  there  are 
many  evidences  of  mental  and  moral  breakdown,  constant  pre- 
paration for  war,  conscription  of  our  youth,  and  the  division  of  our 
world  into  two  self-conscious,  hostile  camps.  Despite  this,  we  have 
faith  to  believe  that  this  can  be  a time  of  greatness.  We  do  not  have 
to  succumb,  to  become  part  of  the  hopeless  mass. 

As  women,  we  should  be  as  the  statue  of  the  Pioneer  Woman 
of  Oklahoma,  at  Ponca  City,  “With  Face  Set  Forward”,  with  head 
held  high,  facing  an  unknown,  uncharted  future;  she  steps  out 
firmly  with  a Bible  under  one  arm,  and  a child  held  by  the  hand, 
with  dauntie>.^  murage.  With  courage  and  faith,  we  can  bring 
peace  out  of  chaos. 

This  brings  to  mind  that  wonderfully  sustaining  verse  from 
Romans  8:39 — “For  I am  sure  that  neither  death,  nor  life,  nor 
angels,  nor  principalities,  nor  things  present,  nor  things  to  come,  nor 
powers,  nor  heights,  nor  depth,  nor  anything  will  be  able  to  sep- 
arate us  from  the  love  of  God  in  Christ  Jesus  our  Lord.” 

We  have  many  evidences  of  good  to  build  upon.  Out  of  our 
turbulent  time  has  grown  the 

1.  World  Council  of  Churches 

2.  United  Nations 

3.  Ecumenical  Movement 

4.  National  Council  of  Churches  of  Christ  in  America 

5.  Our  own  great  Methodist  Church,  and 

6.  Our  marvelous  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service. 

In  John  Masefield’s  play — “The  Trial  of  Jesus” — Pilate’s  wife 
talks  to  the  centurion  who  supervised  the  crucifixion.  She  asks,  “Do 
you  think  he  is  dead?” 

“No,  lady,  I don’t,”  he  replies. 

“Then,  where  is  he?’  she  asks. 

“Let  loose  in  the  world,  lady,  where  neither  Roman  or  Jew 
can  stop  his  truth,” 

Yes — He  is  loose  in  the  world,  and  Christian  Missions,  the 
outreach  of  the  great  command  to  “Go,  ye  into  all  the  world”,  are 
doing  something  for  this  world. 
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Do  you  know  why  there  is  unrest  among  the  races  and 
peoples  of  the  world?  Christian  missionaries  who  have  gone  into 
the  far  places,  bringing  healing,  teaching,  and  love  have  taught 
that  people  are  human  beings.  They  count  for  something;  a mis- 
sionary with  love  in  her  heart  has  exhibited  goodness;  she  has 
touched  an  untouched  boy  who  had  been  spurned;  she  has  shown 
love  and  compassion  to  a wounded  war -like  Huk  in  the  Philippines, 
who  might  have  run  a spear  through  her  body;  she  has  shown 
tenderness  by  saving  a motherless  African  baby,  who  would  have 
died  v/ithout  her  care;  and  he  is  now  a teacher,  or  a preacher,  or 
doctor  in  his  native  village. 

YOU  have  had  a part  in  touching  that  little  untouched  boy 
in  India; 

YOU  have  helped  bind  up  that  wound  in  the  Philippines; 

YOU  have  given  that  baby  in  Africa  peanut  milk,  and  now 
through  you  he  teaches  in  a village  school. 

The  work  of  the  Woman’s  Society  has  spread  peace,  joy,  love 
and  life  across  50  countries  of  the  world,  with  300  pieces  of  work 
in  the  United  States,  Alaska,  Puerto  Rica,  because  YOU  gave  and 
shared  and  believed  that  good  could  come  out  of  the  worst  times. 
You  do  not  expect  to  live  all  your  days  in  tranquility  and  ease, 
but  forge  forward,  “with  face  set  forward.” 

You  will  find  detailed  reports  of  the  officers’  work  included 
in  your  packets.  I am  deeply  appreciative  of  all  the  consecrated,  un- 
selfish, tireless  work  of  every  officer,  every  local  group;;  and  the 
quality  of  the  reports  would  not  be  as  high  if  you  had  not  given 
of  yourselves.  They  are  a measuring  stick  of  progress,  and  I wish 
you  to  study  them.  They  are  in  no  manner  perfect,  but  they  show 
improvement  and  gain  and  earnest  endeavor.  I am  proud  of  each 
of  you — but  I am  more  concerned  with  the  spirit  back  of  the 
reports. 

What  is  your  Woman’s  Society  doing  in  various  areas  of  the 
world  and  at  home,  to  bring  peace,  and  just  plain  goodness?  Wish 
I could  give  you  an  idea  of  the  vastness  of  scope  of  work.  Some 
of  you  are  like  a person  working  in  a dark  room  trying  to  see 
with  only  a little  crack  of  light  coming  through  a closed  door, 
when  we  might  have  light  from  an  open  door.  So  many  of  us  see 
the  work  of  a circle,  or  a small  local  society,  when  we  are  part 
of  a great  WORLD  organization — we  are  sisters  with  ever  color 
of  skin,  and  race,  and  of  every  cultural  level  around  the  world. 

There  are  69  pieces  of  work  in  our  Jurisdiction,  with  millions 
of  dollars  invested  in  property,  schools,  hospitals,  homes,  clinics — 
with  hundreds  of  workers,  but  many  more  needed.  Does  all  this 
count  for  nothing  in  our  day? 

According  to  Mrs.  Cole,  the  secretary  of  Literature  and  Pub- 
lications of  the  South  Central  Jurisdiction,  who  wrote  the  May 
program  for  our  Societies,  the  work  of  the  Woman’s  Division  is 
summarized  under  four  heads: 

1.  Healing  the  sick 

2.  Providing  Christian  Leaders 

3.  Training  Christian  Leaders 

4.  Building  Christian  Communities 

Let  me  give  you  a brief  glance  at  each  of  these  fields. 

In  El  Paso,  Texas,  where  we  have  Freeman  Clinic  and  New- 
ark Hospital,  a little  brown  Madonna  and  her  baby  smile  up  at 
the  happy  father,  because  for  $25.00  he  has  been  able  to  provide 
hospitalization  and  care  for  his  wife  and  baby.  Their  first  baby 
died,  through  lack  of  care,  but  now  he  and  his  wife  have  received 
training  in  a prospective  parent  class  and  he  is  overjoyed  at  re- 
ceiving a certificate  upon  completing  the  course. 

Miss  Elma  Ashby,  our  own  Louisiana  girl,  a missionary  nurse 
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at  Old  Umptali,  Africa,  writes:  “sometimes  the  sick  wait  under  the 
trees,  then  when  they  see  a patient  move  out  they  hurry  and  move 
in,  before  the  rooms  can  be  cleaned,  so  they  will  have  a place. 
It  is  like  the  sick  who  waited  beside  the  pool  at  Bethesda.” 

Dr.  Jim  Pomeroy,  a brother  of  our  own  Brother  Billy  Pom- 
eroy, a trained  thoracic  surgeon,  gave  up  a lucrative  practice  to 
go  with  his  family  to  India  to  practice  at  Madar  Union  Tubercu- 
losis Sanitorium,  a cooperative  piece  of  work  between  Woman’s 
Division  and  the  Board  of  Missions. 

We  have  many  types  of  Christian  homes.  We  provide  for 
homeless  children,  those  with  special  behavior  problems,  and  for 
Chinese  girls,  Negro  girls,  and  all  who  need  help.  You  are  familiar 
with  our  Sager-Brown  at  Baldwin,  Louisiana,  where  Mrs.  Evelyn 
Thomas  provides  so  well  for  Negro  children.  Many  of  you  have 
visited  our  lovely  Business  Girl  Inn  in  Shreveport,  where  Mrs.  Mary 
Freeman  makes  a delightful  home  for  working  girls. 

Training  Christian  leaders  takes  place  in  school  of  all  types 
from  kindegarten  to  four-year  college  and  specialized  training 
schools.  Like  the  former  British  Empire,  the  sun  never  sets  on  our 
schools.  Somewhere  every  hour  eager-eyed  red,  black,  brown,  white 
or  yellow  women  and  children  are  learning  the  principles  of  Chris- 
tion  living,  because  of  our  schools  that  have  been  made  possible 
through  our  giving.  Wesley  Foundations,  with  their  trained  leaders 
— as  Pearlye  Mae  Kelly  at  Louisiana  Tech,  and  Ann  Adams  at 
Northwestern  State  College — are  working  with  college  youth,  train- 
ing and  learding  them  toward  fuller  living.  The  product  of  such 
training  is  Anna  Givens,  a former  student  at  Southwestern  College, 
now  serving  in  Japan  as  a J’3 — she  worked  with  Miss  Kelly  while 
in  College. 

Down  in  Terrebonne  parish,  Maggie  Bergeron,  product  of 
MacDonell  School,  tells  us  of  the  joy  she  receives  in  teaching  Indian 
women  to  read.  Their  eagerness  is  pathetic,  and  their  joy  unbound- 
ing when  they  learn  to  read,  or  to  write  a letter  to  loved  ones. 

In  Africa  one  leader  writes — “Let  me  express  my  gratitude 
for  your  giving  us  glass  windows,  and  new  cement  floors  to  help 
keep  out  the  bugs,  and  our  new  sewing  and  living  rooms.  We  also 
have  a new  cistern  and  a roof  for  the  Matron’s  house.  You  will 
be  remembered  in  our  prayers  for  your  gift — but  oh,  please  send 
us  some  Christian  literature.’’ 

Everywhere  there  are  long  waiting  lists  for  schools — hun- 
dreds of  turned  away.  The  plea  comes  for  more  workers,  leaders, 
and  schools. 

In  the  fourth  place,  we  are  building  Christian  communities 
in  urban  areas,  and  in  rural  areas,  through  community  centers. 
Almost  all  of  you  are  acquainted  with  Elizabeth  Thompson  and  her 
Chevrolet  who  tours  Louisiana  and  works  in  rural  areas,  training 
leaders  in  local  churches,  interpreting  programs  for  church  schools 
and  women’s  work,  working  in  cooperation  with  other  agencies 
to  bring  out  the  best  resources  and  potentialities  of  a community. 

In  Japan,  Philippines,  and  other  overseas  areas,  community 
work  is  done  by  mobile  units.  Nurses,  teachers,  evangelists,  agri- 
culturists, technicians  of  various  kinds,  go  from  village  to  village 
and  improve  home  and  community  life  and  Christianize  backward 
communities.  They  improve  health  conditions,  teach  poultry  and 
goat  raising,  how  to  make  brick  and  tile,  and  the  “three  R’s”,  and 
demonstrate  by  daily  living  that  life  can  be  fuller  and  richer. 

What  does  all  this  mean  to  you?  What  shall  we  do  for  the 
world  of  tomorrow?  Do  we  choose  to  continue  to  spread  the  idea 
that  the  best  can  come  out  of  troublous  times?  Days  like  these  do 
not  call  for  retrenchment,  but  for  expanding  our  resources.  The 
great  needs  of  the  world  cry  out  to  us  for  healing,  better  homes, 
schools,  leaders  and  communities.  We  may  close  our  ears  and  minds

and  refuse  to  answer — but  the  need  will  be  met  by  the  Communists 
if  we  fail  to  hear  the  cry.  They  will  not  refuse.  Will  you  advance 
during  the  next  year— “With  Face  Set  Forward?” 

There  are  three  types  of  Methodist  women — to  which  type  do 
you  belong? 

A Methodist  woman  is  asked  to  serve  as  president  of  her  local 
society  or  as  a district  office: 

Number  1 — she  refuses — her  clubs,  social  activities,  takes  all 
her  time; 

Number  2 — she  accepts — grudgingly,  does  her  job  with  no 
sparkle,  as  a dull  duty; 

Number  3 — she  accepts — gladly;  sees  an  opportunity  to  serve 
and  grow. 

A Methodist  woman  is  asked  to  subscribe  to  the  Methodist 
Woman  and  World  Outlook: 

Number  1 — she  refuses — takes  too  many  magazines  anyway; 

Number  2 — subscribes — as  a duty;  leaves  magazine  unopened; 

Number  3 — subscribes — gladly;  she  reads  intelligently,  is  alert 
and  informed. 

A Methodist  woman  is  presented  the  opportunity  to  study, 
to  deepen,  her  spiritual  life: 

.Number  1 — she  refuses — she’s  too  busy;  prayer  is  something 
she  pays  the  preacher  to  do; 

Number  2 — attends — with  a closed  mind,  from  a sense  of  duty; 

Number  3 — attends — her  eyes,  heart  and  mind  are  opened  and 
attuned. 

A Methodist  woman  is  confronted  with  the  needs  of  the  world; 
the  need  for  schools,  workers,  hospitals  and  homes.  She  is  asked 
to  pledge: 

Number  1 — she  refuses — she  has  no  money;  cost  of  living  up 
and  taxes  are  high; 

Number  2 — gives — from  a sense  of  duty;  a token  gift,  no  joy 
or  love  in  the  gift; 

Number  3 — pledges — she  gives  intelligently  and  joyously. 

The  Methodist  woman  knows  that  she  extends  her  personality 
across  the  earth;  she  kneels  about  an  altar  in  Africa;  she  works 
about  an  abode  home  in  New  Mexico;  she  goes  along  a moss-draped 
bayou  in  Louisiana;  she  cools  fevered  brow  in  Alaska;  she  teaches 
in  a great  school;  she  works  in  a city  church;  she  works  in  a com- 
munity of  lepers;  she  works  in  a city  slum.  She  is  sharing  of  her- 
self and  what  she  has  “with  face  set  forward.” 

Bishop  Arthur  J.  Moore,  and  Miss  Margaret  Billingsley  re- 
turned a few  months  ago  from  holding  the  Korean  Annual  Con- 
ference. They  stated  that  they  both  dreaded  going,  but  they  reported 
that  upon  their  return  they  were  more  firmly  rooted  in  their  own 
Christian  faith,  for  the  Korean  Christian  ( deprived  of  all  the  things 
we  find  so  important,  are  glowing,  throbbing  first  century  Christians. 
I heard  Bishop  Moore  say,  “There  are  no  combination  of  words  I 
know,  no  way  of  telling  you  how  wonderful,  how  vibrant  and 
courageous  these  Christians  are.”  At  this  Conference,  Bishop  Moore 
ordained  a Korean  Bishop,  and  sent  the  preachers  out  to  their 
stations.  Formerly  there  were  79  native  preachers,  but  now  there 
are  only  49.  The  others  had  been  taken.  Before  they  were  assignee’ 
to  their  posts  they  stood  and  sang 

“Out  of  our  night  of  sorrow 
Jesus  we  come,  we  come.” 
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Then  they  were  sent  out,  with  a blanket,  a few  pots  and  pans,  and 
a bit  of  rice,  to  carry  the  message  of  Love  and  Hope  to  a destitute, 
broken  country.  With  dauntless  courage  and  unshakeable  faith  that 
“neither  atom  bombs,  nor  war,  nor  political  chaos,  nor  starvation, 
nor  dictators,  nor  anything  else  in  creation  could  separate  them  from 
the  love  of  God  in  Christ  Jesus.” 

My  prayer  for  you  during  the  coming  year  is  that  something 
of  this  faith  may  be  yours.

Before  going  into  the  afternoon  session  of  the  Executive 
committee  Meeting,  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  met  in  the 
spacious  home  of  one  of  its  members,  Mrs.  E.  N.  Jackson,  for  a 
buffet  luncheon  at  12:30  P.  M. — yellow  calla  lillies,  yellow  roses  and 
pink  chrysanthemums  used  in  profusion  in  the  reception  hall, 
dining  room,  solarium  and  living  room,  making  the  setting  for  the 
buffet  table,  holding  silver  trays  of  turkey,  creamed  oysters  in  patty 
shells  and  all  that  goes  with  it.  Around  in  each  room  were  individual 
tables  where  forty  ladies  were  seated — Mrs.  C.  A.  Barr,  Jurisdiction 
President,  gave  the  invocation.  Assisting  the  hostess  was  her 
daughter,  Mrs.  D.  V.  Loflin,  Jr.,  and  members  of  the  Executive 
Committee. 

The  Committee  was  invited  to  the  living  room  by  Mrs.  Jackson 
for  the  afternoon  session. 

The  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Louisiana 
Conference  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service,  preceding  the 
Eleventh  Annual  Meeting,  was  called  to  order  by  the  president,  Mrs. 
Glenn  Laskey,  at  2:00  P.  M. 

At  the  opening  of  the  business  session,  Mrs.  Laskey  expressed 
to  Mrs.  Jackson  the  appreciation  of  the  Committee  for  her  generous 
hospitality. 

Mrs.  Laskey  led  the  period  of  worship,  using  thoughts  taken 
from  "Every  Day  A Prayer’"  by  Margaret  H.  Bro,  her  topic  being 
“The  Gospel  According  to  Me,”  bringing  out  that  we  should  share 
the  gospel  or  good  news  of  love  with  our  fellow  man  to  the  extent 
that  we  would  be  of  help  to  them  in  necessity  and  a comfort  when 
consolation  was  needed,  we  who  have  been  so  beautifully  blessed. 
She  read  a poem  from  the  booklet  “Power,”  whioh  was  written  by 
a Korean  girl. 

Mrs.  Laskey  introduced  Mrs.  Barr,  Jurisdiction  President  of 
W.S.C.S.,  and  expressed  her  pleasure  in  having  Mrs.  Barr  present 
and  to  help  keep  us  “well  informed”  on  everything. 

Upon  checking  the  attendance,  the  secretary  listed  the  fol- 
lowing absentees:  Mrs.  G.  W.  Sexton,  Mrs.  J.  B.  Pollard,  Mrs.  G.  W. 
Dameron,  Mrs.  Glen  R.  Nordyke,  Mrs.  G.  R.  Weaver,  Mrs.  E.  S. 
Middleton,  Mrs.  G.  Wray  Gill  and  Mrs.  Gladney  Hoffpauir.  Mrs. 
Laskey  appointed  Mrs.  Trice  and  Mrs.  Wilcox  to  send  appropriate 
messages  of  regret  to  the  absentees  who  were  unable  to  attend. 

Mrs.  Laskey  welcomed  the  new  officers  to  the  Executive 
Committee. 

Mrs.  Ledbetter  asked  all  who  would  to  write  Mrs.  Sexton  who 
had  just  left  for  New  York  and  would  receive  treatment  for  two 
weeks  there.  Mrs.  Ledbetter  gave  Mrs.  Sexton’s  address  in  New  York 
so  all  might  write  her. 

There  was  some  discussion  on  the  advantages  and  disadvan- 
tages of  continuing,  or  not,  the  Annual  Meeting  in  the  fall  of  the 
year.  The  Jurisdiction  Meeting  was  announced  for  February  26, 
27,  28. 

Even  though  there  was  yet  much  work  to  be  done,  Mrs.  Laskey 
commended  the  district  officers  and  others  for  their  fine  reports 
and  all  that  had  been  accomplished  through  their  individual  efforts. 

Mrs.  Laskey  told  of  some  of  the  changes  in  the  personnel  in 
our  institutions. 

Miss  Elizabeth  Thompson,  Rural  Deaconess,  serving  at  Mac 
Donell  School  at  Houma,  Louisiana,  gave  the  following  report:  45 
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children  enrolled  at  MacDonell  Methodist  Center  and  30  who  are 
day  students  at  MacDonell.  Hopes  to  have  a school  for  the  Indian 
parents  as  well  as  for  the  children  and  is  planning  a work  camp 
at  MacDonell  using  the  help  of  the  students  that  are  available  from 
the  various  college  campuses  (Mr.  and  Mrs.  Dick  Randall,  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Bill  Turner  and  Miss  Edna  Hill). 

Mrs.  Laskey  mentioned  some  of  the  outstanding  guests  that 
would  visit  us  for  the  Annual  Conference  who  were:  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
E.  T.  Wayland,  of  Little  Rock.  Mr.  Wayland  is  the  editor  for  the 
new  church  periodical  “Louisiana  Methodist.” 

Mrs.  Laskey  called  attention  to  the  Jurisdiction  Annual  Report 
and  asked  that  each  secretary  refer  to  this  Journal  to  keep  herself 
well  informed  of  the  recommendations  in  her  line  of  work. 

Kport  of  Vice-President: 

Mrs.  S.  J.  Fairchild  told  of  the  splendid  work  and  cooperation 
she  had  received  from  the  vice-presidents  over  the  Conference  and 
the  leadership  they  had  shown  in  promoting  the  program  material 
through  the  Program  Booklet.  She  also  reported  that  Life  Member- 
ships given  were  up  to  average  and  the  Life  Membership  roll  being 
kept  up  to  date.  She  asked  that  everyone  keep  alert  to  what  is  being 
done  through  the  World  Federation  of  Church  Women. 

Treasurer: 

Mrs.  F.  E.  Kennon  made  a brief  statement  regarding  finances. 
She  reported  that  $4200  was  left  over  from  the  pledge  of  last  year 
which  was  sent  in  the  first  quarter.  She  spoke  of  the  surplus  ac- 
cumulated from  year  to  year  from  cultivation  which  is  placed  on 
interest  (full  year’s  report  in  Annual  Journal). 

Recording  Secretary- — Mrs.  E.  N.  Jackson: 

A total  of  690  copies  of  the  Annual  Journal  were  printed,  the 
expense  of  which  is  listed  in  the  annual  report  of  the  Conference 
Treasurer  and  also  the  expense  of  mailing  them  over  the  Conference 
and  Jurisdiction  to  the  Missionaries,  District  Superintendents,  Presi- 
dents of  each  local  society  and  individual  orders  of  the  Journal. 

Mrs.  Jackson  rported  that  Mrs.  E.  E.  Stewart  had  compiled 
the  history  of  each  local  society  and  it  has  been  placed  in  front  of 
the  first  volume  of  the  Annual  Journals  that  had  been  bound  by 
quadrenniums. 

Promotion—Mrs.  D.  M.  Campbell: 

Mrs.  Campbell  was  very  complimentary  to  the  reporting  of 
the  district  promotion  secretaries  and  stressed  the  importance  of 
retaining  the  members  we  already  have  as  there  really  was  not  a 
net  gain  of  new  members.  Many  districts  have  a 100%  record  of  re- 
porting and  the  visitation  plan  was  progressing  nicely. 

Mrs.  Laskey  called  on  Mrs.  Barr  to  tell  of  the  best  results 
she  had  over  the  Jurisdiction  over  the  progressive  visiation  plan. 
Mrs.  Barr  urged  that  where  one  woman  fails  in  securing  a new 
member  that  someone  else  try  to  interest  this  person.  She  suggested 
that  the  visitation  be  held  all  on  one  certain  day,  whereby  all  those 
participating  may  tune  in  on  the  radio  and  some  outstanding  speaker 
be  heard  by  all  women  at  this  time,  each  circle  setting  the  same  day 
for  visitation.  Mrs.  Barr  recommended  more  personal  tontact  from 
the  Conference  Promotion  Secretary  with  the  District  Promotion 
Secretary,  and  the  District  Promotion  Secretary  with  the  local  pro- 
motion secretaries.  Mrs.  Piker,  District  Promotion  Secretary,  sug- 
gested the  sending  out  of  their  letters  a month  ahead. 

Christian  Social  Relations — Mrs.  C.  F.  Goldthwait: 

Mrs.  Goldthwait  listed  the  expenditure  of  the  money  alloted 
for  Christian  Social  Relations  promotion.  She  stated  $2,100  was 
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.sent  in  towards  the  Alcohol  Education  Fund  (25c  given  per  mem- 
ber). Mrs.  Goldthwait  called  attention  to  the  leaflet  “Is  There  A 
Pink  Fringe  In  The  Methodist  Church?”  She  asked  that  we  not 
undermind  all  our  institutions  by  referring  to  them  as  being  com- 
munist. Mrs.  Laskey  called  for  very  level  headedness  in  reading 
some  of  these  things. 

Mrs.  Laskey  requested  that  the  Committee  on  Summer  Schools 
sit  together  at  the  noon  hour  and  report  their  plans  at  the  evening 
session. 

Supplies — ^Mrs.  Lee  Tidwell: 

The  Louisiana  Conference  is  second  in  supply  giving  in  the 
Jurisdiction,  $1.55  per  capita  giving — a total  of  $13,437.58  has  been 
given  for  Home  Missions  and  $50.80  for  Foreign  Missions  making 
a total  of  $18,386.69.  Mrs.  Tidwell  was  pleased  with  the  response  of 
the  women  in  the  Conference  which  has  been  most  generous  to  every 
call.  A letter  from  Miss  Lela  Dingle,  Missionary  to  the  Phillippines, 
was  read,  stating  the  greatest  needs  to  be  books  for  their  libraries, 
urging  that  used  books  of  cultural  value  be  sent  (no  books  to  be  of 
fine  print). 

Mrs.  Tidwell  plead  for  overseas  boxes  for  clothing  be  sent 
immediately  as  they  would  be  in  receipt  of  these  by  Christmas,  many 
of  the  children  being  unable  to  attend  Sunday  School  because  of  lack 
of  clothes.  She  also  told  of  the  needs  of  Harris  Memorial  and  re- 
quested that  any  boxes  sent  overseas  be  labeled  “Gift,  of  no  com- 
mercial value  and  relief  package.” 

No  more  supplies  are  to  be  sent  to  People’s  Community  Center 
in  New  Orleans  as  the  Center  is  in  the  process  of  building  and  Mrs. 
Tidwell  asked  that  St.  Mark’s  or  Dulac  receive  the  supplies  instead 
of  People’s  Community  Center  at  this  time.  There  was  some  dis- 
cussion on  this,  from  which  recommendations  would  be  acted  upon 
later. 

The  meeting  was  adjourned  with  prayer  and  to  meet  in  the 
Educational  Building  recreation  room  for  dinner. 

The  guests  were  invited  to  the  dining  room  by  Mrs.  Jackson 
where  iced  punch  and  cheese  straws  and  cookies  were  served. 

DINNER 

The  dinner  for  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Conference  was 
served  by  the  local  society  with  Mrs.  Charles  McKenzie,  Chairman. 
With  the  artistic  talents  of  Mrs.  McKenzie,  and  her  committee,  the 
buffet  table  was  resplendent  of  fall  colors,  using  a rust  colored 
tablecloth  on  which  was  an  attractive  centerpiece  arrangement  of 
a large  pumpkin,  dark  purplish  red  grapes  with  yellow  chrysanthe- 
mums and  other  colorful  fruits  and  vegetables  arranged  to  make  a 
perfect  Thanksgiving  decoration.  Favors  marking  each  plate  were 
“Triumphant  Life”  alendars  with  Sallman’s  head  of  Christ  centering 
the  calendar  with  appropriate  scripture  on  each  calendar  page.  Guests 
to  the  Committee  were  the  District  Superintendent,  Reverend  and 
Mrs.  W.  H.  Giles  and  the  pastor  host.  Dr.  and  Mrs.  A.  M.  Serex.  The 
invocation  was  given  by  Reverend  Giles. 

The  local  president,  Mrs.  Mike  John,  Jr.,  welcomed  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Conference  Executive  Committee  and  expressed  her  pleas- 
ure in  breaking  bread  with  this  group  of  women.  Dr.  Serex  also  spoke 
a few  words  to  the  Conference  guests  in  being  privileged  to  enter- 
tain in  this  church,  these  fellow  Christians  all  striving  toward  the 
same  goal. 

Mrs.  Laskey  responded  for  the  ladies  in  expressing  her  and 
their  delight  in  being  guests  of  Monroe  First  Church  and  felt  they 
would  be  well  cared  for  and  were  looking  forward  with  all  others 
in  making  this  a great  Conference  Meeting,  accomplishing  much  in 
these  fevv^  days  for  the  Master’s  Kingdom. 
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EVENING  SESSION 


The  Committee  reconvened  in  the  church  parlor  for  the  even- 
ing session.  Yellow  chrysanthemums  and  gold  and  yellow  hibiscus 
had  been  artistically  arranged  in  the  parlor  for  this  meeting. 

Mrs.  Laskey  continued  with  reports  of  the  officers  but  first 
expressed  her  heart  felt  appreciation  for  the  gift  from  all  local 
societies  and  the  Executive  Committee  for  furnishing  of  a room 
at  Scarritt  College  in  Bragg  Hall  honoring  her  and  which  she  thought 
was  a generous  and  lovely  thing  to  do. 

Mrs.  Laskey  called  on  Mrs.  Goldthwait  to  tell  of  the  needs  of 
S.  Mark’s.  Mrs.  Goldthwait  explained  that  the  amount  of  money  here- 
tofore given  to  St.  Mark’s  each  year  from  the  Community  Chest  of 
New  Orleans  had  been  greatly  lowered  therefore  making  a special 
plea  for  more  funds  from  the  local  societies. 

Because  of  the  construction  of  a new  building  for  People’s 
Community  Center  and  the  kindergarten  teacher  formerly  employed 
there  by  the  Division  is  on  leave  of  absence  during  this  construction 
period  it  was  voted  that  at  the  beginning  of  this  quarter  supply 
money  normally  going  to  People’s  Community  Center  be  diverted 
to  St.  Mark’s  Community  Center,  until  such  time  as  the  Women’s 
Division  begins  the  salary  for  the  kindergarten  teacher.  $182.36  was 
sent  the  past  quarter  towards  People’s  Community  Center  and  it  was 
voted  that  this  amount  be  directed  to  St.  Mark’s  Community  Center. 

Mrs.  Tidwell  explained  why  institutions  in  other  conferences 
are  placed  on  our  supply  calendar,  the  reason  being  in  changing 
these  about  over  the  various  conferences  is  that  the  Division  is  try- 
ing to  acquaint  each  Conference  with  all  institutions  over  the  Division 
supported  with  supply  giving. 

Missionary  Education  and  Service—Mrs.  Sam  Dimbar: 

Mrs.  Dunbar  gave  the  following  report:

Report  of  the  School  of  Missions,  Centenary  College, 

Shreveport,  La.,  August  27-31,  1951: 

Four  Approved  Studies  taught,  seven  Departmental  Clinics 
held  and  three  Workshops.  The  Clinics  and  Workshops  were  taught 
by  Conference  officers.  A missionary  from  Latin  America  was  used 
as  a Resourve  person.  Two  movies  and  a film  strip  were  shown  in 
connection  with  the  Home  and  Foreign  Mission  studies.  A Kuiet 
Hour  was  observed  in  the  dormitories  each  night,  planned  by  our 
Conference  Secretary  of  Spiritual  Life.  Mrs.  Guy  Hicks  led  the  early 
morning  devotions  for  the  whole  school.

Recommendations  for  improving  the  School  next  year; 

More  space  for  those  who  wish  to  stay  in  dormitories;  a lab- 
oratory school  or  some  other  arrangement  so  that  mothers  may 
come  and  bring  their  children;  air-condition  of  class  rooms  and  lec- 
ture hall  would  be  far  more  comfortable. 

Report  of  8 Seminars,  last  two  weeks  in  September,  1951: 

There  was  a gain  of  over  100  in  the  attendance  at  the  Seminars 
this  year,  1,242  registering.  Out  of  the  287  societies  reported  in  the 
Conference,  only  108  secretaries  of  Missionary  Education  registered. 
This  is  the  weakest  point  in  our  Seminars,  since  they  are  respon- 
sible for  all  the  studies  in  the  societies.  It  was  an  improvement  over 
1950,  however.  There  were  68  district  officers,  9 conference  officers, 
and  2 jurisdiction  officers  attending.  An  offering,  $303.12.  After  pay- 
ing the  district  expenses,  $244.25  was  turned  over  to  the  officers 
itinerating.  There  were  401  Outlines  sold  at  the  Seminars,  making  a 
grand  total  of  517  sold  this  year.  Since  this  is  quite  a gain  over  the 
sale  of  Outlines  last  year,  we  feel  it  means  that  more  societies  are 
planning  to  study  this  year.  With  the  balance  from  last  year  (Offering 
and  Outlines)  and  the  collections  of  this  year,  after  all  the  expenses 
have  been  paid,  there  will  still  be  a balance  to  be  held  for  the  itiner- 
ration  of  the  officers  who  teach  in  the  Seminars  next  year. 

These  are  some  of  the  comments  from  the  District  Secretaries: 

‘ A great  deal  of  interest  was  shown.  The  women  seem  to  want  to 
study,  judging  from  the  numbers  attending  and  the  amount  of 
literature  sold  in  the  bookrooms.  I am  sure  they  will  be  better  equip- 
ped to  teach  after  the  excellent  training  at  the  Seminar.  All  ideas 
given  were  eagerly  grasped.  Their  personal  remarks  indicated  they 
were  very  appreciative  of  the  many  helps  given  them  by  the  Con- 
ference officers  who  taught,  spoke  and  answered  questions  during 
the  day.  Many  remarked  that  the  classes  were  the  “best  ever”  and 
everyone  seemed  on  fire  to  go  home  and  do.  We  have  set  as  our 
goal — instructed  women  returning  to  teach  in  every  society  in  the 
District,  with  more  J.  R.’s  in  every  society.” 

Much  time  was  given  to  the  planning  of  the  Seminars  in  every 
District.  One  District,  Alexandria,  had  66  more  people  in  the  Seminar 
this  year,  and  it  was  well  worth  their  time,  for  it  was  well-planned 
and  presented,  with  a book  room  that  was  quite  unique.  This  dis- 
trict planned  a skit  from  the  Methodist  Woman  “Cast  Thy  Bread” 
for  the  noon  hour,  which  was  both  entertaining  and  informative.  The 
Dramatic  Worship  planned  by  the  Seminars  for  the  closing  hour, 
“The  Foot  Cannot  Say  to  the  Ear”  was  a fitting  close  to  the  day's 
work,  and  well  done  by  all  the  Districts.  Many  Guild  members  at- 
tended this  year,  especially  in  the  Lake  Charles  District,  where  one 
of  the  Seminars  was  held  on  Saturday. 

The  bookroom  sales  were  far  above  normal,  $1,018.32.  Many 
of  the  District  secretaries  of  Literature  and  Publications,  under  the 
guidance  of  Mrs.  Glen  Nordyke,  had  attractive  bookrooms.  Much 
more  study  is  being  planned,  if  one  may  judge  by  the  bookroom 
sales,  which  would  have  been  better  had  there  not  been  a shortage 
of  some  of  the  popular  books. 

Thanks  go  to  the  Conference  officers  who  itinerated  to  all 
8 Seminars. 
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We  have  only  two  new  Foreign  Projects  to  report  over  last 
year:  Rodessa  Society,  Harris  Memorial  Training  School,  Manila, 
Phillippines,  $20.00;  First  Church,  Lake  Charles,  Porto  Alegre,  Brazil, 
Colegio  Americano,  $50.00.  That  brings  our  total  to  17  Foreign  Pro- 
jects, with  a total  giving  of  $1,120. 

We  have  two  new  J 3’s  to  add  to  our  list  of  missionaries  whose 
salaries  the  Louisiana  Conference  is  responsible  for;  Miss  Charlie 
Hampton  and  Miss  Gretchen  Elston,  both  from  Shreveport,  La.,  who 
sailed  for  Japan  in  July,  1951.  Miss  Elma  Ashby,  our  nurse  serving 
in  Southern  Rhodesia,  Africa,  was  in  New  Orleans  for  several  weeks 
this  fall  taking  special  training  at  Charity  Hospital  before  her  return 
to  her  state.  She  was  a speaker  at  the  New  Orleans  District  Sem- 
inar, showing  pictures  of  her  work.  From  the  questions  being  asked 
throughout  the  state,  I think  there  is  a renewed  interest  in  our 
Home  Missions,  especially  those  we  have  in  Louisiana. 

The  report  of  the  Summer  Schools  Committee,  held  during  the 
dinner  hour  of  the  Executive  Committee  Meeting  in  Monroe,  October 
22,  1951,  and  the  action  taken  by  the  Executive  Committee  follows: 

Action  was  taken  by  the  Schools  Committee  to  forward  plans 
for  the  School  of  Missions  for  the  summer  of  1952.  Teachers  were 
selected  and  courses  of  study  mapped  out. 

The  following  recommendations  concerning  the  School  of 
Missions  were  made  and  approved: 

(1)  That  Miss  Edith  Martin  of  Arkansas,  be  asked  to  serve 
as  resource  person  from  Africa. 

(2)  That  those  people  attending  the  Summer  School  of  Miss- 
ions and  staying  in  the  dormitory  be  asked  to  attend  the  Quiet  Time 
in  the  parlor  of  the  dormitory  if  so  desired. 

(3)  That  more  books  be  bought  for  the  library  of  the  School 
of  Missions  from  the  sum  contributed  to  the  School  of  Missions. 

(4)  A request  was  made  by  the  Committee  for  the  use  of 
the  Science  Building  for  classes  next  year. 

(5)  It  was  agreed  to  have  the  programs  for  the  School  of 
Missions  again  as  in  previous  years. 

(6)  To  continue  the  collection  of  a pre-registration  fee  of 
$1.00.  It  was  recommended  that  we  have  a laboratory  school  so  that 
mothers  with  small  children  may  attend  the  school  and  if  carried 
out  more  dormitory  space  will  be  needed. 

(7)  Tentative  dates  set  for  the  1952  School  of  Missions  were 
set  for  August  25-29. 

(8)  Three  studies  were  recommended  for  the  coming  year: 
(1)  Home  Missions  and  Human  Rights,  2j  Preface  to  the  Bible 
(3)  Study  of  Africa. 

Children’s  Work — Mrs.  J.  C.  Whitaker: 

Expression  was  expressed  by  Mrs.  Whitaker  for  the  oppor- 
tunity of  attending  the  Leadership  School  at  Mt.  Sequoyah  this 
summer. 

She  attended  two  conferences  for  Children’s  Work  and  served 
on  the  program  at  both  conferences.  It  was  her  privilege  to  work  with 
Mrs.  Fred  Deschner,  the  Conference  Director  of  Children’s  Work 
for  the  Board  of  Education  and  they  will  plan  for  the  work  during 
the  coming  year. 

Mrs.  Whitaker  has  been  invited  by  Reverend  Bentley  Sloane, 
the  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Conference,  to  attend  the  staff  meet- 
ings of  the  Conference  Board  of  Education  which  will  help  to  bring 
her  work  in  closer  harmony  with  that  carried  on  by  the  Board  of 
Education  for  the  children  of  the  Conference.  The  program  of  miss- 
ionary education  of  children  being  correlated  with  the  total  program 
of  Christian  Education. 
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A total  of  181  secretaries  of  Children’s  Work  reported  for  the 
past  quarter.  There  are  210  local  secretaries. 

Emphasis  for  1951-52  will  be  Latin  America  and  Home  Mission- 
aries at  Work. 

The  local  secretaries  are  to  assist  with  the  study  “Family — 
A Christian’s  Concern.” 

Mrs.  Whitaker  will  make  a greater  effort  during  the  coming 
year  to  get  children’s  groups  to  contribute  cash  for  supplies  and 
supply  boxes  for  institutions  and  workers  of  the  Woman’s  Division. 
This  supply  giving  will  be  suggested  as  one  of  the  outgrowths  of 
study  on  the  part  of  the  children. 

Mrs.  Kennon,  Conference  Treasurer,  asked  that  a place  be 
made  on  the  reports  for  children’s  giving.  This  was  referred  by  the 
president  to  the  Finance  Committee. 

Mrs.  Laskey  regretted  that  Miss  Betty  Raye  Fox  could  not  be 
present  to  make  her  report  which  will  be  sent  in  later. 

Student  Work — Mrs.  W.  E.  Trice: 

Student  Workers  have  been  well  represented  in  the  past  ten 
years  as  “cookie  pushers,”  Mrs.  Trice  thought,  but  stated  the  time 
had  conie  for  recognition  of  the  fact  student  secretaries  might  be 
able  to  give  more  motivation  towards  the  student  field.  She  referred 
to  formerly  having  requested  that  student  secretaries  near  college 
campuses  see  that  more  books  on  the  World  Christian  Community 
be  placed  in  the  Libraries  for  the  students  use.  She  asked  those  in 
attendance  to  visit  the  bookroom  and  take  some  of  the  free  leaflets 
to  some  of  the  students  in  their  home  towns. 

She  asked  that  much  thought  be  given  to  the  selection  of  stu- 
dent secretaries. 

Mrs.  Trice  stated  there  was  still  much  responsibility  towards 
those  in  the  service  of  our  country  that  are  located  near  us. 

More  cooperation  was  needed  between  the  student  secretaries 
and  those  on  the  Missionary  Personnel  Committee. 

There  were  176  student  secretaries  serving  in  the  Conference. 

Wesleyan  Service  Guild — ^Miss  Mary  Gladys  Page: 

Miss  Page  felt  gratified  over  the  results  of  the  first  Conference 
for  the  Wesleyan  Guild  which  was  held  in  Monroe,  Louisiana, 
October  20,  21,  1951 

129  Guild  members  had  attended  the  Guild  Week  End  last 
summer. 

$210.00  was  given  at  the  Sacrifical  Supper  held  during  the 
Guild  Conference  which  would  be  directed  to  Miss  Lena  Knapp,  the 
Guild  Secretary  to  South  America. 

Miss  Page  requested  help  in  encouraging  women  who  belong 
to  the  night  circles  of  the  W.S.C.S.  to  join  the  Guild  instead.  She 
stated  there  has  been  a decrease  in  membership  and  asked  that  names 
of  inactive  members  not  be  dropped  from  the  rolls  but  placed  on  a 
responsibility  list  until  every  effort  had  been  made  to  secure  them 
as  active  members. 

There  were  two  district  with  100%  reporting;  Baton  Rouge 
and  Alexandria. 

Miss  Page  hoped  to  re-vamp  the  report  blanks,  especially 
the  “Remittance  Blank”  so  that  it  will  correspond  more  to  that  of 
the  W.S.C.S.  blanks.  The  names  of  the  Guild  projects  have  been  listed 
on  the  Treasurer’s  blanks  so  that  the  supply  list  will  become  better 
known. 

Miss  Page  expressed  appreciation  of  the  Guild  to  the  Monroe 
hostesses  for  having  helped  make  the  first  Guild  Conference  a 
success. 
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Missionary  Personnel — Mrs.  C.  I.  Jones: 

It  was  Mrs.  Jones’  wish  that  all  would  center  their  efforts  to- 
ward the  main  purpose  of  the  W.S.C.S.  in  that  of  recruiting  young 
Christian  Workers. 

Mrs.  Jones  displayed  a sample  of  the  cards  that  are  sup- 
posed to  be  mailed  to  her  of  students  graduating  from  high  school 
before  entering  college  and  another  card  available  to  be  used  after 
students  have  entered  college.  All  the  work  of  the  Missionary  Per- 
sonnel and  Youth  Work  Secretaries  has  become  more  correlated 
and  all  are  studying  Latin  America  and  this  year  we  will  have 
sent  our  first  L.A.Z. 

Mrs.  Jones  called  attention  to  outstanding  material  or  leaf- 
lets available  for  recruiting  young  people  such  as  the  use  of  the 
new  “Co-Ed  Calendar”,  etc.  A Work  Camp  is  in  the  planning  for 
next  summer  for  Youth  Workers.  She  gave  an  interesting  report 
on  Louisiana’s  eleven  full  time  service  volunteers. 

Spiritual  Life- — Mrs.  A.  H.  Wilcox: 

There  has  been  an  advance  in  the  Spiritual  Life  Work.  More 
worship  centers  are  being  used,  the  women  are  studying  more  and 
are  requesting  more  Bible  studies  and  are  deepening  their  spir- 
itual life  through  prayer  groups. 

There  has  been  a decrease  in  the  Fellowship  of  Interces- 
sion groups — prayer  groups  are  growing — men  and  young  peo- 
ple also  forming  prayer  groups. 

Status  of  Women— Mrs.  F.  C.  Haley: 

The  following  report  and  recommendations  were  given  by 
Mrs.  Haley: 

“If  we  could  learn  where  we  are  and  where  we  are  going, 
we  could  better  know  what  to  do  and  how  to  do  it.” 

When  Abraham  Lincoln  made  this  statement,  he  might  weU 
have  been  giving  the  reason  for  the  Status  of  Women  secre- 
tary and  that  committee.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  Meth- 
odist Church  is  the  only  church  with  this  committee  although 
there  are  two  world  organizations  concerned  with  status  of 
women  — The  United  Nations  and  World  Organization  of  Life  and 
Works  of  Women  in  the  Church. 

As  more  societies  are  understanding  the  value  of  having 
a secretary  of  Status  of  Women,  the  number  of  secretaries  in 
our  Louisiana  Conference  continues  to  increase.  There  were  137  in 
1949-50;  150  in  1950-51;  179  in  1951-52  for  the  first  quarter. 

It  is  an  inspiration  to  find  more  societies  keeping  scrap- 
books on  Women  in  the  News,  discussing  News  Events  relating  to 
women’s  status,  discovering  the  abilities  of  the  women  in  the 
church,  and  suggesting  women  for  positions  of  leadership  in  civic 
affairs  in  the  community,  parish,  state,  and  nation. 

This  year  the  work  of  the  committee  was  presented  at 
School  of  Missions  at  Mt.  Sequoyah  and  at  School  of  Missions 
at  Centenary  College.  Your  conference  secretary  was  privileged  to 
be  a part  of  both  clinics.  It  was  a thrilling  experience  to  share 
problems  with  conference  secretaries  from  Nebraska  to  New  Mex- 
ico and  to  know  Mrs.  L.  M.  Awtrey,  chairman  of  Status  of  Women 
for  the  Division,  and  Mrs.  Virgil  Walker,  South  Central  Jurisdiction 
Secretary  of  Status  of  Women. 

At  Centenary  only  one  district  secretary,  four  local  secre- 
taries, and  two  visitors  attended  the  Status  of  Women  Clinic. 
However,  the  success  of  such  an  endeavor  can  never  be  meas- 
ured by  numbers  in  attendance  and  enthusiasm  and  interest  were 
quite  evident  at  each  session. 

The  energies  of  women  have  been  released  from  household 
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been  developed.  Is  the  church  stronger  in  its  leadership  and  attend- 
ance because  of  this  release?  Our  committee  hopes  that  the  sec- 
retaries of  Status  of  Women  by  the  use  of  programs  and  studies, 
will  present  a true  picture  of  the  work  of  women  in  the  church, 
and  be  ready  to  aid  in  the  making  of  a new  pattern  of  service 
for  the  present  and  also  for  the  future. 

Eecommendations  for  Status  of  Women: 

(1)  That  every  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  have 
a secretary  of  Status  of  Women  who  will  feel  her  responsibility 
as  a member  of  the  program  committee.  She  should  have  a com- 
prehensive knowledge  of  the  whole  program  of  the  society  and  be 
ready  to  suggest  women  to  participate  in  different  phases  of  the 
society. 

(2)  That  the  Status  of  Women  Handbook  be  used  for  study 
and  presentation  at  society  meetings.  Where  there  is  no  Status 
of  Women  Secretary,  the  President  and  Promotion  Secretary  should 
urge  the  use  of  the  Handbook. 

(3)  That  the  Status  of  Women  secretary  be  the  chairman 
of  the  nominating  committee. 

(4)  That  the  service  activity  cards  be  used  throughout  the 
church.  Keep  them  on  file  and  up-to-date. 

(5)  That  there  be  cooperation  with  agencies  that  will  raise 
the  status  of  women  in  the  economic,  political,  educational,  and  re- 
ligious fields. 

(6)  That  the  Status  of  Women  secretary  co-operate  with  the 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild  in  interesting  and  enlisting  well  qualified 
women  for  full  time  Christian  service. 

(7)  That  women  be  encouraged  to  serve  on  church  boards 
where  policy  making  is  formed. 

(8)  That  the  election  of  women  as  delegates  to  the  District, 
Annual,  Jurisdiction,  and  General  Conferences  be  stressed. 

(9)  That  Christian  women  be  urged  to  accept  civic  and  po- 
litical offices. 

(10)  That  participation  in  the  National  Citizens  Roll  Call 
of  Methodist  Women  be  continued.  This  is  a most  important  re- 
sponsibility with  election  year  in  1952. 

(11)  That  a day  comparable  to  Laymen’s  Day  be  set  aside 
in  the  church  program  for  laywomen. 

(12)  That  wide  use  be  made  of  the  brochure  “Influence  and 
Power”  which  was  sent  to  Ecumenical  Conference.  It  will  have 
helpful  information  .for  program  and  study  groups. 

(13)  That  a scrapbook  be  kept  of  all  outstanding  women  in 
the  current  news. 

(14)  That  some  community  project  be  promoted  or  shared 
for  the  betterment  of  the  status  of  women. 

(15)  That  all  reports  be  sent  on  time.  A calendar  for  re- 
porting as  follows:  L:ocal  secretaries  report  to  District  secretaries 
by  August  31,  November  30,  February  28,  May  31.  District  sec- 
retaries report  to  the  Conference  secretary  by  September  10,  De- 
cember 10,  November  10,  June  10.

The  following  will  attend  Mt.  Sequoyah  in  the  summer  of 
1952  and  will  return  to  hold  clinics:  Presidents,  Vice-Presidents,  Re- 
cording Secretary,  Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications,  Spir- 
itual Life,  Christian  Social  Relations,  Missionary  Education  and 
Service.

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MINUTES  OF  THE  CONFERENCE  SESSIONS 
of  ihe 

WOMAN’S  SOCIETY  OF  CHRISTIAN  SERVICE 
Monroe,  Louisiana,  October  23,  24,  25,  1951 

TUESDAY  MORNING  SESSION 


On  Tuesday  morning  at  9:00  A.M.  the  doors  of  the  Educa- 
tional Building  were  opened  wide  to  welcome  delegates  and  visitors 
registering  for  the  Eleventh  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Woman’s  So- 
ciety of  Christian  Service  of  the  Louisiana  conferences.  Mrs.  W.  M. 
Abel  and  Mrs.  A.  R.  Holloway,  Chairmen  of  Hospitality,  welcomed 
each  lady  arriving  for  registration.  Other  Methodist  women  over 
the  city  entered  into  this  spirit  and  Memorial  Methodist  Church  W. 
S.  C.  S.  was  hostess  and  served  from  a beautifully  appointed  table, 
coffee  and  miniature  doughnuts.  Delegates  and  visitors  than  reg- 
istered with  Mrs.  A.  D.  Bernhardt,  Chairman  of  the  Registration 
Committee. 

Mrs.  Julius  Fink  and  her  two  able  assistants  displayed  vari- 
ous materials  and  books  in  the  Bookroom. 

At  eleven  o’clock  a beautiful  Organ  relude  was  rendered 
by  the  organist,  Mrs.  Everett  Zeagler,  following  which  Mrs.  Glenn 
Laskey,  Conference  President,  declared  the  Eleventh  Annual  Meet- 
ing of  the  Louisiana  Conference  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Chris- 
tian Service  to  be  opened.  It  was  her  desire  that  the  days  spent 
together  be  very  meaningful  and  stated  that  the  members  of  the 
Executive  Committee  had  spent  much  time  in  prayer  towards  this 
meeting. 

Mrs.  Laskey  introduced  the  Promotion  Secretary  of  the  Mon- 
roe District,  Mrs.  M.  L.  DeFreese,  who  quoted  the  24th  Psalm  and 
closed  with  prayer. 

Report  of  the  action  taken  at  the  Mid-Year  Executive  Com- 
mittee meetings  held  in  Minden  and  New  Iberia  and  the  called 
meeting  in  Shreveport  was  given  by  the  Recording  Secretary, 
Mrs.  E.  N.  Jackson,  who  moved  the  adoption  of  action  taken  and 
rcommendations  read  which  were  unanimously  approved. 

Mrs.  Laskey  explained  that  since  plans  were  towards  the 
Conference  being  held  in  March  instead  of  the  fall  and  since  the 
Jurisdiction  Meeting  will  be  held  in  February  of  1952  that  only  a 
two  day’s  Conference  will  be  held. 

The  president  called  on  Dr.  Hotalen,  head  of  the  Louisiana 
Moral  and  Civic  Foundation,  to  speak  on  the  plans  furthering  Al- 
cohol Education.  Dr.  Hotalen  stated  that  Dr.  Vernon  White  has 
been  very  ill  but  hopes  to  resume  his  work  in  December.  He 
called  for  the  prayers  of  the  women  towards  a speedy  recovery  for 
Civic  Foundation  have  its  own  projector  equipment  and  a library 
Dr.  White. 

It  was  Dr.  Hotalen’s  hopes  that  the  Louisiana  Moral  and 
Civic  Foundation  have  its  own  projector  equipment  and  a library 
on  alcohol  education  available  for  use  by  the  schools  over  the 
state. 

Dr.  Hotalen  told  of  the  wonderful  results  from  the  youth 
rallies  held  with  over  90%  of  the  youth  signing  the  total  ab- 
stinence cards.  He  thanked  the  Conference  women  for  their  help 
and  their  being  in  accord  with  this  instructive  and  progressive  pro- 
gram. He  received  the  aplause  of  his  listeners  with  his  forceful 
closing  remarks. 

At  this  time  the  president  called  for  the  committee  ap- 
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pointments  to  be  read.  Mrs.  Barr  and  Mrs.  Laskey  made  some 
explanation  concerning  the  nominees  for  the  Board  of  Missions 
and  Church  Extension  asking  that  delegates  voting  give  much 
earnest  consideration  to  those  they  support  for  this  office  as  this 
is  a very  important  work  rendered.  Each  Conference  in  the  Juris- 
diction submits  three  names  and  out  of  this  number  from  all 
Conferences,  sixteen  names  will  be  sent  in  from  each  Jurisdic- 
tion to  the  Division  from  which  the  Committee  on  Missions  makes 
the  final  selection. 

Mrs.  Laskey  requested  that  before  voting  that  these  be  se- 
lected carefully  and  prayerfully  as  they  should  come  from  our 
most  consecrated  women  who  make  most  important  decisions  se- 
lecting missionaries  to  serve  on  the  million  fields  as  well  as  for 
the  Division. 

Mrs.  Laskey  established  the  bar  and  the  voting  strength  of 
the  Conference  delegation  was  taken  and  found  to  be  134. 

The  counting  tellers  retired  to  count  the  votes. 

Mrs.  Laskey  presented  Mrs.  Lee  Tidwell,  Conference  Sec- 
retary of  Supplies,  who  has  served  so  effectively  as  Chairman  of 
the  Conference  Program  Committee.  Others  serving  on  this  Com- 
mittee with  Mrs.  Tidwell  were  Mesdames  Goldthwait,  Trice,  Wil- 
cox, Whitaker,  Ledbetter,  Moak,  Jackon,  Sexton  and  Nordyke. 

Mrs.  Tidwell  stated  that  as  the  Committee  planned  it  realized 
that  this  is  a changing  world,  hence  the  theme  for  this  year’s 
Confrence:  ‘The  Christian  Way  In  A hanging  World”  and  as 
we  entered  into  this  program  each  was  asked  to  add  her  prayers 
and  the  re-dedication  of  her  life  to  help  in  making  this  changing 
world  truly  a hristian  World. 

The  theme  "The  Christian  Way  In  A Changing  World”  dur- 
ing the  Conference  was  in  gold  letters  placed  high  upon  a velvet 
background  in  the  rear  of  the  pulpit  which  served  to  keep  be- 
fore the  delegated  body  the  ideal  pattern  set  for  Christians  of 
this  day. 

Mrs.  Laskey  stated  that  the  offering  given  at  the  Sacrificial 
Luncheon  would  be  directed  towards  the  Philippines. 

Mrs.  W.  M.  Ledbetter,  Chairman  of  Courtesies,  introduced 
the  Conference  workers  attending  the  Conference,  visiting  pastors 
and  wives,  and  mentioned  there  were  other  outstanding  guests  at- 
tnding  who  would  be  presented  later. 

A telegram  of  greeting  to  the  Conference  from  Mrs.  George 
Sexton  was  read  by  Mrs.  Laskey.  Mrs.  Sexton  was  on  her  way 
to  attend  a Division  Executive  Meeting. 

Mrs.  Clarence  Day  was  asked  to  make  announcements  con- 
cerning the  Sacrificial  Meal  to  me  at  12:30  in  the  Educational 
Building.  Mrs.  Day  urged  that  all  enter  prayerfully  and  silently 
into  the  meeting  and  requested  prayers  that  the  spirit  of  sacrifice 
would  somehow  enter  into  each  one’s  life. 

A Quiet  Time  was  observed  and  ably  directed  by  Miss  Sadie 
Maude  Moore,  the  theme  being  ‘‘The  Way  of  Faith.” 

Mrs.  A.  M.  Serex  sang  very  beautifully  Malotte’s  ‘Twenty- 
Third  Psalm.” 

Miss  Moore  pointed  out  that  the  way  of  faith  presents  to 
"I  am  the  way”. 

Miss  Moore  pointed  out  that  the  way  of  faith  presents  to 
us  a challenge  for  a search.  It  does  not  give  us  a way  but  The  way, 
it  does  not  provide  us  with  a guide,  but  The  guide  leading  His 
children  in  this  day  as  He  did  His  children,  2,000  years  ago  out 
of  bondage.  During  these  times  Christ  is  available  to  us  and  Miss 
Moore  asked  that  we  place  our  trust  in  a never -changing  Lord. 
•She  closed  with  the  thought  that  all  should  want  to  consecrate 
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anew  their  way  in  this  faith  and  we  look  to  Him,  the  finisher 
of  this  faith. 

The  service  was  closed  with  a hymn  of  faith. 

Sacrificial  Luncheon 

Continuing  the  Quiet  Time  the  women  filed  silently  into  the 
Educational  Building,  reminded  at  intervals  of  observing  the  si- 
lence by  local  society  women  in  white  vesture  holding  placards 
with  “Silence”  printed  on  each. 

Mrs.  Clarence  O.  Day  was  chairman  of  this  very  impressive 
occasion,  the  setting  of  which  was  an  exact  replica  of  The  Last 
Supper  by  Leonardo  DaVinci.  Upon  entering  the  dining  hall  one 
vvas  senstitive  to  the  sacredness  of  the  setting  before  them.  On 
a slightly  raised  platform  was  arranged  a long  table  and  seated 
about  the  table  were  women  in  white  representing  The  Last  Sup- 
per. The  invocation  was  given  by  Mrs.  A.  H.  Wilcox  and  the 
mediation  by  Mrs.  Guy  M.  Hicks.  The  menu  was  food  such  as 
was  eaten  in  those  days  consisting  of  lamb,  egg,  matzo  balls,  fruit, 
rnleavcned  bread,  grape  juice.  Soft  music  was  played  throughout 
the  program  by  Mrs.  Everett  Zeagler  and  the  chorus  was  directed 
by  Mrs,  A.  M.  Serex.  Those  seated  around  the  table  sang  softly 
“Above  The  Hills  of  Time  The  Cross  Is  Gleaming”,  the  occasion 
symbolizing  one  of  the  happiest  hours  in  the  life  of  Christ — hap- 
py Vv^hen  He  was  about  to  endure  the  cross — there  was  sadness 
in  His  leaving  friends  and  yet  extreme  joy  because  there  were 
eleven  v/onderful  friends  with  the  Master  n joying  this  great  time 
together.  Mrs.  Hicks  reminded  those  present  that  they  were  there 
bcause  of  this  that  had  happyened  in  the  long  ago.  She  pictured 
the  needs  in  this  day  of  the  Philippines  where  the  sacrificial  of- 
fering was  to  be  directed.  Mrs.  Hicks  spoke  of  “dith  dimension” 
Christians,  in  giving  and  serving  and  if  all  would  return  to  their 
homes  and  be  4th  dimension  Christian  in  their  stewardship  there 
would  be  an  overflow  in  giving  the  coming  year  towards  the 
Sacrificial  Meal.  She  mentioned  some  of  our  institutions  support- 
ed by  the  Division:  the  Mary  Johnston  Hospital  and  the  Harris 
Memorial  School  directed  by  Miss  Lela  Dingle. 

Mrs.  Hicks  closed  with  a prayer  of  the  re-dedication  of 
ourselves  and  loving  gifts. 

The  choir  sang  softly  “Into  The  Woods  My  Master  Went”. 
The  offering  was  taken  at  the  door  as  all  were  quietly  leaving 
to  reconvene  in  the  sanctuary  of  the  church. 

AFTEENOON  SESSION 

With  the  beauty  of  the  meditations  of  the  noon  hour’s  Sac- 
rifical  Meal  and  the  soft  organ  meditation  rendered  by  Mrs.  Zeag- 
ler, it  was  not  difficult  to  enter  into  the  Corporate  Worship  so 
ably  directed  by  Miss  Sadie  Maude  Moore.  She  called  to  remem- 
brance Jesus’  plea  so  often:  "Come,  Tarry,  Go!”  and  that  the  Bible 
from  Genesis  to  Revelation  was  one  continuing  invitation  to  come 
unto  Jesus,  “Come  unto  Me  and  rest” — “Take  My  yoke  upon 
you” — and  as  He  spoke  to  the  disciples  so  He  speaks  to  us: 
“Tarry  ye  in  Jerusalem  until  ye  be  endowed  from  one  high”, 
"Wait  for  the  promise”,  “They  that  wait  upon  the  Lord  shall  not 
be  weary”,  "Take  time  to  be  holy”.  He  also  said,  “Go — go  home 
to  thy  friends  and  tell  them  what  the  Lord  hath  done  for  thee — go 
home  and  tell  your  frldnds  and  your  family”,  ‘Go  ye  therefore 
unto  all  nations  . . . and  lo  I am  with  you  always”,  “Go  around 
the  world  preaching,  baptizing,  witnessing”. 

The  congregation  voiced  its  consecration  by  singing  “I’ll  Go 
Where  You  Want  Me  To  Go,  Dear  Lord”.  Miss  Moore  closed 
with  prayer. 
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Mrs.  Fairchild,  Conference  Vice-President,  presided  over  the 
afternoon  session.  As  time  was  passing  swiftly  the  hymn  “Are 
Ye  Able”  was  omitted.  Mrs.  Fairchild  in  presenting  the  Confer- 
ence President,  Mrs.  Laskey,  stated  that  in  speaking  for  all  she 
felt  that  our  president  had  gone  all  the  way  with  Christ,  she 
had  shared  with  us  and  helped  to  broaden  our  vision.  (President’s 
full  message  will  be  included  in  the  next  Annual  Journal.) 

Mrs.  Laskey,  in  presenting  the  ‘ President’s  Message”,  the 
theme  of  which  was  ‘“God’s  Dream”  stated  she  was  in  the  second 
quadrennium  of  her  leadership  and  gave  a resume  of  the  ten  years 
of  the  Society  as  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service,  listing 
some  of  the  goals  that  have  been  achieved  and  expressed  her  ap- 
preciation to  every  local  and  district  officer  who  have  helped 
achieve  the  Advance  Goals.  She  felt  deeply  indebted  to  them  for 
their  cooperative  effort  that  had  made  the  achievement  of  these 
goals  possible. 

Department  clinics  followed.  Mrs.  Laskey  gave  directions 
for  finding  the  various  rooms  where  each  phase  of  the  work  would 
be  discussed.  She  made  announcements  concerning  extra  tickets  be- 
ing available  for  the  dinner  at  the  Frances  Hotel  ‘Dinner  With 
The  Districts”. 

The  report  was  given  from  the  counting  tellers  for  the  elec- 
tion of  nominees  for  the  Board  of  Mission:  Laskey  112,  Sexton 
96,  Dunbar  67,  Dameron  52,  (who  will  serve  as  alternate)  Kil- 
patrick 37,  Pollard  31. 

Mrs.  Laskey  was  delighted  in  having  her  local  pastor.  Rev- 
erend R.  R.  Branton,  attending  the  Conference. 

The  Benediction  was  pronounced  by  Brother  G.  W.  Pomeroy, 
District  Superintendent  of  the  Ruston  District. 

Adjourned  to  go  into  the  Departmental  Clinics — to  assemble 
again  at  the  Frances  Hotel  for  the  “Dinner  With  The  District.” 

DINNER 
Tuesday  Evening 

Mrs.  D.  M.  Campbell  presided  over  the  dinner  program  which 
was  held  in  the  ballroom  of  the  Frances  Hotel  at  6:00  P.M.,  the 
theme  of  which  was  “Building  the  King’s  Highway.” 

Reverend  W.  H.  Giles  gave  the  invocation.  The  dinner  tables 
were  decorated  down  the  center  of  the  tables  so  as  to  represent 
a highway  with  signs  such  as:  Stop,  take  someone  to  the  W.  S. 
C.  S.”  and  “Go  slow — women  working  for  the  W.  S.  C.  S.”  There 
were  detour  signs  pointing  the  way  to  various  places  here  there 
are  local  societies  of  the  W.  S.  C.  S.  The  menu  was  in  the  form 
of  a cross  centering  an  outline  map  of  Louisiana. 

The  Ouachita  Parish  Ensemble,  composed  of  ten  high  school 
boys  and  girls,  entertained  with  two  beautiful  vocal  numbers. 

A solo,  “The  Lord’s  Prayer”,  by  Mrs.  A.  M.  Serex  was  an 
inspiration  for  the  remaining  program. 

On  a higher  level  was  a platform  on  which  were  seated 
the  district  secretaries  of  promotion  with  Mrs.  Campbell.  The 
meeting  was  in  the  form  of  a district  executive  meeting  being  held. 

Mrs.  Campbell  stated  that  the  women  were  building  a high- 
way over  Louisiana  which  was  started  with  the  smallest  rural 
Methodist  Church.  She  needed  more  Methodist  women  to  com- 
plete the  highway  and  having  13,127  already  working  on  this 
highway — the  manner  in  which  it  was  to  be  completed  first  had 
to  have  the  route  chosen,  remove  all  obstacles  or  stumps  along 
the  highway  such  as  unorganized  churches  found  in  each  district 
which  is  a total  of  154.  Some  286  societies  and  84  Wesleyan 
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Service  Guilds  make  a pretty  well  cleared  highway  with  the  233 
Spiritual  Life  secretaries  in  Louisiana  who  can  help  to  lay  a fine 
foundation.  “Should  we  plant  something  that  grows  and  blossoms 
in  the  coming  years?”  Then  there’s  nothing  better  than  our  chil- 
dren and  young  people,”  stated  Mrs.  Campbell. 

There  are  2,426  subscriptions  to  the  Methodist  Women,  1,491 
of  World  Outlook,  16,121  women  enrolled  in  stud  classes,  146 
Jurisdiction  Recognition  Classes  and  163  classes  of  all  kinds.  Last 
year  $88,891.08  was  sent  by  the  W.S.C.S.  and  the  Guild  towards 
the  upkeep  and  repairs  of  the  highway — $1.55  was  the  per  capita 
giving  in  supplies,  with  a total  of  $18,386.65  sent  in  ($12,922.17 
of  this  as  cash  supplies)  which  can  be  used  to  keep  up  the  higyh- 
way — 132  societies  received  certificates  of  award  for  their  supply 
work.  There  is  one  full-time  worker  for  every  1,000  members. 

Mrs.  Campbell  and  her  staff  of  district  secretaries  of  pro- 
motion covet  the  prayers  for  the  ongoing  of  this  great  work  not 
only  in  the  Louisiana  Conference  but  for  the  entire  world.

EVENING  SESSION 

Mrs.  Laskey  presided  for  the  evening  session  in  the  church 
sanctuary  beginning  at  eight  o’clock. 

After  the  organ  prelude  the  challenging  hymn  “Rise  Up,  O 
Men  Of  God”  was  sung. 

Mrs.  Laskey  as  Conference  President,  presented  the  three 
other  presidents  on  the  platform  as  they  appeared  on  the  program: 
Mrs.  H.  M.  Moak,  District  President,  quoted  the  13th  Chapter  of  1st 
Corinthians  and  followed  with  prayer;  Mrs.  Mike  John,  Jr.,  local 
President,  welcoming  the  delegates  and  visitors  to  Monroe  First 
Church. 

The  offering  was  taken  and  Dr.  Serex,  pastor  host,  called 
on  the  Chancel  Choir  who  sang  “The  Lord’s  Prayer”  as  the  offer- 
ing prayer. 

A change  as  made  in  the  number  that  was  rendered  by  the 
Chancel  Choir  which  sang  "Go  Not  Far  From  Me,  O God”  by 
Zingarelli  which  was  directed  by  Mrs.  George  Temyple. 

A tribute,  honoring  Miss  Ella  Hooper  for  her  long  years  of 
dedicated  service,  was  given  by  Mrs.  C.  I.  Jones  from  the  Con- 
ference. She  told  how  “Miss  Ella”  had  organized  the  First  Metho- 
dist Church  in  Houma,  Louisiana.  In  1917  the  Woman’s  Missionary 
Council  ayppointed  Miss  Hooper  as  the  head  of  the  church  and  school 
composing  the  French  Mission  which  was  named  MacDonell  School 
and  maintained  for  the  French  children  in  that  area.  The  history 
of  the  school  was  reviewed  by  Mrs.  Jones.  Miss  Hooper  had  truly 
helped  make  this  a Christian  community.  She  also  started  the 
Dulac  Indian  Mission  School  in  1932  for  the  Indian  children  who 
were  not  allowed  to  attend  the  public  school.  She  was  assisted 
in  this  work  by  her  sister.  Miss  Wilhemina  Hooper,  and  Miss 
lone  Gandy. 

The  women  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  felt  they  would  like 
to  honor  Miss  Hooper  for  her  life’s  dedication  and  her  contribu- 
tion in  this  splendid  way  by  furnishing  a prayer  room  at  Mac- 
Donell Methodist  Center  with  a plaque  over  the  door  bearing  Miss 
Ella’s  name. 

Miss  Hooper  sent  her  regrets  by  Mrs.  Jones  in  that  she 
could  not  be  present  and  asked  Mrs.  Jones  to  express,  for  her,  ap- 
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predation  to  the  women  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  for  their  in- 
terest and  support  through  the  years. 

Mrs.  Laskey  also  expressed  appreciation  for  such  a devout, 
inspiring,  faithful  worker  as  Miss  Hooper  who  had  lived  and  la- 
bored to  bring  in  the  Kingdom  of  God.  “The  Louisiana  Confer- 
ence wishes  Miss  Ella  all  the  joy  and  pleasure  such  a life  of  ser- 
vice so  richly  deserves,”  said  Mrs.  Laskey. 

It  v/as  indeed  a pleasure  for  Mrs.  Laskey  to  present  her 
friend  who  v/as  guest  speaker  for  the  evening,  Mrs.  C.  A.  Barr, 
President  of  the  South  Central  Jurisdiction  Woman’s  Society, 
whose  theme  for  the  evening’s  address  was  “Vision  for  Tomor- 
row’s Task.” 

Mrs.  Barr  referred  to  an  article  she  had  read  wherein  men 
of  vision  and  faith  and  bold  generosity  must  represent  us  today 
and  must  take  risks  as  valiant  men  war  have  done.  She  asked 
if  we,  of  today,  were  Christians  of  that  kind,  was  our  faith  great 
enough  to  suctam  us  for  our  day?  “I  saw  a new  heaven  and  a 
new  earth” — if  the  world  was  to  stay  rebuilt  it  would  have  to  be 
rebuilt  on  the  inside  and  as  Methodists,  together,  we  should  seek 
to  know  and  bring  about  the  will  of  God.  Mrs.  Barr  thought 
that  now  is  the  day  for  salvation  if  there  was  to  be  any  salvation 
for  young  people  and  v/e  should  be  people  of  faith  and  vision  to 
help  bring  this  world  to  Christ.  A reference  was  made  to  the 
latest  reports  from  Korea  that  brought,  not  only  messages  of  de- 
struction, but  also  a strong  faith  of  persecuted  Christians  and 
though  there  has  been  much  destruction  in  Korea  Christanity  has 
not  been  anhiliated. 

“T  must  work  the  works  of  Him  who  sent  me” — our  mis- 
sionaries have  vision  and  the  Christian  work  has  been  carried  on 
over  ,-.’J  the  world.  Will  Methodist  women  have  the  vision  to  give 
their  r.ands  to  this  kind  of  work? 

Mrs.  Barr  let  that  Christians  were  being  weighed  in  the 
balance  and  it  would  depend  on  how  we  met  these  times  ahead 
and  that  the  world  needed  the  guidance  of  Christian  people,  people 
of  faith  and  bold  generosity.  Mrs.  Barr  closed  this  most  inspiring 
address  stating  that  we  should  pledge  ourselves  to  do  our  part 
to  help  bring  the  torch  of  Jesus  to  every  man,  woman  and  child. 

A hymn  "Lead  On  Oh  King  Eternal”  was  sung  after  which 
Dr.  Serex  pronounced  the  Benediction.

In  the  Educational  Building  on  this  morning,  beginning  at  9:00 
A.M.,  the  ladies  from  the  Stone  Avenue  Metlu."'dist  Church  Society 
served  appropriate  early  morning  refreshments  fron.  ...  beautifully 
appointed  table  to  those  arriving  before  the  day's  program  began. 

As  emphasis  was  to  be  placed  this  on  children’s  and  youth 
work,  the  Worship  Center  near  the  pulpit  was  very  meaningful 
as  well  as  beautiful.  On  an  easel  was  a large  picture  of  Christ 
talking  with  the  children  of  the  different  nationalities  of  the  world, 
one  on  his  lap,  others  all  about  Him  and  one  seated  at  his  feet 
looking  up  to  Him  with  adoration.  By  the  side  was  a tall  cream 
colored  yucca  plant  in  a brass  pot  and  a spotlight  centering  on 
the  picture  and  flower  arrangement  was  most  effective. 

Beautiful  organ  meditations  were  softly  rendered  each  morn- 
ing by  Mrs.  Everett  Zeagler. 

A very  special  treat  was  in  store  for  those  attending  which 
made  the  day  much  brighter  which  was  in  the  form  of  the  Junior

Children’s  Choir  of  First  Methodist  Church  directed  by  Mrs.  George 
Temple. 

Mrs.  J.  C.  Whitaker,  Conference  Secretary  of  Children’s 
Work,  directed  the  opening  worship  which  was  partly  hidden 
voices,  and  those  of  three  local  women  presenting  the  needs  of 
the  children  with  the  solo  parts  as  a response  sung  quite  effective- 
ly by  Mrs.  A.  M.  Serex.  Mrs.  C.  C.  Lucky  represented  the  rural 
children  and  gave  the  call  of  the  needy  rural  children;  Mrs.  John 
Sherrouse,  Jr.  presented  the  call  of  the  neglected  children;  the 
hidden  voice  spoke  for  the  illiterate  children  of  the  trappers,  the 
slums  of  the  city,  Negro  children  in  crowded  shacks,  of  broken 
homes  and  those  who  had  no  food. 

This  was  followed  by  a special  number  sung  by  the  Negro 
youth  of  St.  James  Methodist  Church. 

Reverend  Lea  Joyner  represented  the  Church  School  chil- 
dren and  gave  the  call  for  the  need  of  the  children  for  Church 
School  teachers  and  spoke  of  the  serious  shortage  of  teachers  by 
which  the  children  everywhere  without  teachers  would  not  learn 
to  reverence  the  church  — “And  how  can  they  learn  without  a 
teacher?” 

Mrs.  J.  C.  Whitaker  spoke  on  ' "The  World’s  Children — Our 
Concern.”  She  said  in  part:  “Our  concern  for  children  does  not 
deal  with  children  in  given  geographical  areas.  Wherever  areas  of 
life  are  not  responsive  to  the  will  of  God  there  is  need.  In  the 
children  lie  the  hopes  for  a better  world.  We  are  concerned  that 
our  own  children  be  trained  and  that  we  extend  this  training  to 
as  many  children  around  the  world  as  possible. 

The  Christian  religion  has  always  given  recognition  to  the 
sacredness  of  childhood.  The  child  has  been  considered  important 
as  a child,  in  the  Christian  religion.  In  other  religions  the  child 
has  been  important  because  he  is  the  promise  or  the  portent  of 
what  is  to  come. 

The  child  is  father  of  the  man.  The  creative  work  of  parents 
and  teachers  with  children  reaches  into  the  future. 

Because  of  world  conditions  children  are  in  need  everywhere. 
All  religious  faiths  are  seeking  to  guide  children  in  world-minded- 
ness.  Not  the  least  of  these  is  our  own  great  church  and  the  women 
of  it  who  are  extending  the  arm  of  service  to  needy  children 
here  and  around  the  world. 

The  International  Children’s  Emergency  Fund  of  the  United 
Nations  is  doing  much  to  alleviate  physical  suffering  and  disease  of 
children.  The  Social  Commission  of  the  U.N.  has  recently  drawn 
up  the  Bill  of  Children’s  Rights  to  apply  to  all  children  every- 
where. There  must  be  more  than  food  and  clothing.  We  have 
been  thrilled  with  the  emphasis  of  the  White  House  Conference 
of  1950.  Its  national  committee  defined  its  purposes  as  follows: 
‘The  Mid-Century  White  House  Conference  on  Children  and  Youth 
bases  its  concern  for  children  on  the  primacy  of  spiritual  values, 
democratic  practice,  and  the  dignity  and  worth  of  every  individual. 
Accordingly,  the  purpose  of  the  Conference  was  to  consider  how  to 
develop  in  children  the  mental,  emotional,  and  spiritual  qualities 
essential  to  individual  happiness  and  to  responsibile  citizenship,  and 
what  physical,  economic  and  social  conditions  are  deemed  neces- 
sary to  this  development.” 

What  are  we  doing  about  it  all?  Our  concern  begins  with 
our  own  families,  our  neighborhood,  and  with  the  children  of  our 
own  church.  No  alert  member  of  the  W.S.C.S.  can  be  unaware  of 
the  opportunities  and  needs  of  children.  Our  concern  includes  the 
whole  child,  every  child,  everywhere. 

Missionary  education  of  children  is  part  of  the  ongoing  pro- 
gram. It  is  not  something  set  aside  which  we  do  at  a special 
time  of  the  year.  The  beginnings  of  missionary  education  are  laid 
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in  the  sub-soil  of  routine  family  life  and  in  the  friendliness  of 
the  nursery  and  kindergarten  departments  of  the  church  school. 
Missionary  units  of  study  as  such  are  presented  to  our  primaries 
and  juniors.  Because  the  women  of  the  society  are  specialists  in 
the  area  of  missions  we  are  to  undergird  the  program  and  give  it 
strength.  Help  provide  the  best  teachers  possible  for  children;  pur- 
chase the  literature  to  be  used  in  missionary  studies  for  the  chil- 
dren, if  necessary;  serve  as  resource  persons  for  children  and  their 
teachers;  be  interested  in  everything  that  happens  to  and  for 
children  in  the  local  church. 

The  emphasis  for  children  for  1951-52  are  “Latin  America” 
and  “Home  Missionaries  At  Work.”  There  shoul  be  undertaken 
in  additional  sessions,  if  possible. 

Wherever  possible  children’s  gifts  of  cash  supplies  and  sup- 
ply boxe,s  should  be  directed  to  an  Institution  or  worker  which 
is  supported  by  the  Woman’s  Division.  Children  are  giving  to  mis- 
sions through  world  service  on  a fourth  Sunday  of  every  month. 
Some  are  giving  through  the  Children’s  Service  Fund  (the  offering 
taken  at  additional  sessions  which  is  divided  40%  to  World  Ser- 
vice Treasurer  of  the  Church,  40%  to  Treasurer  of  local  W.S.C.S., 
and  20%  kept  by  the  children’s  group  for  others).  Special  projects 
are  undertaken  by  some  groups. 

The  important  thing  is  what  is  happening  to  attitudes.  Atti- 
tudes are  caught,  not  taught.  We  teach  missionary  units  and 
carry  on  friendly  activities  that  the  children  may  grow  in  under- 
standing, sym.pathies  and  hold  ideals  for  a better  world. 

There  are  210  local  secretaries  of  children’s  v/ork  in  this  Con- 
ference. There  are  287  societies.  Wherever  there  is  a church  there 
are  children.  There  are  children  wherever  there  is  a society.  Chil- 
dren of  the  church  school  have  teachers.  The  children’s  secretary 
should  be  the  best  children’s  teacher  and  one  of  the  most  ardent 
mem'-'ers  of  the  society.  When  we  have  done  the  job,  let’s  report 
it.  181  secretaries  reported  this  past  quarter. 

We  v/ould  dedicate  our  minds  to  study  to  help  the  chil- 
dren become  good  citizens  of  the  world.  We  would  dedicate  our 
time  in  helping  our  children  be  ready  to  take  their  place  in  the 
splendid  task  of  creating  a future  of  peace.  We  face  our  task  hum- 
bly, aware  of  its  greatness,  but  confident  that  He  who  is  our  Peace 
will  grant  us  wisdom  and  courage  to  serve  aright.” 

Mrs.  Laskey  thanked  Mrs.  Whitaker  for  such  a beautiful 
presentation  of  children’s  work  and  felt  all  v/ere  indebted  to  Mrs. 
Whitaker  for  her  efforts  towards  such  a creative  presentation. 

Lovely  corsages  were  provided  for  the  president  and  guest 
speakers  by  the  local  society  and  which  were  made  by  a member 
of  the  Guild,  Mrs.  Sue  Bedwell,  this  being  her  contribution  towards 
the  Conference,  for  which  Mrs.  Laskey  thanked  her  for  herself 
and  all  those  enjoying  the  privilege  of  wearing  them. 

Mrs.  Laskey  introduced  the  local  Chairman  of  General  Ar- 
rangements, Mrs.  E.  P.  Cudd,  who  had  worked  untiringly  forming 
plans  in  order  to  lay  the  proper  foundation  so  that  the  wheels 
would  function  smoothly  for  which  Mrs.  Laskey  thanked  her  for 
a wonderful  work  done. 

Very  distinguished  guests  of  the  Conference  were  introduced 
by  the  president:  Mr.  and  Mrs.  E.  T.  Wayland  of  Little  Rock, 
Arkansas.  Dr.  Wayland,  editor  of  the  church  paper  “The  Lou- 
isiana Methodist”,  who  voiced  his  pleasure  in  visiting  with  the 
Louisiana  Conference  Woman’s  Society  and  stated  that  the  col- 
umns were  open  to  the  women  of  the  W.S.C.S.  to  use  at  any 
time  for  promoting  their  work. 

Mrs.  Goldthwait  presided  over  the  time  given  to  the  de- 
partment of  Christian  Social  Relations.  She  called  attention  to  this 
day,  October  24,  being  the  sixth  anniversary  of  the  United  Nations 
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and  requested  that  those  present  observe  one  minute  of  silent 
prayer  for  the  United  Nations  and  toward  the  problems  that  arise 
that  called  for  justice  for  each  country,  for  the  leaders  of  the 
nations — particularly  the  Secretary  General  of  the  U.N.;  for  a 
change  in  the  Soviet  Union’s  attitudes;  for  our  own  United  States 
and  our  own  delegates  who  were  representing  this  great  country. 
She  urged  that  all  pray  at  intervals  from  their  hearts  during  the 
entire  day  for  the  success  of  the  United  Nations. 

As  Miss  Dorothy  Weber  was  unable  to  attend  the  Confer- 
ence, Mrs.  G.  W.  Pomeroy  was  presented  by  Mrs.  Goldthwait  and 
gave  the  highlights  on  the  Mid-Century  White  House  Conference 
held  in  Washington.  She  spoke  on  “Our  Responsibility  for  Youth 
in  A Changing  World”  and  presented  some  of  the  findings  that 
resulted  from  this  Conference. 

Mrs.  Pomeroy  felt  the  greatest  need  to  equip  our  children 
and  youth  to  meet  the  problems  of  these  turbulent  days  and 
build  up  their  inner  source  of  character  which  was  the  only  means 
that  would ' enable  them  to  meet  these  problems.  She  listed  some 
of  the  evil  forces  which  were  affecting  the  lives  of  our  children 
and  youth,  what  we  could  do  as  members  of  the  Woman’s  So- 
ciety to  change  these  and  also  cooperate  with  the  good  ones  that 
will  direct  their  lives  in  the  right  channels. 

Mrs.  Pomeroy  requested  that  the  changing  cultural  patterns 
be  considered  which  were  greatly  affecting  our  youth  and  that 
we  help  them  find  a resource  within  themselves  which  would  give 
them  protection  against  loneliness  and  at  the  same  time  provide 
a feeling  of  security.  She  recommended  as  the  best  protection  a 
practical  religious  experience  for  them — strong  family  life. 

Mrs.  Pomeroy  spoke  of  the  effects  of  the  results  of  the 
economic  forces  on  youth,  those  affecting  family  income,  personali- 
ties; of  the  children  living  in  large  cities  existing  on  half  enough 
inomec.  The  job  was  not  well  done  until  there  was  for  every 
child  what  everyone  would  like  done  for  his  own  child. 

The  forces  of  threat  of  war  was  recognized  and  what  it  has 
done  for  children.  The  children  of  today  live  in  a war  culture 
which  helps  to  destroy  family  life,  (such  as  conscripting  parents, 
which  leaves  the  children  subject  to  evil  forces  around  them). 

A great  need  was  felt  for  prayer  about  the  youth’s  con- 
ception of  adults  of  today  because  so  many  parents  of  today  live 
a life  aypart  from  that  taught  their  children  particularly  in  the 
field  of  religion. 

You  has  felt  the  church  preaches  brotherly  love  and  does  not 
practice  it. 

Mrs.  Pomeroy  thought  one  solution  to  a better  understand- 
ing of  our  youth  was  study  the  development  of  their  personalities, 
and  on  family  life.  More  wholesome  recreation  should  be  provided 
and  better  educational  training  and  advantages. 

Mrs.  Pomeroy  closed  with  the  words  from  a student  on  one 
of  our  college  campuses  “Yesterday  is  gone,  forget  about  it; 
tomorrow  is  ahead,  don’t  worry  too  much  about  it;  today  is  here.” 

Mrs.  Goldthwait  thanked  Mrs.  Pomeroy  for  preseting  such 
a challenge  to  us,  as  church  people,  to  endeavor  to  provide  for 
youth  the  help  that  would  enable  them  to  grow  in  the  abun- 
dant life  and  feel  the  necessary  security  for  these  days. 

Mrs.  Harold  Riggs  was  introduced  by  Mrs.  Goldthwait.  Mrs. 
Riggs  had  been  selected  to  attend  the  National  Seminar  of  Chris- 
tian Workers  held  at  Scarritt  College  in  Nashville,  Tennessee.  Mrs. 
Riggs  spoke  very  highly  of  the  Scarritt  campus,  recommending 
it  as  the  best  place  for  students  to  learn  the  Christian  way  of 
life  and  this  was  demonstrated  on  the  campus  to  the  students 
from  all  over  the  world  who  were  attending  Scarritt. 
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Mrs.  Riggs’  theme  was  “Christian  Foundation  For  A World 
Order”.  She  was  very  complimentary  of  those  teaching  at  this  Con- 
ference and  the  wonderful  way  in  which  the  various  studies  were 
presented.  She  was  very  grateful  to  the  Louisiana  Conference 
for  the  privilege  of  making  it  possible  for  her  to  attend  the  Semi- 
nar. 

A telegram  was  read  by  Mrs.  Goldthwait  from  Miss  Doro- 
thy Weber  regretting  being  unable  to  attend  the  Conference  be- 
cause of  the  serious  illness  of  her  father  and  it  was  necessary  for 
her  to  remain  at  his  bedside. 

Mrs.  Laskey  felt  all  had  been  inspired  and  uplifted  from 
the  morning’s  presentation. 

A hymn,  “Come  Thou  Almighty  King”  was  sung. 

Miss  Fae  L.  Daves,  resident  of  St.  Mark’s  Community  Cen- 
ter was  introduced  by  Mrs.  Laskey.  Miss  Daves  stated  that  at 
St.  Mark’s  they  were  trying  to  carry  out  a practical  experiment, 
that  of  demonstrating  the  spirit  of  the  United  Nations  and  proving 
that  all  nationalities  can  live  together  peaceably.  She  showed  a 
picture  of  eight  Brownie  Girl  Scouts  representing  eight  nationali- 
ties as  they  were  meeting  in  their  regular  groups. 

Miss  Daves  described  St.  Mark’s  in  New  Orleans  where 
all  races  of  youth  can  come  together  and  grow  and  which  was 
located  in  an  area  where  there  was  the  greatest  vice  conditions 
existing  in  the  city. 

The  Community  Chest  of  that  city  has  always  helped  towards 
the  support  of  St.  Mark’s  but  has  decreased  its  giving  for  the  past 
year.  Miss  Daves  felt  that  St.  Mark’s  now,  more  than  ever,  needs 
the  amount  of  $1,000  and  more,  that  is  sent  annually  from  the 
Louisiana  Conference. 

A very  constructive  program  was  carried  on  at  St.  Mark’s 
— an  enlarged  summer  program  which  was  in  the  form  of  a mis- 
sionary unit  in  teaching  the  youth  how  to  get  along  with  their 
Mexican  neighbors. 

Miss  Daves  was  expecting  some  of  our  future  Christian 
leaders  to  be  products  of  St.  Mark”s. 

Mrs.  Laskey  thought  that  we,  as  members,  experienced  much 
pleasure  in  that  such  an  institution  as  St.  Marks  was  one  of  the 
responsibilities  of  the  Louisiana  Conference.  She  requested  that 
action  be  taken  later  on  recommendations  coming  from  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  concerning  supplies  formerly  sent  to  People’s 
Community  be  directed  for  St.  Mark’s 

Mrs.  Tidwell,  Chairman  of  the  Program  Committee,  rose 
to  the  point  of  personal  privilege  to  honor  Mrs.  Laskey  by  show- 
ing the  appreciation  of  all  the  Conference  women  in  paying  tri- 
bute to  her  fine  leadership  with  the  expression  of  their  gifts 
from  each  society  in  the  furnishing  of  not  one  room,  as  they  had 
started  out  to  do,  but  in  the  furnishing  of  three  rooms  in  Eragg 
Hall  at  Scarritt  College.  A placque  bearing  Mrs.  Laskey’s  name 
will  be  placed  over  the  doors  of  these  rooms.  Mrs.  Tidwell  spoke 
for  all  the  women  in  having  had  the  joyous  privilege  to  serve 
with  Mrs.  Laskey  in  walking  the  Emmaus  Road  with  her. 

Mrs.  Laskey  very  graciously  responded  stating  she  deeply 
apreciated  this  honor  bestowed  upon  her  and  this  act  of  dedica- 
tion, because  it  was  something  that  would  live  on  forever,  serving 
to  bring  both  boys  and  girls  to  the  Master’s  name. 

Courtesies  were  extended  by  Mrs.  D.  C.  Metcalf,  Research 
Chairman  of  the  Conference  and  serving  on  the  courtesy  commit- 
tee with  Mrs.  W.  M.  Ledbetter.  Mrs.  Metcalf  introduced  the  fol- 
lowing Conference  workers:  Mrs.  Evelyn  Thomas,  Sager  Brown; 
Mrs.  Nettie  Thornton,  MacDonell  Methodist  Center;  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
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William  Turner,  Dulac  Indian  Mission.  Others  introduced  were  pas- 
tors and  wives  that  had  not  attended  the  Conference  on  Tues- 
day, and  other  guests  attending  for  the  day. 

The  Quiet  Time  was  observed  and  directed  by  Miss  Sadie 
Maude  Moore  who  continued  in  the  previous  day’s  meditation  of 
our  faith  in  a changing  world  and  expressed  she  felt  the  Chris- 
tian way  in  the  changing  world  was  one  of  hope — one  in  ac- 
cord with  the  Psalmist  fold  who  expressed  it  in  the  words  “Hope 
thou  in  God” — Could  we  not  say  with  him  that  we  too  have  found 
anchorage  by  hoping  in  God,  hope  and  faith  going  hand-in-hand. 

Miss  Moore  recommended  the  habit  of  one  looking  on  the 
bright  side  in  cherishing  a hope  for  the  future,  yet  not  calling 
for  a blindness  that  we  could  not  recognize  the  difficulties  about  us. 

The  Responsive  Reading  “The  Way  of  Hope”  was  read  by  all. 

Miss  Moore  also  recommended  for  Christians  singing 
through  one’s  difficulties,  even  singing  in  difficulties  the  son  “Wher- 
ever I Go  There  Is  Peace  In  My  Heart.”  She  described  an  inci- 
dent that  displayed  the  courage  of  some  of  our  J 3’s  that  were 
serving  in . that  area,  proving  that  the  Christian’s  way  is  a way 
of  hope,  a way  of  cheerfulness.  She  asked  each  one  to  pray 
for  Him  to  put  a song  in  her  heart. 

A period  of  a few  minutes  was  given  to  self-examination 
based  on  Matthew  5,  3-10. 

A prayer  of  intercession  in  unison  followed. 

Adjourned  for  the  Missionary  Education  Luncheon  at  the 
Frances  Hotel. 


Luncheon 

The  Missionary  Education  Luncheon  was  held  in  the  Frances 
Hotel  at  12:30  P.M.  with  Mrs.  Sam  Dunbar  presiding. 

All  decorations  and  the  program  were  directed  towards  a 
Missionary  Education  atmosphere  for  the  theme  of  the  program 
“Christian  Pathways  Around  the  World.”  The  tables  were  dec- 
orated to  carry  out  the  four  Approved  Study  themes  for  the 
year;  “Latin  America”  by  costumed  dolls,  orchids  and  tropical 
plant  and  animal  life;  “Churches  for  Our  Country’s  Needs”  by  min- 
iature churches  of  all  sizes,  the  larger  ones  lighted;  “The  Family, 
— A Christian’s  Concern”  by  family  groups  around  churches  and 
home,  etc.;  “The  Book  of  Acts”  by  using  Bibles,  large  and  small, 
with  a worship  center  with  the  emphasis  on  the  Bible  and  a 
stained-glass  church  window.  The  table  decorations  were  planned 
and  made  by  Mrs.  Warren  Constant,  Alexandria  District  Secre- 
tary of  Missionary  Education.  The  narrator  for  “Christian  Path- 
ways Around  the  World”  was  Mrs.  George  Thomas,  who  intro- 
duced the  women  who  took  the  parts  representing  our  Home  and 
Foreign  workers  from  the  State  of  Louisiana,  dressing  in  the  same 
costume  of  the  lands  where  the  Foreign  workers  serve,  and 
using  script  sent  by  the  missionaries  for  this  program.  Miss  Clara 
Chalmers  was  the  only  one  who  was  on  the  program  in  person. 
The  program  was  climaxed  with  the  presentation  of  a challenge 
from  Miss  Julia  Vissota,  Crusade  Scholar  from  Brazil. 

Afternoon  Session 

The  singing  of  the  hymn  “Hark,  The  Voice  of  Jesus  Call- 
ing” opened  the  afternoon  session  which  was  followed  with  pray- 
er by  Reverend  Lea  Joyner.  “Our  Work  in  Rural  Louisiana”  was 
presided  over  by  Miss  Elizabeth  Thompson,  Rural  Deaconess.  An 
interesting  report  of  the  National  Town  and  Country  Confer- 
ence was  given  by  Mrs.  Mahaffey  who  represented  the  rural  areas 
of  Louisiana. 
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The  Conference  was  held  in  Sioux  City,  Iowa,  July,  1951, 
was  the  second  such  conference  in  the  history  of  the  Methodist 
Church.  The  Commission  on  Town  and  Country  Work  is  under 
the  Department  of  Home  Missions  and  Church  Extension.  The 
aims  of  the  Commission  are  to  bring  Christ  to  all  isolated  areas,  to 
build  Christian  community,  to  improve  life  in  rural  areas,  and  to 
study  ways  and  means  of  fulfilling  these  aims  through  coopera- 
tion with  government  and  community  agencies  and  other  de- 
nominations. 

“Town  and  Country”  covers  a vast  and  fertile  field — mining 
areas,  mill  towns,  fishing  and  trapping  areas,  ranches,  truck  farms, 
as  well  as  industrial  areas  in  towns  with  a population  of  10,000 
or  under. 

The  Conference  was  in  the  nature  of  round  tables  and  study 
groups.  On  the  last  day  women,  under  the  leadership  of  Mrs. 
Brooks,  summarized  the  findings  of  the  study  groups.  Among  the 
speakers  of  national  importance  was  Miss  Katherine  Lenroot  who 
gave  a report  of  the  Mid-Centudy  White  House  Conference. 

The  highlight  of  the  Conference  was  the  visitation  in  which 
every  Methodist  Church  in  Sioux  land  (an  area  covering  parts 
of  four  states,  and  within  a radius  of  eighty  or  ninety  miles  from 
Sioux  City)  was  given  an  opportunity  to  be  visited  by  a team 
of  delegates  from  the  Conference.  The  final  results  of  this  visita- 
tion were  as  follows:  1190  delegates,  200  local  churches,  27,108 
miles  traveled;  attendance  21,481  at  morning  worship,  17,103  at 
church  school,  8,356  at  dinner,  6,002  in  discussion  groups. 

The  Woman’s  Society  had  a large  part  in  the  Conference, 
not  only  in  sending  delegates,  but  also  in  helping  financially,  giving 
$2500  toward  the  Conference. 

May  I again  express  my  thanks  for  the  privilege  of  having 
been  your  representative  at  this  Conference.

Elizabeth  Thompson. 

Sager  Brown 

Sager-Brown  Home  and  Godman  School  of  Baldwin,  La.,  un- 
der the  auspicies  of  the  Woman’s  Division  of  Christian  Service,  is 
meeting  a great  need  in  preparing  boys  and  girls  to  rightfully  take 

their  places  in  society  that  they  may  do  their  part  in  helping 

make  the  world  a better  place  in  which  to  live. 

There  are  40  children  living  in  the  home  from  California,  Ohio, 
Kentucky,  Georgia,  Texas  and  Louisiana.  Most  of  them  are  from 
homes  broken  by  divorce  or  death.  Our  aim  is  to  provide  these 
children  with  the  necessities  of  life  and  to  train  them  mentally, 
physically  and  spiritually.  The  staff  consists  of  a superintendent, 
two  matrons,  four  teachers,  a cook,  a laundress  and  maintenance 
men. 

We  have  discontinued  the  9th  and  10th  grades  and  are  con- 
centrating on  the  first  eight  grades.  We  have  three  girls  attend- 
ing the  high  school  in  Franklin.  They  are  adjusting  very  nicely. 

One  of  the  girls  received  a medal  for  solo  and  one  for  speech 
at  the  State  Music  and  Speech  Contest  held  annually  at  Southern 
University,  Baton  Rouge,  La.  She  was  the  only  one  of  the  group 
to  receive  two  medals.  The  enrollment  at  Godman  School  is  85. 
We  are  fortunate  to  have  conscientious  and  consecrated  teachers. 

Some  of  the  outstanding  activities  of  the  past  year  that 
our  young  people  participated  in  were  Youth  Activities  Week 
sponsored  by  the  local  Church  where  the  young  people  gathered 
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for  a week  of  devotions,  discussions,  and  recreation,  a District 
M.  Y.  F.  Week-end  Institute  at  New  Iberia,  La.,  and  a Conference 
M.  Y.  F.  Institute  at  the  Gulf  side  Assembly  at  Waveland,  Missis- 
sippi. Our  annual  Christmas  Tree  and  May  Day  drew  an  over- 
flowing crowd  from  Baldwin  and  nearby  communities  as  usual. 

We  have  been  recipients  of  so  many  good  things  during  the 
past  year  that  we  hardly  know  where  to  begin.  We  have  a 1951 
Chevrolet  Station  Wagon,  a garage,  a.  play  shed,  and  the  major 
and  most  needed — a new  Dormitory  for  boys.  It  is  a one  story 
brick  structure  and  modern  in  every  respect  with  all  the  trim- 
mings. It  will  house  20  boys,  a matron, , and  teacher.  There  is  also 
an  infirmary  that  will  accommodate  three  sick  children  at  one 
time,  a guest  room  and  a spacious  recreation  room  for  the  boys. 
We  plan  to  have  Dedication  and  Open  House  in  the  near  future 
and  we  extend  to  all  of  you  a most  cordial  invitation.  These 
things  were  made  possible  through  the  Crusade  for  Christ  Fund 
and  the  sale  of  Peck  Hall. 

Our  greatest  supply  needs  are  blankets,  quilts,  sheets,  towels, 
washcloth,  pillow  cases,  clothing  for  boys  and  girls  6-17  years,  a 
project  or  medical  and  sewing  supplies. 

“Verily,  I say  unto  you,  Inasmuch  as  ye  did  it  not  to  one 
of  the  least  of  these,  ye  did  it  not  to  me.”

MACBONELL  METHODIST  CENTER 

We  bring  you  greetings  from  MacDoneil  Methodist  Center. 
It  is  our  privilege  to  represent  you  in  this  challenging  work, 
and  we  would  like  to  tell  you  something  about  the  Center  during 
the  past  year,  as  well  as  some  of  our  hopes  for  the  future. 

Our  program  is  threefold:  We  have  a Christian  boarding 
home  for  children  who  attend  public  schools  in  Houma  (children 
from  broken  homes  or  very  poor  homes,  or  whose  parents  move 
often,  trapping,  fishing,  etc.,  and  who  want  them  to  live  where 
they  may  attend  school  regularly).  We  have  a day  school  for  Indian 
children.  And  we  have  an  extensive  rural ' work  program. 

BOARDING  HOME  — There  are  forty-five  children  on  our 
campus  this  year.  Their  ages  range  from  seven  to  seventeen.  At 
MacDoneil  we  try  to  give  them  the  love  and  care  which  they 
need,  as  well  as  to  help  them  live  happily  with  one  another.  Here 
they  are  learning  the  courtesies  of  daily  living,  the  disciplining 
help  of  regular  chores  (in  the  laundry,  kitchen,  dining  room, 
dormitories,  on  the  campus  and  one  the  farm),  and  the  joy  of 
participating  together  in  recreation  and  worship.  In  every  way 
possible  each  child  is  given  the  particular  help  and  guidance  he 
needs,  and  we  have  a trained  staff  member  who  works  with  chil- 
dren with  special  problems. 

INDIAN  DAY  SCHOOL— -Thirty -five  children  are  enrolled  this 
year,  and  there  are  two  teachers.  Along  with  regular  work,  they 
have  a daily  devotional  program. 

RURAL  WORK  PROGRAM— Miss  Elizabeth  Thompson  will 
give  you  a detailed  account  of  the  rural  work.  However,  I would 
like  to  tell  you  how  deeply  we  appreciaate  your  help  with  the 
families  in  the  rural  area.  Once  a month  we  have  “Sale  Day”  at 
the  Center,  when  clothing  from  supply  boxes  which  does  not  fit 
our  children  is  sold  at  nominal  prices — five  cents  to  a dollar — to 
those  who  need  it.  Also,  the  many  Christmas  boxes  which  you 
sent  in  last  year  gave  us  the  opportunity  of  making  Christmas 
happier  . for  these  families,  as  well  as  the  Indian  children  and 
our  MacDoneil  boys  and  girls. 

Our  program  expands  to  take  in  numerous  other  activities. 
We  have  had  quite  a few  conferences  and  meetings  on  the  cam- 
pus during  the  past  year.  Last  summer  there  was  the  Civil  Air 
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Cadet  camp;  last  November,  a meeting  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  South  Central  Jurisdiction  W.S.C.S.  and  a meeting  of  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  Wesleyan  Ser- 
vice Guild;  this  summer  and  last,  a three-day  Children’s  Work- 
Meeting  and  picnic  and  the  Junior  Camp  Workers  Conference  this 
summer.  In  addition,  several  Woman’s  Societies  within  the  Con- 
ference have  come  for  one  day  visits. 

We  are  gradually  trying  to  have  necessary  repairs,  improve- 
ments and  equipment  replacements  taken  care  of.  Keener  Hall  and 
Downs  Hall  wre  re-decorated  in  1950,  and  a heating  system  in- 
stalled in  the  boys’  dormitory.  McCoy  Building  and  Hope  Cottage 
are  nowb  eing  repaired.  New  hot  water  heaters  were  recently  in- 
stalled in  Keener  Hall  and  in  the  boys’  dormitory. 

However,  our  aims  and  needs  always  exceed  our  accomplish- 
ments. We  are  now  striving  toward  a new  dishwasher  for  the 
kitchen,  a mimeographing  machine  for  the  office,  and  adequate 
laundry  equipment.  During  the  winter  and  during  rainy  spells 
our  clothing  and  linen  sometimes  does  not  dry  for  days;  we  des- 
perately need  a dryer.  There  are  also  two  buildings  where  we 
would  like  to  install  small  stove  and  ice  box  units.  That  is  equip- 
ment. Daily  we  realize  our  need  for  a nurse  on  the  campus  and 
the  need  to  give  our  children  adequate  dental  and  visual  care. 

These  are  but  a part  of  our  over-all  purpose — to  make  the 
Christian  way  of  life  meaningful  and  desirable  to  our  people,  the 
boys  and  girls  at  MacDonell,  the  children  in  the  Indian  School, 
and  the  many  families  in  the  surrounding  rural  area.  It  is  a 
work  which  we  at  MacDonell  are  sharing  with  you,  and  we  are 
happy  to  be  a part  of  it.  We  believe  that  with  your  prayers  and 
ours  and  with  the  constant  efforts  of  all  of  us,  MacDonell  Metho- 
dist Center  will  continue  to  bring  a more  abundant  way  of  life 
to  those  we  serve. 

DULAC  INDIAN  MISSION  SCHOOL 

Hello!  Although  we  have  never  met,  we  feel  as  though  we 
already  know  many  of  you  through  your  letters  and  supply  boxes. 
We  are  the  Turners,  the  new  workers  at  Dulac.  We  should  like 
to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  our  appreciation  for  the  inter- 
est you  have  shown  in  us  and  the  Mission  since  our  arrival  in 
the  Conference  this  past  August  15. 

As  you  know,  in  every  growing  situation  where  you  are 
working  with  people  there  are  two  things  presnt;  goals  and 
needs.  The  major  goals  of  the  Mission  have  through  the  years 
been  growing  with  the  community.  Our  primary  goal  is,  of  course, 
to  provide  an  education  for  the  Indian  children,  not  only  in  the 
three  R’s,  but  also  in  the  less  formal  areas  of  democratic  com- 
munity living,  health  needs,  playing  together,  sharing,  cleanliness 
of  person  and  environment,  honesty  and  respect  for  truth,  musical 
expression  (an  innate  quality  with  all  these  people),  and  reverence 
(e.  g.,  we  have  a brief  devotional  each  morning). 

Another  major  objective  is  elevating  the  socio-economic  level 
of  the  community  through  personal  contact  with  the  adults  and 
children  in  the  school,  in  the  home,  and  in  the  church. 

One  more  very  important  goal  is  the  establishing  of  the 
school,  after  school  hours,  as  a community  center  where  both 
children  and  adults  may  come  for  both  formal  and  informal  rec- 
reation. At  present  there  is  no  other  place  of  recreation  in  the 
community  except  the  dance  halls  and  saloons.  Many  of  the  chil- 
dren spend  much  of  their  time  at  the  school,  but  many  more 
of  them  just  run  the  road.  A great  many  of  the  children  begin 
smoke  and  drink  at  a very  early  age  because  of  the  lack  of 
adequate  recreational  facilities  outside  of  the  saloons. 
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In  order  to  do  efficient  work  in  any  field  of  endeavor  you 
must  have  adequate  equipment.  Although  the  Mission  School  is 
fairly  well  equipped,  there  is  still  much  that  is  needed.  Among 
these  needs  are  a piano,  playground  equipment,  folding  chairs, 
chairs  for  the  first  grade,  a movie  screen  (we  have  an  excellent 
16  mm  projector),  card  tables,  money  for  two  large  circulating 
heaters,  and  two  teachers  desks.  Some  other  needs  are  books 
for  a library  (specially  for  grades  2,  3 and  4,  Little  Golden 
Books,  large  pictures  (as  from  magazines  and  kindergarten  and 
primary  church  school  units),  school  supplies  (especially  writing 
paper  and  construction  paper),  phonograph  records  of  various 
kinds,  and  Christmas  supplies  (toys,  etc.).  We  have  a very  special 
need  for  children’s  clothing — from  infant’s  on  up.  In  addition  to 
all  these  needs  we  feel  the  need  of  a washing  machine  for  the 
apartment  and  money  for  paint  for  the  entire  interior  of  both 
school  and  apartment  (neither  has  yet  been  painted). 

Since  we  have  been  here  we  have  tried  to  meet  some  of 
the  more  immediate  needs.  Among  these  was  the  construction  of 
a new  wall,  giving  us  a MUCH  needed  third  room,  for  the  primary 
group.  Also  we  have  had  made  four  tables  and  a teacher’s  desk 
for  the  primary  room;  in  the  same  room  we  have  had  to  install 
new  blackboards  and  bulletin  boards.  We  have  distributed  the 
clothing  sent  to  us  by  the  various  women’s  groups,  and  we  find 
there  is  need  for  much  more. 

While  we  have  listed  above  some  of  our  major  objectives 
and  our  primary  needs,  we  must  not  forget  that  the  most  im- 
portant reason  for  our  being  here  is  to  help  these  people  find  a 
closer  relationship  with  God  and  to  discover  the  full  meaning 
and  potentialities  of  life. 

Louisiana  Rural  Work 

The  change  of  headquarters  of  the  Louisiana  Rural  Work 
from  the  Board  of  Education  Office,  Shreveport,  to  MacDonell 
Methodist  Center,  Houma,  is  the  most  impotrant  development 
since  my  last  report.  The  transfer  does  not  affect  my  activities 
nor  my  relationships.  I am  still  a member  of  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation staff,  and  I have  been  appointed  Conference  Director  of 
Adult  Work.  My  services  continue  to  be  available  to  small  churches 
over  the  State,  and  at  the  same  time  I am  Director  of  MacDonell 
Rural  Work. 

The  move  was  made  because  MacDonell  is  the  logical  center 
of  rural  activities.  Indeed,  Miss  Hooper  described  it  as  “the  hub 
of  the  wheel”  and  the  work  in  outlying  communities  as  “spokes 
radiating  in  every  direction.”  Because  of  its  effective  ministry  in 
the  past  and  its  available  resources — both  human  and  materia  I- 
it  is  possible  for  one  person  to  direct  and  help  with  an  intensive 
program  here  and  at  the  same  time  serve  a much  larger  area. 

Just  as  Marzette  Stephens  Foster  has  served  in  a specific 
community  in  the  Alexandria,  so  Neoma  Windham  has  been  ap- 
pointed io  the  bayou  country. 

J nrgex  Parish— Miss  Windham’s  activities  are  within  The 
frameworkc  of  the  Terrebonne-LaFourche  Large  Parish.  Recently 
a council  of  the  church  leaders  of  the  Parish  was  formed.  Ihe 
monthly  meetings  give  an  opportunity  to  plan  programs,  share 
resources  and  enjoy  the  fellowship. 

The  Houma  Heights  minister,  the  Revernd  Ross  4.  Pickett, 
has  this  to  say  about  the  Parish: 

“The  MacDonell  Methodist  Center  has  been  very  cooperative 
in  all  of  the  things  that  have  been  carried  out  by  the  Larger  Parish. 
During  the  first  year  the  superintendent,  Mrs.  Nettie  Thornton, 
provided  an  automobile  for  the  associate  Pastor’s  transportation 
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to  and  from  his  preaching  schedule.  The  workers  from  the  Center- 
have  given  generously  of  their  time  and  efforts  in  making  the 
Larger  Parish  possible.  These  workers  have  served  in  many  ca- 
pacities in  the  church  schools  throughout  the  charges. 

“The  Louisiana  Conference  Rural  Worker,  Miss  Elizabeth 
Thompson,  who  has  an  office  on  the  MacDonell  campus  has  given 
us  much  needed  information  and  assistance  in  the  entire  program 
of  the  church.  Several  of  our  church  schools  have  been  and  are 
in  the  process  of  being  organized  through  her  leadership.  She  is 
interested  in  the  Christian  Educatiori  of  the  churches  in  the  Larger 
Parish  and  is  a dynamic  speaker  and  leader  in  all  phases  of  the 
church. 

“Miss  Neoma  Windham,  the  charge  Rural  Worker,  is  engaged 
in  re-organizing  church  schools  and  is  at  present  working  in  the 
Golden  Meadow-Lockport  area,  although  she  lives  at  MacDonell 
and  takes  an  active  part  in  the  entire  Larger  Parish.” 

Agricultural  Work-— Our  rural  work  at  the  Center  has  been 
strengthened  by  the  addition  of  an  agricultural  expert.  Plans  are 
under  way  to  render  a needed  service  to  the  farmers  of  the  area 
and  to  the  state  through  his  efforts.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Randall  and 
their  lovely  children  come  from  Kansas  and  are  making  a splen- 
did contribution  to  the  life  of  the  Center  and  its  rural  program. 

Women’s  Division  Projects — My  five  years  in  the  Confer- 
ence have  given  me  an  opportunity  to  know  the  program  of  the 
other  projects.  The  present  set-up  makes  it  possible  for  the  Con- 
ference work  to  help  coordinate  the  other  projects  of  the  Division, 
especially  those  in  Town  and  Country.  We  are  all  experiencing 
the  fine  fellowship  that  comes  from  joint  planning.  This  coopera- 
tion helps  eliminate  duplication,  makes  sharing  of  equipment  and 
supplies  possible. 

Recruitment — Recruiting  new  workers  is  a continuous  job 
— and  joy!  MacDonell  is  the  ideal  place  to  interpret  missions  at 
work.  At  least  one  Work  Camp  is  planned  for  selected  Louisiana 
students  next  summer.  This  will  be  a jointl  sponsored  effort  of 
the  Student  and  Youth  Work  with  the  Missionary  Personnel  and 
Christian  Vocations  Committees.  MacDonell  and  its  rural  work 
program  will  give  interested  young  people  an  opportunity  that 
comes  from  serving. 

A “Home  Ec”  major  at  Texas  Tech  said  last  fall  that  she 
was  sure  there  was  no  opportunity  for  her  to  serve.  Then,  some- 
one told  her  of  the  US-2  plan,  and  now  MacDonell  has  a lovely 
young  Christian  as  dietitian! 

Another  source  of  recruits  is  the  gainfully  employed  woman, 
usually  a Guild  member.  It  is  a matter  of  pride  that  Velma  Lee 
Hair,  former  Gueydan  Guild  president,  is  now  at  MacDonell,  and 
so  is  Katherine  Davis  of  Gilliam,  who  gave  some  volunteer  ser- 
vice this  summer.  Hhey  and  other  former  Guilders  are  very  val- 
uable staff  members.  One  of  them  has  said  this: 

“I  think  that  whatever  the  job,  the  people  one  works  with 
are  a vital  factor.  And  co-workers  in  Woman’s  Division  projects 
are  such  an  incentive,  I have  discovered.  It  must  be  because  they 
have  the  courage  to  try  a new  way  of  life  and  are  more  than 
willing  to  ‘do  their  share’  and  are  not  too  careful — in  fact,  have 
an  adventurous  and  enthusiastic  attitude  that  makes  working  with 
them  a joy.” 

That  is  the  spirit  of  MacDonell,  and  MacDonell  wants  to 
give  others  that  same  spirit. 

Older  Adult  Camp—It  was  my  privilege  in  June  to  serve 
as  director  of  our  first  camp  for  older  adults  at  Caney  Lake. 
The  average  age  of  the  camper  was  seventy-three  and  a half 
years!  Through  discussion  led  by  Mrs.  William  Alexander  of  Nash- 
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ville,  Dean  R.  E.  Smith,  and  Dr.  Mary  Mims,  the  group  realized 
anew  what  the  church  could  do  for  them  and,  more  important, 
what  they  could  do  for  the  church,  the  community,  and  the  world. 

Family  Life  Conference-Available  funds  were  used  to  send 
a couple  to  the  Family  Life  Conference  in  Chicago  to  represent 
the  Larger  Parish.  Mrs.  Nettie  Thornton,  superintendent  of  Mac- 
Donell,  represented  the  Woman’s  Division  for  the  Town  and  Coun- 
try Bureau.  The  church  program  for  the  family  will  be  strengthen- 
ed in  this  area  because  of  this  representation.  Whenever  possible, 
local  leaders  have  attended  meetings  in  order  to  do  a more  effective 
job — the  Church  School  Superintendent’s  Conference,  District  Mis- 
sions Seminar,  and  the  Children’s  Workers  Conference. 

Sioux  City — A highlight  of  the  summer  was  the  Second  Na- 
tional Methodist  Town  and  Country  Conference.  A Rural  Workers’ 
Meeting  was  held  in  connection  with  the  Conference.  This  experi- 
ence was  a source  of  fresh  inspiration  and  helpful  information. 

Guild  Representative — The  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  now  has 
nine  projects  of  the  Woman’s  Division  as  their  special  interest.  I, 
as  deaconess  doing  rural  work,  have  been  selected.  This  privilege 
gives  me  contacts  with  Guilds  over  the  United  States,  but  it  in  no 
way  changes  my  work.  It  is  an  excellent  opportunity  to  interpret 
to  an  important  part  of  the  Woman’s  Division  the  real  joy  that 
comes  from  serving  The  Advancing  Christ  in  lovely  Louisiana.

Evening  Session 

The  evening  session  opened  at  8:00  with  an  organ  prelude 
with  Mrs.  Laskey  presiding.  The  hymn,  “The  Church’s  One  Foun- 
dation” was  sung,  followed  with  a scripture  and  prayer  by  the 
pastor-host,  Dr.  A.  M.  Serex. 

The  offering  was  taken  with  Mrs.  C.  I.  Jones  leading  in 
prayer. 

Two  beautiful  numbers  were  rendered  by  a few  student 
members  of  the  Northeastern  Louisiana  State  College  choir:  “Now 
Let  The  Full  Toned  Chorus”  by  Bedell  and  “O  For  A Thousand 
Tongues”  by  Mueller  which  were  directed  by  Miss  Gertrude  Sand- 
rock. 

The  evening’s  address  was  given  by  Dr.  J.  J.  Mickle,  Presi- 
dent of  Centenary  College,  his  topic  being  “Ecumenical  Method- 
ism”. 

Dr.  Mickle  and  his  wife  were  among  the  distinguished  peo- 
ple selected  by  the  Methodist  Church  to  attend  the  Ecumenical 
Conference  held  in  Oxford,  England,  August  28-September  7. 

Dr.  Mickle  spoke  of  his  feeling  very  honored  to  have  been 
invited  oy  the  W.S.C.S.  Conference  to  address  its  members  and 
guests  on  this  occasion. 

He  explained  why  Oxford,  England  was  chosen  for  the  great 
Ecumenical  Conference  which  was  because  of  the  historic  setting 
of  Methodism.  He  mentioned  outstanding  speakers  from  which  he 
quoted  Bishop  Moore  who  said  that  learning  and  piety  should  go 
hand-in-hand  with  evangelism.  There  must  be  the  ability  of  the 
church  to  go  hand-in-hand  with  education  in  order  to  make  a tri- 
umphant march  for  these  times. 

Dr.  Mickle  mentioned  the  fact  that  the  books  that  are 
the  best  sellers  in  America  are  those  on  how  to  be  happy  and 
told  of  Dr.  Sockman’s  making  a greater  plea  for  greater  laymen 
in  the  church  saying  that  a few  devoted  laymen  could  change 
the  atmosphere  very  quickly. 

Dr.  Mickle  plead  for  simpler  sermons  by  all  pastors. 

He  also  stated  that  religious  instruction  is  given  in  the 
public  schools  of  England. 

We  were  told  by  Dr.  Mickle  that  hereafter  instead  of  this 
being  called  the  “Ecumenical  Conference”  it  would  be  called 
“World  Methodist  Council”  with  one  president  instead  of  two  ruling 
the  Council  which  will  meet  every  five  years. 

Dr.  Mickel  was  deeply  impressed  with  the  courtesy  shown 
him  while  in  England.  He  was  surprised  though  to  find  com- 
munistic writings  and  propaganda  in  full  evidence  there. 

He  closed  his  address  in  saying  how  humble  one  should 
be  for  the  terrific  responsibility  which  was  his  towards  the  rest 
of  the  world. 

Communion  followed  with  Reverend  Giles  pronouncing  the 
Benediction.

Thursday  Morning  October  25 

Beginning  at  8:30  o’clock  in  the  Educational  Building  of 
the  church  members  of  the  Gordon  Avenue  Society  graciously 
served  as  hostesses  for  early  morning  coffee  and  tasty  refresh- 
ments suitable  for  the  early  hour. 

Mrs.  A.  H.  Wilcox,  Conference  Spiritual  Life  Secretary,  open- 
ed the  morning  worship  with  the  hymn  “Sweet  Hour  of  Prayer” 
followed  with  a scripture  reading.  She  called  attention  to  the 
theme  of  the  Conference  and  asked  that  we  return  home  to 
serve  in  a better  way  as  Christians  in  this  changing  world,  the 
only  unchanging  thing  in  this  world  was  God’s  eternal  love,  which 
should  make  us  more  conscious  as  we  returned  to  our  homes, 
of  the  need  of  re-dedicated  lives  with  simplicity  as  the  keynote. 

Mrs.  Wilcox  recommended  the  46th  Psalm  as  a pattern  by 
which  one  should  live.  The  following  recommendations  from  the 
Committee  on  Christian  Social  Relations  were  read  by  the  Chair- 
man, Mrs.  C.  F.  Goldthwait  and  approved. 

At  the  Christian  Social  Relations  Clinic  it  was  unanimous- 
ly voted  to  recommend  to  the  Conference  that  each  member  of 
the  W.S.C.S.  contribute  25c  toward  the  support  of  Dr.  Vernon 
White  for  a second  year,  beginning  September,  1952. 

The  members  of  the  Clinic  also  voted  to  ask  that  inforrha- 
tion  concerning  State  Child  Labor  Laws  be  given  throughout  the 
schools  of  the  state,  since  these  laws  are  usually  broken  through 
ignorance  on  the  part  of  the  child  and  parents. 

Mrs.  Jackson  asked  that  a recommendation  be  included  in 
this  report  opposing  the  appointment  of  an  Ambassador  to  the 
Vatican  in  Rome  by  the  President  whereby  such  is  in  violation 
to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  that  of  keeping  church 
and  state  separate.  It  was  approved. 

A report  of  the  Journal  Committee  was  given  by  the  Acting 
Chairman,  Mrs.  A.  K.  Netterville,  who  reported  the  minutes  stood 
corrected  and  approved  as  read  to  the  Committee  by  the  Sec- 
retary. 

The  following  Resolutions  were  presented  by  Mrs.  C.  B. 
McEachern  from  the  Committee  on  Resolutions: 

WHERAS,  We,  the  R,esolutions  Committee,  in  trying  to  find 
words  with  which  to  express  appreciation  for  this  wonderful  con- 
ference, did  hear  over  and  over  a certain  descriptive  phrase  (we 
believe  coined  by  our  president!): 

THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED:  That  the  1951  Conference 
be  placed  on  record  in  the  minutes  as  the  “Extra  Blessings”  Con- 
ference. 

That  first  of  all  we  express  gratitude  to  our  Heavenly  Father 
for  spiritual,  mental,  fellowship  and  material  “extra  blessings” — 
far  beyond  the  line  of  duty  . . .

Mrs.  Laskey  called  for  an  invitation  for  the  Annual  Meeting 
in  March. 

Mrs.  George  Thomas  graciously  extended  an  invitation  from 
the  First  Methodist  Church  of  Lafayette,  Louisiana  which  was 
gratefully  accepted  by  the  Conference. 

Reports  of  Progress  using  the  theme  “Our  Gifts  Enlighten 
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the  Way”  were  given  by  Mrs.  F.  E.  Kennon  and  Mrs.  Lee  Tid- 
well who  enumerated  the  unselfish  giving  of  the  Louisiana  women 
in  their  local  societies  over  the  state  to  all  needs  and  calls  of  the 
institutions  and  the  supply  giving.

Thanks  to  Con- 
ference friends  for  wonderful  support.  Love  and  prayers  with 
you”;  From  Miss  Ann  Adam,  Student  Director  at  Northwestern 
College  in  Natchitoches — “Am  sorry  cannot  be  there  Thursday 
as  had  planned.  Please  tell  ladies  we  appreciate  their  support.  We 
are  off  to  good  start — 223  Methodists  enrolled — will  be  heard  from 
during  the  year.” 

Mrs.  W.  M.  Ledbetter  gave  a short  report  of  Business  Girls’ 
Inn.  She  stated  there  is  housing  capacity  for  54  girls  at  Business 
Girls’  Inn. 

Mrs.  Freeman  was  spoken  of  as  being  a very  thrifty  hostess 
making  it  possible  from  her  conservative  planning  to  make  a 
contribution  regularly  each  month  to  a maintenance  fund  which 
justifies  its  upkeep.  From  time  to  time  Mrs.  Freeman  adds  new 
equipment.  She  now  has  an  able  assistant,  Mrs.  Ella  Long,  former- 
ly of  the  Monroe  Society. 

Mrs.  Ledbetter  stated  that  Business  Girls’  Inn  is  a “beautiful 
Christian  home  for  girls  away  from  home.”  She  invited  anyone 
to  visit  the  Inn  whenever  possible.  Mrs.  Laskey  also  urged  the 
women,  when  in  Shreveport,  to  look  in  on  the  home. 

Mrs.  Laskey  regretted  that  the  Youth  Secretary,  Mrs.  Wea- 
ver, was  still  ill  and  could  not  be  present.  Mrs.  Don  Alverson 
told  of  the  critical  illness  of  one  of  our  belover  members,  Mrs. 
Jack  Midyett.  It  was  voted  to  send  a telegram  of  love  and  best 
wishes  for  her  recovery. 

Student  work  was  presented  with  Mrs.  W.  E.  Trice  pre- 
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siding.  Mrs.  Trice  thought  one  of  the  most  important  things  was 
to  throw  around  childhood  and  youth  the  proper  atmosphere 
that  would  bring  out  the  best  in  them;  we  should  be  more  con- 
cerned about  the  environment  of  our  young  people  and  pro- 
vide them  with  the  things  necessary  to  equip  them  for  life.  Mrs. 
Trice  felt  a precious  responsibility  had  been  given  to  student 
secretaries  for  it  is  these  young  people  who  go  to  the  far  ends 
of  the  earth.  There  was  the  need  to  be  concerned  on  a thousand 
fronts  for  the  kingdom  of  God,  not  just  one  kind  of  work  in 
order  that  they  may  represent  all  fields.  Twelve  young  people 
were  being  supplied  by  the  Louisiana  Conference  for  part  or 
full  time  service. 

Mrs.  Trice  presented  the  Student  Director,  Miss  Pearlye  Maye 
Kelly,  of  Louisiana  Tech.  Miss  Kelly  felt  very  keenly  the  demands 
placed  on  students  by  parents  that  the  students  maintain  an  A 
average  under  any  situation,  also  the  emphasis  they  place  on 
the  students  social  activities  rather  than  placing  it  on  the  religious 
sphere.  She  felt  they,  at  Tech,  had  only  been  able,  for  that  reason, 
to  reach  about  one-third  of  the  students. 

Miss  Kelly  recommended  for  all  student  secretaries  near 
college  campuses  a better  planned  program  and  an  exposure  to 
avenues  of  usefulness  and  service.  She  was  very  proud  that  three 
young  men  from  Louisiana  Tech  will  enter  the  ministry,  and 
one  young  woman  to  go  into  full  time  service. 

Miss  Kelly  plead  that  parents  build  integrity  in  the  hearts 
and  minds  of  their  boys  and  girls  for  they  learn  to  pray  from 
their  mothers  and  learn  discipline  from  their  fathers.  With  our 
prayers  they  can  go  forth  fortified  to  meet  the  world. 

Because  our  gifts  through  the  W.S.C.S.  Crusade  scholars 
of  other  lands  were  able  to  attend  the  Conferences  and  Mrs. 
Trice  felt  it  a special  privilege  to  have  one  of  these  scholars 
from  Brazil,  Miss  Julia  Vissota,  who  gave  a report  of  her  work. 
Miss  Vissota  expressed  her  affection  for  the  women  of  the  Lou- 
isiana Conference  because  they,  like  she,  were  Christians.  She 
had  attended  an  International  Luncheon  in  Washington,  D.  C.  and 
had  conversed  with  many  of  our  representatives  and  those  of 
other  countries  but  was  disappointed  because  only  twice  the  word 
Christian  or  Christ  was  mentioned.  Miss  Vissota  more  or  less  re- 
sented the  term  used  so  often  in  this  day  that  “in  the  United 
Nations  is  the  only  solution  to  peace,”  forgetting  that  He,  the 
Christ,  is  the  way  the  truth  and  the  light! 

She  mentioned  the  fact  that  in  South  America  there  were 
no  Wesley  Foundations  on  college  campuses  of  50,000,000  students. 
Miss  Vissota  plead  that  some  of  our  Christian  young  women 
and  men  come  to  live  in  South  America  to  help  bring  Christ 
to  more  of  their  youth. 

She  closed  with  a thought  from  “The  Prophet”  on  steward- 
ship and  said  “for  us  Christian  giving  is  a joy — stop  today  and 
think  that  God  will  be  hearing  hearing  us  in  countries  all  over 
the  world  because  of  the  gifts  of  Methodist  women  and  because 
of  you  God  is  smiling  upon  the  earth.” 

Mrs.  Laskey  thanked  Miss  Vissota  for  such  an  inspiring 
and  uplifting  message  and  presented  her  with  a monetary  gift 
from  the  Conference  Executive  Committee  of  the  W.S.C.S. 

A very  appropriate  solo  by  Mrs.  A.  M.  Serex  “I  Walked 
Today  Where  Jesus  Walked”  added  to  the  sacred  atmosphere 
prevailing  in  the  sanctuary. 

Adding  further  to  this  was  the  closing  worship  graciously 
conducted  by  Miss  Moore  whose  thoughts  centered  on  the  scrip- 
ture” Now  abideth  faith,  hope,  love,  but  the  greatest  of  these 
is  love.”  One  shows  her  love  for  Christ  only  as  she  shares  that

love,  which  is  a demonstration  of  His  love,  and  let  the  cup  fill 
up  and  overflow  for  the  Master.  “More  Love  To  Thee  O Christ” 
was  softly  sung. 

“Love  is  always  such  an  unselfish  thing — a self-centered 
person,  all  wrapped  up  in  himself,  makes  a small  package  and 
what  a miserable  bundle  it  makes!”  said  Miss  Moore.  She 
thought  Christians  need  a world  vision,  we  were  to  open  doors 
and  open  windows  and  not  live  as  in  closed  room  of  mirrors. 
Those  in  America  have  enjoyed  so  many  blessings  that  these 
blessings  should  not  be  withheld  from  others.  The  happy  Chris- 
tian is  the  one  who  possesses  the  love  that  reaches  out,  that  goes 
the  second  mile. 

“O  Master,  Let  Me  Walk  With  Thee”  was  the  closing  hymn 
followed  with  a prayer  in  unison  and  the  commitment  of  one’s 
self  to  walk  the  Christian  way  of  faith,  hope  and  love. 

On  this  high  note,  Mrs.  Laskey  closed  the  eleventh  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  W.S.C.S.  with  the  hope  that 
each  woman  had  received  many  blessings  and  would  return  home 
taking  God’s  presence  with  her.

LOUISIANA  CONFERENCE  EXECUTIVE 
COMMITTEE  MEETING  MINUTES 
Preceding  the  Annual  Meeting  in  Lafayette,  La. 

March  11,  18,  19,  1952 

Members  of  the  Executive  Committee  were  made  welcome 
by  the  ladies  of  the  Lafayette  Church  as  they  registered  at  the 
Church  on  Monday  morning.  They  went  immediately  to  the  par- 
sonage where  they  were  served  a lovely  luncheon  by  the  hostess 
society.  Decorations  for  St.  Patrick’s  Day  were  used  throughout 
the  house. 

At  1:30  P.  M.  the  first  session  of  the  Executive  Meeting 
of  the  Louisiana  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  was  called 
to  order  by  the  President,  Mrs.  Glenn  Laskey.  She  spoke  of  the 
hospitality  of  the  Lafayette  society  and  thanked  them  for  the 
lovely  luncheon.  She  had  been  looking  forward  to  coming  to 
Lafayette  and  was  so  glad  so  many  of  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee were  able  to  be  present.  Only  a short  time  since  our  last 
meeting,  but  in  order  to  make  the  change  back  to  a spring 
conference,  it  was  necessary.  The  president  especially  commend- 
ed the  Research  Committee  and  program  Committee  for  their 
work  during  this  short  period  of  time. 

Mrs.  Stewart  Deas  was  asked  to  serve  as  secretary  of  the 
Conference  until  Mrs.  E.  N.  Jackson  could  get  here  on  Tuesday. 

The  devotional  was  given  by  Mrs.  J.  C.  Whitaker,  Secretary 
of  Children’s  Work.  Her  thoughts  were  centered  around  the  book 
“The  Cross  Is  Urgent”  by  Rev.  Thompson.  The  Cross  is  urgent 
in  these  bewildering  times  and  especially  in  this  frightened  world 
the  Cross  is  needed.  She  spoke  of  the  time  after  the  war  when 
we  thought  we  had  a brave  new  world,  but  this  world  had  not 
materialized.  We  are  concerned  about  this  new  world.  Trying  for 
safety  in  all  of  life,  spiritually  and  physically,  but  the  need  for 
security  is  God.  The  soul  is  never  quite  satisfied.  Always  smaller 
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fears.  Jesus  lived  without  fears,  even  without  money,  home, 
friends,  etc.  He  is  called  the  first  displaced  person. 

She  closed  this  period  on  the  high  note  that  “Ye  shall 
know  the  truth  and  the  truth  shall  make  you  free.”  She  closed 
with  prayers  by  the  group. 

New  members  were  welcome  by  the  president,  these  being 
Mrs.  Middleton,  Miss  Thornton,  and  Jurisdiction  members  Mes- 
dames  Dameron  and  Sexton.  They  roll  was  called  and  regrets 
were  expressed  over  some  not  being  able  to  attend.  The  fol- 
lowing were  absent:  Mesdames  S.  J.  Fairchild,  E.  N.  Jackson, 
G.  R.  Weaver,  A.  H.  Wilcox,  C.  I.  Jones,  W.  M.  Ledbetter,  Dick 
Watson,  Seamon  Mayo,  Gladys  Hoffpauir,  Gill,  W.  L.  Hamner  and 
Jno.  Dixon. 

Mrs.  Sexton  read  a message  from  Mrs.  Ledbetter  expressing 
gratitude  for  the  privilege  of  service  as  a representative  of  the 
Louisiana  Conference.  Mrs.  Sexton  reported  this  as  her  feelings 
also,  and  the  president  expressed  regret  of  accepting  their  resig- 
nation and  that  they  would  be  greatly  missed,  especially  their 
wise  counsel. 

Mrs.  Kennon  and  Mrs.  McSween  were  asked  to  send  tele- 
grams to  the  absent  members. 

Mrs.  Laskey  expressed  her  deep  appreciation  for  every  act 
of  love  and  sympathy  extended  her  at  the  time  of  the  death  of 
her  mother,  Mrs.  Davis. 

The  president  stated  she  did  not  want  reports  as  such  but 
asked  for  high  points  of  the  work  done  by  Conference  officers. 

The  Vice-President,  Mrs.  Fairchild,  being  absent,  her  report 
was  read  by  the  Secretary.  Mrs.  Goldthwait  reported  and  explain- 
ed the  splendid  program  which  had  been  planned  for  the  Confer- 
ence. She  announced  Rev.  George  Ivey  as  Devotional  Speaker 
and  his  theme  would  be  “A  Christian  Faces  His  Responsibility  for 
Peace”.  She  spoke  of  Mrs.  Ratliffe  and  her  qualification  and  rec- 
ommended her  highly  to  the  Conference. 

Mrs.  Laskey  asked  Mrs.  Dunbar,  Mrs.  Tidwell  and  Mrs. 
Trice  to  bring  the  highlights  from  the  Jurisdiction  meeting  in 
Omaha.  The  theme  was  “One  Family — God’s  Plan.”  The  Louisiana 
Conference  was  ahead  in  per  capita  giving.  (There  had  been  an 
increase  in  giving  of  $49,000  over  last  year;  $98,000  for  supplies 
of  which  $4500  was  for  cash.)  Only  37%  of  the  goals  of  Missionary 
Personnel  had  been  reached  but  Louisiana  had  reached  its  goal. 
Reported  120  missionaries  from  the  Jurisdiction  serving  in  foreign 
fields.  All  captured  Korean  missionaries  are  alive  and  safe  in 
communist  hands. 

They  brought  many  good  thoughts  from  the  speakers  at 
the  meeting.  They  reported  that  Mrs.  Glenn  Laskey  and  Mrs.  G. 
W.  Dameron  had  been  nominated  to  the  Board  of  Mission  to  be 
elected. 

Promotion  Secretary,  Mrs.  D.  M.  Campbell,  stated  that  the 
end  of  the  quadrennium  was  here  and  she  presented  new  plans 
which  were  being  made  for  the  work.  The  new  work  will  have 
the  title  “That  the  Kingdom  of  God  May  Be  Realized.” 

Mrs.  Laskey  reported  that  20  places  were  available  for  Mt. 
Sequoyah  and  it  was  voted  to  take  the  20  places  and  let  the  guild 
have  4,  the  districts  9 and  rest  by  the  Conference. 

Officers’  Training  in  Conference,  district,  and  local  society 
was  left  to  be  worked  out  by  the  Promotion  Secretary. 

Mrs.  George  Powell  spoke  of  the  privilege  of  service  on 
the  Executive  Committee  and  made  the  following  motion:  “In 
order  to  create  more  interest  and  to  educate  our  district  officers 
and  guild  members  in  all  the  phases  of  work,  I move  that  the 
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district  officers  of  one  line  of  work  be  guests  at  each  Executive 
meeting  the  traveling  expenses  to  be  paid  from  the  cultivation 
fund  of  the  district.”  Mrs.  Dameron  seconded  the  motion  and  it 
was  carried. 

There  was  a much  needed  break  for  coca-colas  served  by 
Mrs.  George  Thomas. 

Immediately  on  reconvening,  Mrs.  Laskey  issued  an  invita- 
tion from  Mrs.  Thomas  and  Mrs.  J.  J.  Davidson  to  the  Committee 
to  dinner  to  be  served  in  the  basement  of  the  church. 

Christian  Social  Relations- — Mrs.  Goldthwait  reported  the  Al- 
cohol Education  program  as  being  the  big  project  this  year.  She 
reported  $2,449.39  of  the  $3,000  promised  by  the  W.S.C.S.  to  this 
program.  She  commended  the  Baton  Rouge  District  for  being 
overpaid.  The  fund  is  to  be  continued  next  year  beginning  in 
June.  Mrs.  Goldthwait  presented  several  topics  of  tension  and 
these  were  discussed  by  the  group.  She  closed  with  the  thought 
that  there  were  so  many  things  trying  to  tear  us  apart  in  these 
trying  times  that  we  must  be  very  careful  not  to  let  them. 

It  was  voted  to  send  a delegate  to  the  United  Nations 

Seminar  May  27-30. 

Elizabeth  Thompson  reported  on  the  Ella  Hooper  Prayer 
Room  giving  tentative  plans.  Mrs.  Thornton  announced  that  $970.87 
had  been  secured  for  this  worthy  cause. 

Wesleyan  Service  Guild— -Miss  Mary  Gladys  Page  reported 
on  Executive  Meeting  in  Alexandria,  attendance  being  100%.  She 
was  pleased  over  the  Guild  representation  at  Sequoyah  as  im- 
proved work-  is  due  to  it.  She  stated  that  it  was  election  year 
for  some  of  the  District  Secretaries.  Miss  Page  noted  growth  in 
study  classes  and  felt  there  was  much  to  be  done  but  there 

has  been  improvement  all  along  the  line.  She  reported  85  Guilds. 

The  committee  was  adjourned  for  dinner. 

The  ladies  were  invited  into  the  dining  room  where  lovely 
arrangements  of  flowers  were  much  in  evidence.  Individual  favors 
of  tiny  potted  azaleas  were  admired.  A delicious  dinner  was  served 
by  the  hostess  and  co-hostesses,  Mrs.  Davidson  and  Mrs.  Thomas, 
assisted  by  a bevy  of  young  girls.  The  Chairmen  of  various 
local  committees  were  also  guests  of  the  evening  and  Mrs. 

Thomas,  general  chairman  of  the  Conference  Arrangements, 
thanked  each  of  these  women  as  she  presented  them.  “Happy 

Birthday”  was  sung  to  Mrs.  Clarence  Day  who  responded  with  the 
gracious  words  that  added  years  were  wonderful  as  it  brought 
an  increasing  awareness  of  God’s  presence. 

Misses  Joan  Thomas  and  Shirley  Hervey  rendered  a beauti- 
ful duet  “Whispering  Hope.” 

The  business  session  reconvened.  Mrs.  Pollard  moved,  and 
Mrs.  Moak  seconded,  that  the  present  officers  retain  their  office 
until  June  1. 

Missionary  Education  Report — Mrs.  Dunbar  reported  100  J. 
R.  classes  this  quarter.  She  reported  the  School  of  Missions  plan- 
ned with  3 courses  to  be  offered:  Africa,  Home  Mission  and  Hu- 
man Rights  and  Preface  to  the  Bible. 

The  president  spoke  of  Mrs.  Dunbar’s  splendid  work  in  the 
School  of  Missions. 

The  Fina:nce  Committee  submitted  2 recommendations  to  be 
added  to  ones  already  listed  in  the  packets:  (1)  The  district  pay 
the  expenses  of  1 delegate  to  Sequoyah.  (2)  Remainder  of  the  $3,- 
000  of  Alcohol  fund  not  paid  by  the  end  of  the  4th  quarter  be 
paid  out  of  the  Conference  Cultivation  Fund. 

These  were  approved. 
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Supplies — Mrs.  Tidwell  reporting.  Mrs.  Tidwell  stated  that 
she  was  so  glad  we  have  addresses  for  work  in  Korea  again  and 
that  we  are  going  forward  along  all  lines  of  supply  work. 

She  told  of  the  gift  of  a washing  machine  and  dryer  to 
Dulac  from  the  New  Orleans  District. 

Children’s  Work — Mrs.  Whitaker  states  that  much  children’s 
work  is  being  done  which  is  not  being  reported.  She  urged  local 
societies  to  select  their  best  children’s  workers  for  Children’s 
Secretaries, , also  someone  interested  in  W.S.C.S.  The  children  will 
study  Africa  and  the  American  Indians. 

Student  Work — Mrs.  W,  E.  Trice  stated  that  after  6 years 
of  work  much  good  work  has  been  done.  She  reported  a work 
camp  to  be  held  at  MacDonell  and  Dulac. 

Status  of  Women — -Mrs.  Haley.  Much  interest  is  being  shown 
along  this  line  of  work.  This  phase  of  the  work  is  a growing  family 
— 183  secretaries.  Recommended  reading  “Power  and  Influence.’’ 

The  president  commended  Mrs.  Haley  for  her  work  in  this 
difficult  job. 

Literature  and  Publications — -Mrs.  Nordyke.  She  was  pleased 
over  the  publication  “Louisiana  Methodist’’  and  urged  the  women 
to  use  this  publication.  Over  3,017  subscriptions  to  “The  Methodist 
Woman’’  and  1,605  in  “World  Outlook”,  with  the  Monroe  District 
leading  the  Conference  in  subscriptions. 

In  the  absence  of  Mrs.  C.  I.  Jones  her  report  on  Missionary 
Personnel  was  read  by  secretary. 

Mrs.  Dunbar  moved,  and  it  was  seconded,  that  the  President, 
Promotion  Secretary  and  the  Treasurer  be  delegates  to  Jurisdic- 
tion, by  virtue  of  their  office,  three  others  to  be  elected  by  the 
Conference. 

Mrs.  Metcalf  asked  the  Study  and  Action  Committee  to 
study  plans  of  Seminars  to  lessen  the  work  so  as  not  to  make 
it  hard  on  anyone.

MINUTES  OF  THE  CONFERENCE  SESSIONS

March  18,  19,  1952 


The  Twelfth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Louisiana  Conference 
Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  convened  in  Lafayette,  Lou- 
isiana, on  Tuesday,  March  18,  1952  at  10:00  A.M.  in  the  First  Metho- 
dist Church  with  Mrs.  Glenn  Laskey  in  the  chair. 

The  Sanctuary  altar  and  raised  choir  railing  were  resplendent 
with  prodigious  crimson  camellias  and  asparagus  fernery.  In  the 
rear  of  the  choir  loft  hung  a beautiful  white  cross  at  the  base  of 
which  was  a picturesque  white  gladioia  arrangement  tied  with 
lavender-hued  satin  ribbons  on  the  side  of  which  was  four  branched 
candlebra  with  gleaming  tapers.  A white  satin  ribbon  extended  from 
the  top  of  the  cross  extending  far  to  each  side  of  the  flags  of  the 
nations  represented  in  the  United  Nations.  Of  special  beauty  was  an 
immense  silver  pedestaled  bowl  holding  iris  and  wisteria.  On  each 
side  of  the  pulpit  were  magnanimous  arrangements  of  bridal  wreath. 

Preceding  the  opening  of  the  Conference,  delegates  and  visitors 
were  registered  at  9:00  A.  M.  by  the  Chairman  of  Registration,  Mrs. 
A.  C.  Easterwood,  assisted  by  her  committee,  and  were  welcomed 
by  the  Chairman  of  Hospitality,  Mrs.  D.  W.  Poole  and  her  com- 
mittee. Tasty  early  morning  refreshments  were  served  each  guest 
upon  arrival. 

The  meeting  opened  with  the  President,  Mrs.  Glenn  Laskey, 
declaring  the  Twelfth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Louisiana  Woman’s 
Society  of  Christian  Service  to  be  convened. 

The  great  old  Hymn  “The  Church’s  One  Foundation”  was 

sung. 

Mrs.  Laskey  graciously  expressed  for  herself,  the  Executive 
Committee,  the  delegates  and  visitors,  appreciation  for  all  the 
work  and  efforts  put  forth  by  the  local  women.  Also,  for  the 
lovely  flowers  in  profusion  which  spoke  their  hospitality  and 
welcome  to  all  in  attendance  for  which  all  had  been  looking  for- 
ward with  much  anticipation  to  this  time  together. 

The  opening  worship  was  given  by  Mrs.  Julia  Reid  Paxton 
who  centered  her  thoughts  around  the  Theme  of  the  Conference 
‘The  Things  Which  Make  for  Peace.”  Mrs.  Paxton  listed  these  as 
follows:  i.e.,  (1)  Love — it  being  the  outstanding  thing  needed  for 
peace.  God  chose  us  to  advertise  his  love.  He  loved  his  enemies 
— which  is  the  test  of  our  love,  this  love  not  becoming  calloused 
to  the  sufferings  of  others.  Mrs.  Paxton  named  the  four  dimen- 
sions of  love  as:  (a)  Breadth — one’s  love  must  be  far  reaching, 
(b)  Length — the  length  is  determined  by  what  length  one  goes 
in  showing  her  love.  There  should  be  no  limit  to  one’s  forgive- 
ness. (c)  Depth — one  should  be  careful  not  to  become  so  broad 
she  does  not  have  depth!  Root  out  the  causes  of  evil  and  remove 
the  cause,  (d)  Height — the  height  is  to  be  governed  by  how 
high  one  may  reach  to  find  Jesus.  We  must  love  all,  Jesus  knew 
no  limit — neither  must  we. 

Mrs.  Paxton  closed  this  meaningful  worship  with  a prayer 
poem  and  evoked  God’s  blessings  of  his  love — spirit  upon  this 
meeting. 

Mrs.  E.  H.  Scott,  local  W.S.C.S.  President,  welcomed  the 
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members  and  guests  attending  the  Conference  and  expressed  for 
the  members  of  the  local  society  their  pleasure  in  having  had  the 
privilege  of  entertaining  the  Conference.  Mrs.  Scott  stated  that 
everything  possible  had  been  done  to  make  this  meeting  a pleasant 
one.  She  felt  that  much  of  the  peace  of  the  world  depended  on 
each  individual  but  with  God  on  the  throne  all  were  safe  in  his 
keeping. 

Mrs.  Laskey  responded  and  was  gratified  with  the  large 
number  in  attendance. 

Mrs.  Laskey  presided  over  the  Order  of  Business  for  the 
morning.  She  stated  that  the  Recommendations  for  each  phase  ol 
the  work  were  to  be  found  in  the  attractive  portfolios  given  to 
each  delegate  upon  registration,  these  recommendations  to  be 
approved  the  following  day. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  for  Program  Planning  of 
the  Conference,  Mrs.  C.  F.  Goldthwait,  was  introduced  by  Mrs. 
Laskey.  The  President  thanked  the  committee  for  a well  planned 
program.  She  commended  the  Committee  for  such  a splenid  con- 
dense two-day  agenda. 

Mrs.  Goldthwait  called  attention  to  the  Theme  of  the  Con- 
ference “The  Things  That  Make  For  Peace”  and  for  the  attractive 
front  cover  of  the  program  leaflet  which  portrayed  the  most  im- 
portant things  which  make  for  peace,  i.e.,  the  Cross  of  Christ; 
praying  hands  denoting  the  necessity  for  a prayerful  world; 
clasp-hands  denoting  brotherhood;  and  an  open  Bible.  Mrs.  War- 
ren Constant  of  Bunkie,  La.  being  the  artist  for  this  lovely  cover. 

Mrs.  Goldthwait  enumerated  the  highlights  of  the  Confer- 
ence, giving  special  mention  to  “Who’s  Who  on  the  Program.”  She 
felt  the  committee  was  very  fortunate  in  securing  such  outstand- 
ing leaders  to  serve. 

Mrs.  W.  S.  Deas,  Acting  Recording  Secretary,  gave  the  re- 
port of  the  Minutes  of  the  Executive  Committee  taken  on  the  after- 
noon and  evening  sessions  preceding  Conference.  These  were  ap- 
proved. 

Committee  appointments  for  the  Conference  were  read  by 
the  Secretary.  (See  Minutes  of  Executive  Committee  preceding 
Conference.) 

Mrs.  Laskey  stated  that  the  Committee  on  Counting  Tellers 
would  be  divided  in  two  groups  of  six  each,  thereby  necessitating 
only  one  group  to  be  out  at  a time  counting  the  ballots.  This 
was  done  in  order  that  each  group  would  not  miss  too  much 
of  the  program. 

Mrs.  E.  N.  Jackson,  Conference  Recording  Secretary,  re- 

lieved Mrs.  Deas  at  this  time  as  acting  secretary. 

Mrs.  D.  M.  Campbell,  Conference  Promotion  Secretary,  was 

presented  by  Mrs.  Laskey  who  stated  that  Mrs.  Campbell  had 

rendered  a valuable  service  in  serving  most  efficiently  for  the 

past  two  quadrenniums.  Mrs.  Campbell  listed  the  following  ac- 
complishments of  the  Louisiana  Conference  during  her  time  as 
promotion  secretary:  “Looking  back  over  the  accomplishments 
of  the  last  four  years  we  see  that  at  the  beginning  of  that  period 
we  had  258  societies  and  63  guilds.  We  now  report  295  societies 
and  85  guilds.  During  the  first  three  quarters  of  the  year  now 
ending  we  organized  16  new  societies  and  4 new  guilds,  but  we 
still  have  63  unorganized  circuits  and  144  unorganized  churches. 

At  the  beginning  ol  this  period  we  had  9707  members  in 
the  W.S.C.S.  and  1308  in  the  W.S.G.  Today  we  have  12,307  in 
the  society  and  1700  n the  guild,  a total  membership  of  14,007 
making  a net  gain  of  2992  for  the  quadrennium.  Our  latest  re- 
port shows  the  following  number  of  secretaries  of  lines  of  work: 
Missionary  Education  and  Service  — 266;  Christian  Social  Re- 
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lations  and  Local  Church  Activities  — 239;  Spiritual  Life  — 243; 
Student  Work  ■ — 175;  Youth  Work  — 178;  Children’s  Work  — 
187;  Literature  and  Publications  — 120;  Supply  Work  — 222; 
Status  of  Women  — 183. 

There  are  3017  subscribers  to  Methodist  Woman  and  1605  to 
the  World  Outlook;  9240  have  been  enrolled  in  Study  Classes. 

To  date  61,362.71  has  been  sent  to  the  Division  representing 
a little  more  than  68  hours  that  the  Louisiana  Conference  will 
support  the  entire  missionary  enterprice  of  the  Woman’s  Division 
for  the  first  three  quarters.  We  did  not  meet  the  asked  for  in- 
crease in  either  membership  or  finances  but  we  take  humble 
pride  in  the  fact  that  we  met  our  quota  of  full  time  workers, 
11  in  number. 

The  new  emphasis  is  to  be  Spiritual  Growth,  Widening  Fel- 
lowship, A World  Church,  Peace,  Missions  and  through  it  all  to 
be  able  to  accept  the  “price  of  Christian  discipleship’’.  It  will  not 
be  easy.  It  was  not  easy  for  our  Master.  But  with  His  help  let 
us  strive  toward  the  goal. 

Mrs.  Laskey  read  telegrams  from  the  following:  Velma  Web- 
ster Willis,  and  Mrs.  Laskey’s  own  local  society  who  was  much 
in  prayer  for  the  success  of  the  meeting,  signed  by  Mrs.  L.  C.  Ay- 
cock. 

Mrs.  Laskey  stated  that  members  comprising  the  W.S.C.S. 
were  to  be  given  the  privilege  at  this  time  to  select  worthy  officers 
for  the  coming  years  and  she  reported  that  the  Research  Com- 
mittee had  met  in  Alexandria  to  consider  and  submit  names  to 
be  considered  for  these  various  offices.  Mrs.  Laskey  explained  that 
as  each  name  was  presented  on  the  ballot  a time  would  be  given 
for  nominations  from  the  floor  also. 

The  reort  of  the  Research  Committee  was  given  by  Mrs.  D. 
C.  Metcalf,  Chairman  of  the  Research  Committee.  Mrs.  Metcalf 
stressed  the  importance  that  all  women  serving  over  the  districts 
and  those  holding  Conference  offices  be  ever  on  the  alert  for  good 
officer  material,  thereby  rendering  a valuable  service  to  the  Re- 
search Committee  and  the  Conference.  Mrs.  Metcalf  stated  that 
otherwise  the  committee  found  it  hard  to  secure  officers.  She 
thought  it  was  entirely  poss  ble  for  local  women  to  serve  in  an 
office  in  their  own  society  while  serving  also  as  a district  or 
conference  officer. 

Mrs.  Metcalf  regretted  that  the  committee  was  unable  to 
present  two  names  on  the  ballot  for  each  office.  However,  she 
requested  nominations  from  the  floor,  if  one  so  desired,  as  each 
office  was  presented.  Mrs.  Metcalf  stated  there  were  nine  officers 
to  be  elected  for  the  ensuing  four  year  term. 

Mrs.  Metcalf  requested  Mrs.  Dameron  to  list  on  the  black 
board  the  names  of  nominees  on  the  ballot  and  those  nominated 
from  the  floor.  The  following  ballot  for  Conference  officers  were 
presented;  Vice-President — Mrs.  George  Powell  and  Mrs.  L.  B.  Kil- 
patrick; Recording  Secretary — Mrs.  E.  E.  Stewart;  Promotion  Sec- 
retary— Mrs.  Lee  Tidwell;  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and 
Service — Mrs.  Warren  Constant  and  Mrs.  Robley  Davis;  Chris- 
tian Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities  — Mrs.  C.  F. 
Goldthwait;  Literature  and  Publications — Mrs.  P.  D.  Lambert  and 
Mrs.  Hurvie  Moak;  Secretary  of  Youth  Work — Mrs.  Thomas  Folk 
and  Mrs.  E.  H.  Searles;  Secretary  of  Supplies — Mrs.  Sam  Dunbar; 
Secretary  of  Spiritual  Life — Mrs.  Julia  Reid  Paxton. 

There  were  no  nominations  from  the  floor. 

Two  Conference  Officers,  Mrs.  E.  N.  Jackson  and  Mrs.  G. 
R.  Weaver,  had  served  six  years  and  four  years  respectively  and 
requested  that  their  names  not  be  presented  for  another  term. 
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Mrs.  Laskey  established  the  bar.  The  Distributing  Tellers 
gave  out  the  ballots.  Ballots  were  cast  and  the  first  six  names 
on  the  Counting  Tellers  collected  the  ballots  and  retired  to  count 
the  vote. 

The  Local  President,  Mrs.  Scott,  was  asked  by  Mrs.  Laskey 
to  make  necessary  announcements  concerning  the  number  of 
tickets  that  were  still  available  for  the  luncheon  following  the 
Quiet  Hour.  Also  Mrs.  Scott  was  required  to  give  explicit  direc- 
tions concerning  the  location  of  where  the  luncheon  would  be  held. 
Mrs.  Scott  statede  that  the  buses  would  be  in  the  front  of  the 
church  for  all  who  did  not  have  transportation  to  the  luncheon. 

The  president,  Mrs.  Laskey,  call  on  Mrs.  G.  W.  Dameron, 
Jurisdiction  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service,  to  ex- 
tend the  courtesies.  Mrs.  Dameron  requested  there  be  no  ap- 
plause afforded  as  she  presented  each  visiting  dignitary  because 
of  the  lack  of  time.  Ministers  and  their  wives,  Jurisdiction  Of- 
ficers present.  Editors  of  the  “Louisiana  Methodist”,  workers  in 
the  Louisiana  Conference  Institutions,  Deaconesses  and  Visiting 
Missionaries  on  leave  were  introduced.  The  delegated  body  stood 
in  recognition  and  appreciation  of  these  introductions. 

The  Hymn  “God  the  Omnipotent”  was  sung. 

Mrs.  Laskey  graciously  presented  Dr.  George  Ivey,  Vice- 
President  of  Centenary  College,  who  Mrs.  Laskey  stated,  would 
warm  one’s  heart  under  his  guidance.  Dr.  Ivey  very  ably  and  im- 
pressively directed  the  Quiet  Hour  during  the  two  days  Confer- 
ence. (Excerpts  of  Dr.  Ivey’s  meditations  in  rear  of  book.) 

Mrs.  M.  Eloi  Gerard  sang  very  beautifully  “The  Prayer  Per- 
fect”, the  words  by  James  W.  Riley  and  the  music  by  Ervine  J. 
Stenson.  Mrs.  Walton  Johnson  accompanied  Mrs.  Girard  at  the 
organ. 

Rev.  D.  W.  Poole  pronounced  the  Benediction. 

Luncheon 

A “World  Federation  of  Methodist  Women”  Luncheon  was 
presented  at  Toby’s  Oak  Grove,  with  Mrs.  F.  C.  Haley,  Secre- 
tary of  Status  of  Women,  presiding. 

Attractive  Program  Covers  in  green  and  white  portrayed 
the  “Tree  of  Life”  described  in  the  scripture  from  Revelations 
22:2  which  read:  “And  on  either  side  of  the  river  was  there  the 
tree  of  life,  which  bear  twelve  manner  of  fruits,  and  the  leaves 
on  the  tree  were  for  the  healing  of  the  nations.” 

On  the  platform  was  a small  life-size  green  tree  represent- 
ing the  Tree  of  Life. 

A skit  was  presented  entitled  “The  Tree  of  Peace”  repre- 
senting women  of  various  countries  dressed  in  native  costumes, 
who  were  anxious  to  add  their  country’s  flag  to  the  “Tree  of 
Peace”.  The  following  ladies  took  part  in  the  skit:  Mrs.  L.  B. 
Stokely  of  Lafayette  who  served  as  Leader;  Mrs.  George  Powell, 
Alexandria — United  States;  Mrs.  E.  S.  Middleton,  New  Orleans — 
Norway;  Mrs.  Stewart  Deas,  Arcadia — South  America;  Mrs.  J.  A. 
Noland,  Lafayette — India;  Mrs.  Betty  Newton,  Lafayette — Egypt; 
Mrs.  Harold  Eglin,  Lafayette — China;  Mrs.  Jack  Slaughter,  Laf- 
ayette— Korea;  Mrs.  H.  M.  Moak,  Monroe — representing  the  World 
Federation  of  Methodist  Women;  and  Mrs.  T.  M.  Ellis,  Baton  Rouge 
— Spirit  of  Freedom. 

Special  Music  was  furnished  by  Mr.  Walton  Johnson  and 
Mrs.  George  English  as  soloists,  accomypanied  by  Mrs.  Walton 
Johnson  at  the  piano. 

Mrs.  Stokely  closed  with  a prayer  for  the  unchurched 
around  the  world,  those  of  other  races,  all  underprivileged  groups 
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and  that  Christ’s  flag  remain  at  the  toyp  of  the  Tree  of  Life.  As 
all  joined  hands  forming  a large  circle  around  the  room  Mrs. 
Stokely  asked  all  to  ypray  that  each  one  might  be  used  as  an 
instrument  of  ypeace.  While  .still  forming  the  circle  all  united 
in  the  singing  of  “Blest  Be  the  Tie  That  Binds”  and  closing  this 
impressive  program  with  the  Mizpah  Benediction. 

Afternoon 

While  Woman’s  Society  delegates  reassembled,  Mrs.  Wanda 
Gates  rendered  a beautiful  organ  meditation.  The  hymn  “Dear 
Lord,  and  Father  of  Mankind”  oypened  the  afternoon  session. 

Because  of  the  lateness  of  the  hour  in  convening  back  at 
the  Church,  Mrs.  Laskey  reversed  the  parts  as  they  appeared 
on  the  program  and  in  her  dignified  gracious  manner,  presented 
her  President’s  Address,  the  title  of  which  was  “With  Face  Set 
Forward.  (See  under  “President’s  Address”) 

The  report  of  registration  was  given  by  the  Chairman  of 
Registration,  Mrs.  A.  C.  Easterwood,  with  the  attendance  on  the 
Annual  Meeting  being  482. 

Under  the  Order  of  Business  the  names  of  the  Distributing 
Tellers  were  read  along  with  the  names  of  the  last  six  Counting 
Tellers  who  were  to  serve. 

Mrs.  Laskey  established  the  bar.  The  report  of  the  ballots 
cast  for  the  election  of  Conference  Officers  was  read  by  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Counting  Tellers  as  follows: 

180  ballots  cast,  1 spoiled — 91  needed  for  a majority. 

Vice-President  — Kilpatrick  110  and  Powell  70;  Missionary 
Education  and  Service — Constant  121  and  Davis  59;  Literature  and 
Publications — Lambert  113  and  Moak  67;  Secretary  of  Youth  Work 
— Folk  110  and  Searles  70. 

Mrs.  L.  B.  Kilpatrick  elected  as  Vice-President,  Mrs.  War- 
ren Constant  as  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service; 
Mrs.  P.  D.  Lambert,  Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications,  and 
Secretary  of  Youth  Work,  Mrs.  Thomas  Folk. 

Ballots  were  again  distributed  for  a second  balloting.  As 
there  were  no  nominations  from  the  floor,  Mrs.  Laskey  declared 
the  ballot  closed.  The  Counting  Tellers  retired  to  count  the  votes. 

At  this  interval,  Mrs.  Jacob  S.  Segura  asked  permission  to 
make  an  announcement  concerning  china  Memorial  Plates  being 
sold  by  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  as  a project  for  a worthy  cause. 
These  plates  were  centered  with  a picture  of  the  old  Mans- 
field Female  College  which  was  done  in  an  artistic  pattern  in 
blue  around  the  edge  of  the  plate.  These  could  be  ordered  at 
the  price  of  $3.00  each. 

Mrs.  Laskey  presented  at  the  time  Miss  Marion  Walker, 
Missionary  to  the  Philippines,  who  is  supported  by  the  Central 
Texas  Conference.  Mrs.  Laskey  also  introduced  Mrs.  W.  H.  Ratliff, 
guest  speaker  for  the  evening  service. 

Mrs.  Sam  Dunbar,  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and 
Service,  presented  her  work  through  “Passports  To  Peace”. 

Individual  passports  had  been  prepared  and  given  to 
the  members  attending  the  Conference,  using  Sallman’s  Head  of 
Christ  for  the  “picture  of  bearer”,  following  the  idea  of  pass- 
ports prepared  for  foreign  travel.  A large  passport  had  been 
prepared  which  was  put  on  an  easel.  It,  too,  followed  the  lines 
of  the  foreign  passport,  using  for  the  visa  section,  outline  maps 
of  the  countries  where  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service 
is  serving.  Mrs.  Dunbar  was  assisted  by  three  of  her  District 
Secretaries  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service:  Mrs.  Warren 
Constant,  Mrs.  Don  Alverson  and  Mrs.  B.  V.  Todd.  They  told  of 
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work  being  done  in  these  countries  by  our  missionaries  and  how, 
with  the  use  of  our  gifts  and  prayers,  they  were  taking  the 
Passport  of  Christ  into  all  the  world.  She  ended  the  program 
with  the  story  told  by  Dr.  Charles  Goff  of  the  Chicago  Temple, 
Chicago,  of  the  painting  of  Sallman’s  Head  of  Christ,  which 
Sallman  attributes  to  the  inspiration  given  him  by  one  of  Dr. 
Goff’s  talks  on  Christ,  emphasizing  the  fact  that  regardless  of 
how  little  we  may  do,  God  can  take  it  and  produce  a master- 
piece. 

Mrs.  Clarence  Day  urged  all  to  attend  the  8:00  Breakfast 
on  the  following  morning  in  the  dining  room  of  the  Evangeline 
Hotel.  Mrs.  Day  requested  each  woman  to  arise  an  hour  earlier 
than  she  would  have  done  in  order  to  use  that  extra  hour  in 
prayer  for  the  peace  of  the  world. 

Mrs.  Thomas,  local  W.S.C.S.  President,  made  announcements 
concerning  the  tea  to  be  given  the  following  afternoon  at  the 
Methodist  Student  Center  of  Southwestern  Louisiana  Institute. 

The  skit  “Instruments  of  Peace”  which  was  to  have  been 
presented  at  this  time,  with  Mrs.  Goldthwait  presiding,  Mrs.  J. 
C.  Whitaker  and  the  District  Secretaries  of  Christian  Social  Re- 
lations to  take  part  on  the  skit,  was  not  given  because  of  the 
lack  of  time.  Mrs.  Goldthwait  expressed  her  regret  and  apologized 
to  the  district  secretaries  for  having  to  omit  this  part  of  the 
program  for  which  they  had  made  a great  deal  of  preparation. 
Mrs.  Goldthwait  led  in  prayer  using  a beautiful  prayer  from  St. 
Francis  of  Assisi.

This  was  held  in  the  Evangeline  Hotel  dining  room  at  an 
8:00  breakfast  where  over  300  were  in  attendance  and  which 
was  presided  over  by  Mrs.  Clarence  O.  Day  of  Shreveport.  Others 
who  took  part  on  the  program  were:  Mrs.  George  Sexton  of 
Shreveport,  and  Mrs.  G.  W.  Dameron  of  Pineville. 

On  each  table  were  white  crosses  with  green  ivy  attractively 
arranged  down  the  centers  of  the  tables.  In  the  background  could 
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be  seen  the  lighted  Sallman’s  “Head  of  Christ”  which  added  to 
the  morning’s  spiritual  inspiration.  The  main  table  was  arranged 
in  the  form  of  a cross,  covered  with  white  table  cloths.  Those 
taking  part  on  the  program  were  wearing  white  vestments  and 
were  seated  around  this  table.  Two  seven-branched  brass  candle- 
labras  were  shedding  soft  lights — seven  being  the  perfect  number 
used  in  the  Bible  and  representing  our  hope  and  prayer  that  we 
advance  into  His  perfect  likeness.  The  green  ivy  represented 
eternal  life  for  all  mankind — the  colors  green  and  white  symbol- 
ized peace — “peace  on  earth  and  good  will  toward  men.”  The 
Cross  symbolized  the  plan  of  salvation  to  God’s  redemptive  World. 

The  program  centered  around  the  scripture  “How  beauti- 
ful upon  the  mountains  are  the  feet  of  Him  who  bringeth  good 
tidings” — Mrs.  Sexton  took  the  guests  on  a spiritual  journey  which 
began  at  the  foot  of  the  Cross.  She  urged  that  each  go  and  tell 
everyone  you  meet  about  that  man  on  the  Cross.  He  gave  all — 
we  must  remember  our  heritage  that  He  left  us — He  gave  His 
sipirt,  His  ribe  and  His  mother  He  gave  to  John.  In  giving  His  all 
He  gave  to  his  followers  down  through  the  ages  the  privilege  to 
bear  the  name  of  Christians.  The  Christians  in  India  pray  “Lord, 
give  me  peace  in  my  heart  and  that  will  give  me  peace  in  my 
home — and  that  will  give  me  peace  in  the  world” — peace  within. 

Mrs.  Sexton  stated  that  Peace  was  an  active  thing — which 
is  good  will — wanting  the  best  for  every  individual,  even  those 
we  do  not  like — active  peace  also  forgives  and  provides  love  that 
makes  one  over,  starting  with  the  cross  and  coming  down  to  each 
one.  The  only  real  gift  one  has  is  Christanity  exemplified  in  pro- 
viding a Christian  home,  the  greatest  contribution  women  can 
make.  Only  as  one  demonstrates  Christ’s  love  and  good  will  is 
one  able  to  give  it  to  people  in  India  and  elsewhere. 

Mrs.  Sexton  asked  that  all  join  together  and  accept  this 
gift  of  Christ  and  say  “This  is  our  gift  triumphant  and  in  the 
name  of  Jesus  this  world  can  be  made  peaceful,  so  lift  your  hearts 
— remove  all  things  that  put  self  in  the  way.” 

Mrs.  Day  requested  that  hearts  be  united  in  prayer  that 
Christ’s  peace  might  abide  in  one’s  life  and  in  the  world. 

Mrs.  Day  stressed  the  power  of  prayer,  that  only  by  turn- 
ing over  all  to  Christ  can  one  find  peace  in  this  world — “Put  on 
the  whole  armor  of  God”  as  with  Paul.  Mrs.  Day  felt  that  if  all 
this  delegated  body  of  Christian  women  dedicated  themselves  to 
His  work  and  measured  it  by  what  Jesus  would  do,  then  His 
peace  could  be  attained.  Mrs.  Day  stated  that  the  emphasis  for 
the  new  quadrennium  was  to  work  for  peace.  All  were  requested 
to  work,  pray  and  live  for  peace. 

A large  circle  was  formed  around  the  entire  dining  room 
with  the  women  clasping  hands  and  singing  “Blest  Be  the  Tie 
That  Binds”.  Mrs.  Day  asked  that  while  hands  were  clasped  that 
a seal  be  set  upon  it  all  and  covenant  together  that  all  these 
things  be  done  (work,  pray  and  live  for  peace),  and  in  a year 
measure  and  see  if  this  covenant  has  been  met.  This  impres- 
sive service  closed  with  the  Benediction. 

WEDNESDAY  MORNING  SESSION  — MARCH  19 

After  such  a deeply  spiritual  inspiration  received  from  the 
early  morning  breakfast  program  at  the  Evangeline  Hotel  con- 
ducted by  Mrs.  Day  all  were  in  their  places  in  the  Sanctuary  early, 
eagerly  anticipating  what  the  day  had  in  store  for  them. 

The  morning  session  opened  with  several  beautiful  organ 
meditations  followed  by  the  hymn  “Jesus  Shall  Reign.” 

The  opening  worship  was  given  by  Mrs.  P.  D.  Lambert,  Dis- 
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trict  Secretary  of  Spiritual  Life  of  the  Lake  Charles  District.,  She 
read  scripture  encouraging  one  to  have  “the  peace  of  God  which, 
passeth  all  understanding”  and  the  way  to  find  this  peace  ire 
“whatever  things  are  true,  whatsoever  .-things  are  honest,  what- 
soever things  are  just,  whatsoever  things  are  pure,  whatsoever 
things  are  lovely,  whatsoever  things  are  of  good  report;  if  there’’® 
be  any  virtue  and  if  there  be  any  praise,  think  on  these  thing® 
(PMIippians  4:8).  Mrs.  Lambert  led  in  prayer. 

Under  the  order  of  business  Mrs.  Metcalf  stated  the  elec- 
tion was  open  for  6 delegates  to  Jurisdiction  to  be  voted  upon— 
i.e.  by  o.f.fice  (president,  treasurer  and  secretary  of  supplies)  and 
3 by  name.  While  the  Distributing  Tellers  gave  out  the  ballots; 
Mrs.  Laskey  read  telegrams  from  Mrs.  Wayland  and  Mrs.  Evelyn 
Thoro,as. 

It  was  voted  that  the  President,  Mrs.  Laskey,  the  Treasurer^ 
Mrs.  Kennon,  and  the  Secretary  of  Supplies,  Mrs.  Tidwell,  be  the 
delegates  by  office  to  the  Jurisdiction.  Mrs.  Metcalf  announced 
that  it  was  necessary  to  vote  for  three  from  the  Con,ference  Exec- 
utive Committee  by  name  and  three  from  the  District:  The  fol- 
lowing officers  were  nominated:  Mrs.  -Thomas  Folk,  Mrs.  Warren 
Constant,  Mrs.  J.  C.  ¥/hitaker,  Mrs.  E.  E.  Stewart,  Mrs.  P.  D. 
Lambert,  Mrs.  Chas.  Goldthwait,  Mrs.  F.  C.  Haley  and  Mrs.  Jno. 
Galloway. 

It  was  voted  the  nominations  cease 

The  voting  strength  was  taken  and  found  to  be  152. 

Ballots  were  collected  and  the  Counting  Tellers  retired  to 
count  the  votes. 

Mrs.  Laskey  called  .for  the  report  of  the  Journal  Committee, 
Mrs.  Wideman  'Watson,  Chairman,  reported  the  Journal  Commit- 
tee had  met  at  seven  o’clock  that  morning  and  the  minutes  ap- 
proved. 

Mrs.  Laskey  called  attention  of  the  delegates  to  the  attrac- 
tive work  packet  and  the  importance  of  the  necessity  for  each 
delegate  to  pass  these  on  to  the  local  promotion  secretaries  in 
her  society — 62  were  available  for  those  promotion  secretaries 
who  could  not  attend  the  conference.  These  packets  being  very 
valuable  as  they  held  the  recommendations,  etc.,  necessary  infor- 
mation for  the  coming  year’s  atcivities. 

Mrs.  Campbell  was  asked  by  Mrs.  Laskey  to  speak  toward 
Officers  Training  Day.  Mrs.  Campbell  urged  that  Officers’  Train- 
ing Day  be  observed  by  the  Conference,  the  District  and  on  the 
local  level. 

Mrs.  Goldthwait  was  given  time  to  speak  towards  the  Al- 
cohol Education  program  for  the  coming  year.  She  was  very 
complimentary  of  the  work  done  by  Dr,  Vernon  White  and  asked 
that  each  local  society  arrange  a time  for  Dr.  White  to  come  to 
each  Church  and  each  society  to  present  this  phase  of  the  work. 
Dr.  White  has  been  retained  for  the  coming  year.  Mrs.  Goldthwait 
requested  that  societies  who  have  not  sent  their  contributions  to- 
ward this  fine  work  that  delegates  return  home  and  urge  them 
to  do  so  immediately. 

Mrs.  Laskey  asked  that  all  study  the  enclosed  recommenda- 
tions by  each  officer  in  her  line  of  work.  These  recommendations 
were  approved. 

Report  of  the  Resolutions  Committee  was  read  by  the  chair- 
man, Mrs.  N.  E.  Mulkey,  which  was  as  follows: 

We,  the  delegates  and  members  of  the  Louisiana  Annual 
Conference  of  the  W.S.C.S.  in  session  in  Lafayette,  La.  March 
18-19,  1952,  wish  to  express  our  deepest  appreciation  to  the  mem- 
bers of  the  hostess  societies,  First  Church  and  Davidson  Memoital 
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in  Lafayette,  for  their  Christian  courtesies  and  their  thoughtful  and 
loving  execution  of  all  the  plans  of  the  Conference. 

The  Executive  Committee  is  most  appreciative  of  the 
luncheon  served  to  them  in  the  Parsonage,  as  well  as  the  dinner 
at  the  church  with  Mrs.  J.  J.  Davidson,  Jr.  and  Mrs.  Geo.  Thomas, 
hostesses. 

The  flowers  in  the  Sanctuary,  suggestive  of  native  Louis- 
iana, were  immeasurably  helpful  in  the  worship  of  the  conference. 
Especially  lovely  was  the  worship  center  which  lifted  our  hearts 
in  praise  and  thanksgiving  to  our  Heavenly  Father.  The  beautiful 
camelias  given  to  the  Conference  Officers  and  guests  were  sym- 
bolic of  the  loving  thoughtfulness  extended  on  every  side. 

Our  thanks  to  the  hostess  societies  for  the  tea  at  the  Stu- 
dent Center,  the  appointments  of  which  showed  careful  prepara- 
tion. It  was  indeed  a pleasure  to  see  the  beautiful  building. 

For  the  willing  services  of  the  pages,  for  the  transportation 
of  the  delegates,  for  the  gracious  hospitality  of  serving  coffee — 
the  three  days,  we  express  our  appreciation. 

To  the  police  force  df  Lafayette  we  are  indebted  for  their 
direction  of  traffic  and  protection. 

To  the  newspaper,  The  Daily  Advertiser,  we  wish  to  extend 
our  thanks  for  notices  and  write  ups  concerning  the  Conference. 
Presentation  in  the  press  of  our  Lord’s  work  advances  His  King- 
dom. 

For  the  gracious  hospitality  of  the  women  who  opened  their 
homes  and  hearts  to  us,  we  are  grateful. 

To  the  program  committee  who  worked  prayerfully  and 
diligently  to  prepare  this  splendid  program  for  us. 

The  inspiring  messages  of  Rev.  Geo.  Ivey  stirred  our  hearts 
and  inspired  us  to  press  forward  in  the  Advance  for  Christ.  To 
Mrs.  W.  H.  Ratliff  who  brought  a splendid  message  on  the 
Building  of  Peace  by  Christian  women.

Courtesies  were  extended  to  the  local  personnel  responsible 
for  the  arrangements  made  for  this  meeting,  to  the  visiting  digni- 
taries and  to  First  Church  and  Davidson  Memorial  Church  for  the 
hospitality  extended. 

Mrs.  Laskey  stated  the  Conference  was  open  to  an  invitation 
for  the  coming  year’s  annual  meeting.  An  invitation  was  extend- 
ed through  a letter  read  from  Rev.  W.  E.  Trice  of  University 
Church  in  Baton  Rouge  and  also  from  the  women  of  all  Methodist 
Churches  in  Baton  Rouge. 

The  invitation  was  graciously  accepted  by  the  delegated  body 
by  standing  in  appreciation  of  the  invitation  extended  them. 

The  Program  Planning  Committee  for  the  coming  year’s 
conference  was  read  by  the  President:  i.e.,  Mrs.  J.  C.  Whitaker, 
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Chairman,  Mrs.  F.  C.  Haley,  Mrs.  Warren  Constant,  Mrs.  L.  B. 
Kilpatrick,  Mrs.  C.  F.  Goldthwait,  Mrs.  T.  M.  Ellis  and  Mrs.  W. 
E.  Trice.  ' ’ 

The  Hymn  “Peace,  Perfect  Peace”  was  sung. 

“Building  for  Peace  Through  Literature”  was  attractively  pre- 
sented by  Mrs.  Glen  Nordyke.  A lighted  English  lamp  post  was 
used  to  present  truth  as  the  penetrating  light  to  shine  out  against 
ignorance,  slavery  and  starvation — this  truth  to  be  found  in  the 
Holy  Bible  which  is  the  source  of  all  truth — the  foundation  of  the 
world  on  which  to  build  for  peace.  The  world  globe  represented  a 
world  that  awaits  the  day  when  swords  will  be  beaten  into  plow- 
shares and  there  will  be  no  more  war. 

Colored  satin  streamers  entwined  around  the  lamp  post  were 
loosened,  each  one  designating  the  various  publications  available 
for  use  in  all  the  offices  of  the  W.S.C.S.,  thus  the  printed  page 
through  the  office  of  Literature  and  Publications  serving  as  the 
light  of  knowledge  and  hope  being  used  to  carry  the  light  of 
peace  on  earth  to  all  men. 

Mrs.  Laskey  requested  the  Pages  to  take  an  offering  for 
the  janitor  and  the  maids  assisting  them.  This  amounted  to  $52.- 
00. 

The  report  of  the  balloting  was  given  by  Mrs.  C.  B.  Mc- 
Eachern  as  follows: 

152  ballots  cast — 77  majority  necessary  to  elect,  1 ballot 
spoiled. 

Constant  80,  Lambert  65,  Whitaker  61,  Stewart  50,  Folk,  49, 
Galloway  49,  Haley  47,  Goldthwait  46. 

One  election  resulted:  Mrs.  Warren  Constant. 

Ballots  were  distributed  for  the  election  of  two  more  names, 
with  Mrs.  C.  T.  Butler  acting  as  Chairman  of  Counting  Tellers. 

Mrs.  Lee  Tidwell  very  ably  presented  “Building  for  Peace 
Through  Supply  Work  and  Institutions”.  She  stated  that  as  each 
woman  in  every  society  shared  her  gifts  of  money  or  supplies 
they  were  transformed  as  were  the  loaves  and  fishes.  Mrs.  Tid- 
well commended  some  gifts  sent  in  but  felt  other  gifts  sent  in 
supply  boxes  were  not  up  to  standard.  She  explained  there  was  a 
desperate  need  in  the  mission  fields  and  asked  each  woman  to 
inquire  of  herself  “How  acceptable  is  my  giving?”  Mrs.  Tidwell 
stressed  the  urgency  of  the  Korean  needs  and  this  be  met  in  all 
societies  as  soon  as  possible.  Mrs.  Tidwell  summed  it  up  in 
stating  that  “what  we  shared  we  had,  and  what  we  kept,  we  lost.” 

The  following  workers  of  our  Institutions  were  presented 
by  Mrs.  Tidwell:  Miss  Carolyn  Grisham  of  St.  Mark’s  Community 
Center;  Miss  Grisham  stated  their  greatest  need  at  the  Center 
was  a station  wagon.  Miss  Faye  Daves,  also  from  St.  Mark’s, 
thanked  the  societies  for  the  gifts  sent  them  and  asked  for  prayers 
for  St.  Mark’s.  Miss  Pearly  Maye  Kelly,  student  director  of  the 
Wesley  Foundation  at  Louisiana  Tech  in  Ruston,  La.  asked  for 
our  continued  prayers  and  interest  for  the  students  and  she  felt 
there  was  need  for  a better  understanding  between  the  students 
and  us.  Miss  Naomi  Windham  from  MacDonnll  School  in  Houma, 
La.  stated  that  a use  was  found  for  everything  sent  in  the  supply 
boxes  and  was  appreciative  for  all  that  was  sent  to  MacDonell. 

Miss  Elizabeth  Thompson,  Rural  Deaconess,  from  MacDonell, 
stated  that  from  the  gifts  sent  to  MacDonell,  Christian  leaders  are 
being  trained  to  help  bring  world  peace.  She  said  that  cash  sup- 
plies are  most  needed  at  MacDonell. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Turner  of  Dulac  Indian  Mission  were  grateful 
for  gifts  sent  the  mission  there  and  felt  that  Dulac  is  doing  its 
part  in  building  for  the  peace  of  the  world  through  education. 
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Improvement  is  being  made  on  the  recreational  program  and  play- 
ground. Children’s  clothing  being  Dulac’s  greatest  need. 

Miss  Margaret  Billingsley,  Missionary  from  China  but  leav- 
ing soon  for  the  African  field,  stated  there  was  a great  need  for 
nurses  and  doctors  in  Africa.  She  coveted  prayers  for  China  in 
these  critical  times. 

Mrs.  Tidwell  closed  this  inspiring  presentation  of  supply 
work  and  the  personnel  of  our  institutions  in  stating  that  these 
were  our  envoys  of  peace  all  around  the  world  and  at  home.  All 
the  delegated  body  stood  in  recognition  and  appreciation  for  these 
who  are  doing  such  splendid  work  in  their  own  areas. 

Mrs.  Laskey  stated  that  before  a report  on  the  balloting 
was  given  she  wanted  to  present  Dr.  Hotalen  from  the  Louisiana 
Moral  and  Civic  Foundation  who  thanked  the  Louisiana  Confer- 
ence W.S.C.S.  for  its  part  in  supporting  the  work  of  the  Founda- 
tion. He  felt  that  many  young  people  had  influenced  their  parents 
in  making  a pledge  of  total  abstinence.  He  mentioned  the  fact 
that  he  had  wonderful  cooperation  from  the  Catholic  Parochial 
Schools,  both  white  and  colored.  He  announced  a work  shop  to 
be  held  soon  and  called  attention  to  the  Annual  Convention  to 
he  held  in  Louisiana. 

Mrs.  Laskey  called  for  the  report  of  the  Tellers  which  was 
given  by  Mrs.  C.  B.  McEachern  as  follows:  153  ballots  cast — ma- 
jority of  77  required  to  elect.  Whitaker  91,  Lambert  71,  Stewart 
50,  Galloway  32,  Haley  24,  Folk  22,  Goldthwait  16. 

Mrs.  J.  C.  Whitaker  elected. 

Another  ballot  was  cast  to  elect  one  more  person — all  12 
Tellers  serving  at  this  time. 

The  ballots  were  distributed  and  votes  were  cast.  Mrs.  Laskey 
declared  the  ballot  closed.  The  Tellers  collected  the  ballots  and 
retired  to  count  the  vote. 

Mrs.  Laskey  made  announcement  concerning  lunch  to  be 
served  in  the  recreation  room  for  guests  before  departing  for 
home. 

“Building  for  Peace  Through  Our  Pledge”  was  presented  by 
the  Conference  Treasurer,  Mrs.  F.  E.  Kennon.  The  pledge  for 
1952-53  was  given  by  Mrs.  Kennon  to  be  $91,000  which  would 
necessitate  a 5%  increase  in  all  societies  giving.  She  urged  her 
local  society  to  pay  the  amount  budgeted  to  missions  and  make  a 
close  check  on  her  society  to  see  if  it  was  doing  its  part.  Mrs.  Ken- 
non felt  that  if  the  Kingdom  of  God  is  to  be  realized  there  must 
be  a revitalized  spiritual  force  and  today,  in  every  land,  the  fields 
were  white  unto  the  harvest.  Each  district’s  treasurer  came  for- 
ward and  pledged  the  following  amount  for  her  district;  Alexan- 
dria, $9,441.00;  Baton  Rouge,  $14,196.00;  Lake  Charles,  a$16, 411.00; 
Monroe,  $14,242.00;  New  Orleans,  $12,087;  Ruston,  $13,476.00; 
Shreveport,  $17,920.00.  The  total  of  $97,773.50.  A green  candle 
was  lighted  as  a symbol  of  consistent  growth  and  each  person 
was  asked  to  dedicate  her  time,  talent  and  work  to  take  God’s 
glow  to  those  at  home  and  over  the  world.  Mrs.  Laskey  closed 
this  meaningful  presentation  with  a dedicatory  prayer. 

The  report  of  the  Counting  Tellers  was  given  by  Mrs.  C.  B. 
McEachern  as  follows:  111  ballots  cast  with  1 spoiled  ballot — 
60  for  election.  Lambert  88,  Stewart  15,  Haley  7,  Goldthwait  4, 
Galloway  4,  Folk  1. 

Mrs.  P.  D.  Lambert  elected. 

It  was  moved  by  Mrs.  Sexton  that  the  three  highest  in  the 
first  ballot  be  made  alternate.  Investigation  showed  there  was  a 
tie  in  the  third  place,  so  Mrs.  Lee  Tidwell  moved  that  four  alter- 
nates instead  of  three  be  elected.  It  was  carried.  Thus  naming 
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the  following  as  alternates  to  Jurisdiction:  Mrs.  E.  E.  Stewart, 
Mrs.  Thomas  Folk,  Mrs.  John  Galloway  and  Mrs.  F.  C.  Haley. 

Mrs.  Laskey  invited  Mrs.  Sexton  to  the  platform  to  present 
Life  Memberships  to  the  retiring  officers  who  were:  Mrs.  Glen 
Nordyke,  Mrs.  G.  R.  Weaver,  Mrs.  S.  J.  Fairchild  and  Mrs.  E.  N. 
Jackson.  Mrs.  Sexton  also  was  to  install  the  new  officers.  Mrs. 
Laskey  paid  high  tribute  to  Mrs.  Sexton’s  twenty  years  of  con- 
secrated service  in  the  W.S.C.S.  Mrs.  Sexton  reminded  all  mem- 
bers that  they  were  “members  of  many  organization  but  belonged 
to  the  Ghurch”,  which  is  God’s  working  force  in  the  world.  Women 
of  this  day  must  measure  up  to  show  they  were  far-reaching  in 
their  thinkings  and  attitudes  in  order  that  their  horizon  not  be 
bound  by  narrowness  of  any  kind,  these  women  being  chosen, 
tested  people  who  were  willing  to  put  first  things  first.  Mrs.  Sexton 
closed  with  calling  attention  to  the  scripture  “Ye  have  not  chosen 
me,  but  I have  chosen  you.’’  Mrs.  Sexton  admonished  them  not 
to  be  negligent  for  God  had  chosen  them  to  render  this  service 
for  Him,  giving  them  the  promise  “And,  lo,  I am  with  you  always, 
even  to  the  end  of  the  world.” 

The  solo  “Master  Speak  To  Me”  was  beautifully  rendered. 

It  was  time  for  the  Quiet  Hour  which  would  be  the  closing 
meditation.  Mrs.  Laskey  stated  that  as  the  Conference  drew  to  an 
end,  that  it  would  close  on  a high  point  with  the  concluding  mes- 
sage brought  by  Dr.  Ivey.  Dr.  Ivey  stated  that  he  was  grateful 
for  having  received  the  invitation  to  conduct  the  Quiet  Hour  for 
the  Conference  and  commended  Mrs.  Laskey  very  highly  for  her 
gracious  manner  in  which  she  had  conducted  the  Conference.

A beautiful  prayer  solo  was  rendered  by  Mr.  G.  T.  White 
“How  Beautiful  Upon  the  Mountain”,  followed  with  the  Benedic- 
tion by  the  District  Superintendent. 

Mrs.  Laskey  declared  the  Twelfth  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  adjourned  and  asked  God’s 
peace  to  go  with  each  one  as  she  returned  to  her  home.

THE  ALEXANDRIA  DISTRICT 

The  Alexandria  District  has  shown  definite  improvement  in 
all  lines  of  organization,  from  the  local  level  through  the  zones 
to  the  district  program.  Our  zone  Training  Schools  and  excellent 
Missionary  Education  Seminar  are  proof  of  our  progress. 

Alexandria  District  has  1,419  members  in  36  societies  and 
12  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds.

Weaver  at  Flora,  La.,  Robeline,  and  Second  Methodist 
at  Natchitoches,  La. 

The  Missionary  Education  Seminar  was  held  at  First  Meth- 
odist Church,  Alexandria,  in  September  with  the  largest  attendance 
in  our  history.  178  women  registered  and  $171.31  worth  of  books 
were  sold  in  the  book  room.  During  the  year  40  Jurisdictional 
Recognition  credits  were  given  and  21  Efficiency  classes  were  held. 
1,234  Woman’s  Society  members  made  up  these  and  other  ap- 
proved and  special  study  classes.

BATON  ROUGE  DISTRICT 

As  the  last  year  of  the  Quadrenuim  draws  to  a close,  the 
Baton  Rouge  district  shows  progress  along  all  fronts.  We  did  not 
attain  our  goals,  but  the  fact  that  we  have  almost  doubled  our 
per  capita  giving  shows  that  we  are  progressing.  This  is  due,  to 
a great  extent,  to  renewed  interest  and  activity  in  the  Spiritual 
Life  Department. 

We  have  52  organized  societies  and  10  W.S.G.  v/ith  total 
membership  of  2048.  Thirteen  societies  are  using  the  modified  plan. 

Our  visitation  program  did  not  meet  with  great  success  as 
we  had  hoped.  However,  some  good  was  accomplished,  as  we 
gained  54  new  members  as  a result  of  it. 

Interest  is  growing  in  the  studies,  and  Baton  Rouge  District 
led  the  Conference  in  number  of  J.  R.  studies  this  year. 

A total  of  $1004.41  was  given  for  cash  supplies  through  the 
third  quarter,  and  a total  $7957.45  was  given  on  pledges  during 
that  same  period. 

A larger  number  of  societies  are  reporting  each  quarter,  and 
I believe  this  is  due  to  officer  training  in  zones  by  district  officers. 

We  have  20  unorganized  churches  in  Baton  Rouge  District. 
We  shall  continue  to  solicit  district  members  in  these  churches, 
most  of  which  are  too  small  to  have  a society. 

As  we  go  into  a new  year  and  a new  Quadrennium,  we  do 
so  with  renewed  determination  to  put  forth  our  greatest  effort 
for  the  advancement  of  God’s  Kingdom  through  the  Woman’s 
Society.

While  we  did  not  achieve  all  that  we  had  hoped  for  during  this 
quadrennium  we  are  filled  with  gratitude  for  the  efforts  of  every 
member  in  trying  to  help  us  build  a World  Christian  Community.

197  subscribers  to  the  World  Outlook  on  May  31,  1951  an- 
nual report  and  262  subscribers  on  1952  annual  report,  with  3 so- 
cieties reporting  every  officer  a subscriber.

RUSTON  DISTRICT

SHREVEPORT  DISTRICT 

The  Shreveport  District  has  42  Societies  and  16  Guilds  at  the 
close  of  the  fiscal  year  1951-52.  We  have  gained  one  new  Society, 
lost  one,  and  gained  2 Guilds.  Another  new  Society  has  been  or- 
ganized which  is  not  included  in  this  report.  Across  the  District 
373  women  have  been  added  to  our  membership,  167  have  been 
lost  for  various  reasons,  which  makes  our  net  increase  206.  The 
concerted  effort  of  the  W.S.C.S.  and  Guilds  in  the  Progressive  Vis- 
itation was  fruit  bearing  in  the  District  as  we  show  a net  in- 
crease of  166  members  over  last  year’s  increase.  Let  it  be  said, 
however,  that  the  fields  are  white  unto  the  harvest  as  we  have 
thousands  of  prospects  in  our  files.  As  long  as  there  is  an  un- 
affiliated Methodist  woman,  she  is  a prospect  and  our  responsi- 
bility to  enlist  her  in  the  women’s  work  of  our  great  church. 

The  amount  sent  to  the  District  Treasurer  on  appropri- 
ations from  the  W.S.C.S.  was  $19,471.61  and  from  the  Guilds,  $1,- 
633.76,  making  a total  of  $21,105.37.  In  “Love’s  Second  Mile  Giv- 
ing”, the  District  sent  $1,986.82  for  Cash  Supplies  and  the  Value 
of  Supplies  distributed  was  1,935.40. 

For  faithful  and  loving  service.  Societies  and  Guilds  pre- 
sented the  following  members:  77  Adult,  1 Life,  1 Life  Patron, 
1 Youth,  3 Junior  and  39  Baby. 

“To  Week  of  Prayer”  projects  the  District  contributed  $863,- 
00  with  37  Spiritual  Life  Secretaries  carrying  forward  the  work. 
It  is  the  hope  of  the  District  Officers  that  the  spiritual  life  of 
the  women  in  the  District  will  be  deepened  through  this  coming 
year  and  that  out  of  greater  consecration,  all  lines  of  work  will 
advance. 

The  enrollment  in  study  courses  was  1,850  with  38  Societies 
reporting  a Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service.  The 
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program  material  and  worship  booklets  were  also  widely  used  in 
the  District  thereby  increasing  the  quality  of  programs. 

The  District  showed  an  increase  in  the  use  of  our  finest  tool 
for  work,  “The  Methodist  Woman,”  with  594  subscriptions.  357 
subscriptions  to  “The  World  Outlook”  were  reported  which  also  was 
an  increase  of  35  over  last  year. 

There  were  38  Societies  with  a Christian  Social  Relations 
Secretary  and  30  maintain  an  active  Committee.  The  amount  spent 
for  Community  Needs  and  local  Church  activities  was  $9,977.27. 

Ab.  we  face  a new  quadrennium  with  the  five  emphases  of 
Spiritual  Growth,  a Widening  Fellowship,  a World  Church,  Peace, 
and  Missions  undergirded  by  a full  Discipleship,  we  pray  for  and 
trust  to  a Divine  wisdom  and  guidance  that  will  lead  us  into  pat- 
terns of  thought  and  action  “That  the  Kingdom  of  God  May  Be 
Realized.”

It  is  an  integral  part  of  the  total  program  of 
Christian  education.  Additional  sessions  at  times  other  than  the 
Sunday  Church  School  hours  provide  means  of  missionary  edu- 
cation. We  have  not  succeeded  as  well  as  we  would  like  in  this 
area,  but  some  progress  is  noted.  The  largest  number  of  churches 
reporting  additional  sessions  during  the  past  year  in  any  quarter 
was  fifty-three.  A number  of  churches  find  the  Sunday  Evening 
Fellowship  hour  an  appropriate  time  to  present  missionary  units 
to  children.  181  secretaries  reported  one  quarter — the  largest  num- 
ber on  record. 

Two  evident  weaknesses  appear  in  our  work.  Every  society 
does  not  have  a secretary  of  children’s  work  and  every  society 
that  does  have  one  does  not  always  report.  If  the  society  is  in  a 
church  where  there  is  a church  school,  there  is  an  opportunity 
and  a need  for  a secretary  of  children’s  work. 

Children  who  studied  “The  Church  in  Town  and  Country,” 
either  in  regular  sessions  or  additional  sessions,  had  new  appreci- 
ations and  understandings  formed.  Children’s  groups  for  the  cur- 
rent year  are  eagerly  engaged  in  the  study  of  “Latin  America” 
and  ‘Home  Missionaries  at  Work.” 

Many,  many  gifts  of  money  and  supplies  have  been  sent 
to  projects  in  the  homeland,  as  well  as  to  foreign  countries.  These 
gifts  have  not  always  been  channeled  through  the  treasurer  of 
the  Woman’s  Society,  nevertheless  children  are  reaching  out  in 
friendship,  sharing  and  love  to  others. 

Missionary  emphases  for  Methodist  children  in  1952-53  will 
relate  to  “Africa”  and  “American  Indians  and  Human  Rights.” 

The  conference  secretary  had  the  privilege  of  attending  the 
Leadership  School  for  the  Jurisdiction  last  summer  at  Mt.  Se- 
quoyah. A better  undertstanding  of  the  church's  program  of 
Christian  education  of  children  was  gained.  It  was  her  privilege 
also  to  present  missionary  education  plans  and  materials  at  two 
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summer  conferences  for  children’s  workers,  as  well  as  teach  in 
Vacation  Church  School  Institutes. 

Someone  has  said  that  if  we  wish  the  sacred  ideals  of  our 
country  to  endure,  and  to  lead  the  rest  of  mankind  into  freedom 
and  liberty,  fraternity,  and  equality  for  all,  then  we  must  carve 
them  upon  the  tablets  of  the  hearts  of  our  children.  First  by  our 
own  example,  and  next  by  our  teaching.  “For  your  children  are 
your  most  precious  possession  and  the  greatest  asset  of  any  peo- 
ple.’’

Conference  Secretary  of  Children’s  Work 

Recommendations  On  Children’s  Work 

1.  That  in  each  local  society  a secretary  of  children’s  work 
be  elected  who  is  a regular  worker  in  the  Sunday  morning  ses- 
sions of  the  Church  School  and  an  active  participant  in  the 
Woman’s  Society. 

2.  That  the  secretary  participate  actively  in  the  meetings 
of  the  council  of  children’s  workers,  that  she  plan  together  with 
these  leaders  for  the  missionary  education  of  children  during  the 
current  year  as  a part  of  the  total  program  of  Christian  education, 
and  that  she  see  groups  wherever  possible. 

3.  That  the  secretary  attend  an  Officer’s  Training  Day  of 
the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service,  and  that  she  take  ad- 
vantage of  other  opportunities  for  the  training  of  children’s  lead- 
ers that  may  be  offered  in  the  local  church,  in  the  district  or  in 
the  conference. 

4.  That  the  secretary  serve  as  a member  of  the  commit- 
tee on  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  co- 
operating with  the  committee  in  its  plans  to  continue  to  put  in 
action  the  Findings  of  White  House  Conference  on  Children  and 
Youth. 

5.  That  the  secretary,  in  line  with  the  plans  of  the  Wom- 
an’s Society,  actively  promote  the  emphasis  on  Christian  family 
life  during  the  current  year. 

6.  That  the  secretary  use  regularly  the  “World  Friendship 
Bulletin,”  published  quarterly  in  'Tlie  Methodist  Woman  for  local 
secretaries  of  children’s  work,  and  read  each  month  the  section 
that  relates  to  children’s  work. 

7.  That  the  secretary  use  the  “Calendar  of  Activities”  as 
the  guide  for  her  work  during  the  year.

Report  of  Christian  Social  Relations 

The  many  areas  covered  by  Christian  Social  Relations  have 
kept  the  woman  in  the  local  Societies  of  Christian  Service  in 
the  Louisiana  Conference  busy  through  the  year.  It  is  interesting 
to  a Conference  Secretary  to  watch  the  different  emphases  of 
the  work  in  various  places,  and  yet  it  is  all  co-ordinated  into 
the  same  general  pattern. 

The  emphasis  of  the  National  Citizen’s  Roll  Call  has  been 
carried  out  more  thoroughly  in  some  places  than  in  others.  One 
Secretary  reported  that  every  woman  in  town  had  been  contacted 
about  registering  and  voting.  No  doubt  this  Roll  Call  has  had 
some  effect  in  the  greatly  increased  number  of  those  registered 
and  voting  in  the  last  election. 

The  Study,  The  Family — A Christian’s  Concern,  has  been  of 
exceptional  interest,  partly  because  it  comes  “right  Home”  to  all 
of  us,  and  partly  because  of  the  increased  knowledge  that  it  is 
only  in  the  hands  of  little  children  that  we  can  look  for  peace 
in  the  future.  Therefore,  there  is  a greater  concern  for  their 
welfare,  for  their  needs,  not  only  in  our  own  family  and  com- 
munity, but  in  the  world. 

It  was  an  exceptional  privilege  for  the  Conference  Secretary 
to  attend  the  National  Conference  on  Family  Life  in  Chicago  Oct. 
14-16.  Some  of  the  most  outstanding  leaders  of  the  Methodist 
Church  were  among  the  speakers,  representatives  from  every  state. 
Alaska,  Hawaii,  and  Puerto  Rico  attended.  Real  study  and  active 
participation  took  place  in  the  “Work-Groups.”  This  Conference 
was  part  of  the  program  of  ADVANCE  of  the  whole  church. 

Many  Societies  have  helped  in  the  pledge  we  have  made  to 
the  support  of  Dr.  Vernon  White,  who  is  going  over  the  state  teach- 
ing the  evils  of  alcohol  to  the  young  people,  particularly  those  in 
high  schools.  Because  of  the  interest  in  his  work,  many  Societies 
have  the  Special  Studies  on  Alcohol. 
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There  was  a wide  observance  of  United  Nations  Day.  Some 
co-operated  with  other  organizations  in  a community  observance, 
others  had  local  church  observance.  Some  very  unusual  programs 
were  carried  out. 

The  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds  have  become  C.S.R.  conscious, 
and  are  observing  the  various  special  days,  have  had  the  Family 
Study,  have  helped  with  the  Alcohol  Education  Project,  and  have 
conducted  outstanding  meetings  with  the  local  Society  and  others 
invited. 

There  have  been  more  and  more  response  to  the  requests 
for  letters  to  Senators  and  Congressmen.  Many  protests  were  sent 
on  the  appointment  of  an  Ambassador  to  the  Vatican,  and  more 
recently  concerning  Universal  Military  Training. 

So  the  field  of  endeavor  grows  constantly  wider,  and  our 
women  are  thinking  more  and  more  along  lines  that  will  eventual- 
ly lead  to  a wide  World  Christian  Community.

Recommendations — Christian  Social  Relations 

Alcohol  Education:  Because  of  the  impact  on  the  family  of 
increased  advertising  of  alcoholic  beverages  through  television  pro- 
grams, we  recommend:  : 

That  we  support  legislation  making  illegal  the  interstate 
advertising  of  alcoholic  beverages. 

That  we  again  assess  ourselves  25c  per  member  in  each 
local  Society  to  apply  on  the  pledge  already  voted  by  Conference 
toward  the  support  of  Dr.  Vernon  White,  as  he  goes  to  the 
schools  to  teach. 

Christian  Family:  Recognizing  the  importance  of  the  Chris- 
tian family,  from  which  must  come  the  spiritual  resources,  the  sense 
of  values,  the  insights  of  moral  responsibility,  we  recommend: 

That  every  Society  complete  a study  of  “The  Family — A 
Christian’s  Concern”,  before  the  quarter  ending  Aug.  31,  1952. 

That  we  constantly  plan  for  a program  in  the  local  church 
that  will  undergird  the  lives  of  our  children  and  youth  with  spir- 
itual resources. 

That  we  remember  the  welfare  of  the  world’s  children,  and 
urge  our  own  Congressmen  to  back  such  appropriations  to  United 
Nations  International  Children’s  Emergency  Fund  as  shall  be  our 
full  share. 
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peace:  Because  we  believe  that  the  United  Nations  is  now 
our  best  organization,  for  the  establishment  of  peace  around  the 
world,  we  recommend: 

That  we  continue  to  publicize  locally,  in  our  church  and 
community  the  accomplishments  of  the  U.  N. 

Interracial  and  Interfaith:  Since  the  actions  of  our  courts 
are  often  colored  by  what  the  court  officials  think  is  the  climate 
of  public  opinion,  and  thus  justice  is  defeated,  we  recommend: 

That  the  Methodist  women  visit  the  courts  by  twos,  especi- 
ally in  cases  bearing  directly  on  discrimination  against  minority 
groups. 

Universal  Military  Training:  We  believe  that  the  Selective 
Service  Law  will  provide  necessary  personnel  for  meeting  the  pres- 
ent emergency,  and  that  to  enact  any  form  of  Universal  Military 
Training  now,  will  be  contrary  to,  and  destructive  of,  the  basic 
principles  on  which  this  nation  was  founded.  Therefore,  we  recom- 
mend: 

That  every  Methodist  woman  write  her  own  Congressman, 
and  also  Representative  Carl  Vinson,  Chairman  of  the  Armed 
Forces  Committee  of  the  House,  opposing  the  passing  of  any  legis- 
lation that  will  require  Universal  Military  Training.  By  so  doing, 
we  shall  be  underg.irding  and  upholding  the  statements  of  our 
own  Council  of  Bishops  of  the  Methodist  Church. 

National  Citizen’s  Roll  Call:  Because  we  believe  that  the 
times  in  which  we  live  call  for  an  awakened  citizenry,  we  recom- 
mend: 

That  every  Methodist  woman  become  a registered  voting 
Christian. 


REPORT  OF 

THE  SECRETARY  OF  MISSIONARY  EDUCATION  AND  SERVICE 

March,  1951 

Since  there  has  been  no  report  for  the  year  1950-51,  and 
only  one  quarter  to  report  in  this  new  year.  Since  our  Confer- 
ence met  in  October,  1951,  I should  like  to  tell  you  of  some  of 
our  work  over  that  period. 

For  the  year  1950-51; 

Enrolled  in  study  classes  (until  June  1,  1951),  16,121. 

Enrolled  in  Approved  Classes,  11,966. 

Jurisdiction  Recognition  Credits  (13  WSG),  146. 

Efficiency  Classes,  160. 

Special  Classes,  95. 

Report  of  the  School  of  Missions,  Centenary  College 
Shreveport,  La.,  August  27-31,  1961 

Four  Approved  Studies  taught,  seven  Departmental  Clinics 
held  and  three  Workshops.  The  Clinics  and  Workshops  were  taught 
by  Conference  Officers.  A missionary  from  Latin  America  was  used 
as  a Resource  person.  Two  movies  and  a film  strip  were  shown 
in  connection  with  the  Home  and  Foreign  studies.  A Quiet  Hour 
was  observed  in  the  dormitories  each  night,  -planned  by  our  Con- 
ference Secretary  of  Spiritual  Life.  Mrs.  Guy  Hicks  led  the  early 
morning  devotions  for  the  whole  school.  Dr.  Guy  Stokes  of  Emory 
University,  was  the  platform  speaker  at  night.  There  was  an  en- 
rollment of  214,  with  148  credits  given.  Recommendations  for  im- 
proving the  School  next  year:  More  space  for  those  who  wish  to 
stay  in  dormitories;  a laboratory  school  or  some  other  arrange- 
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ments  so  that  mothers  may  come  and  bring  their  children;  air- 
conditioning  of  class  rooms  and  lecture  hall  would  be  far  more 
comfortable. 

Report  of  8 Seminars,  Last  Two  Weeks  of  September,  1951 

There  was  a gain  of  over  100  in  the  attendance  of  the 
Seminars  this  year,  1,242  registering.  Out  of  the  287  societies  re- 
ported in  the  Conference,  only  108  secretaries  of  Missionary  Edu- 
cation registered.  This  is  the  weakest  point  in  our  Seminars,  since 
the  Missionary  Education  secretary  is  responsible  for  all  the  studies. 
It  was  an  improvement  over  1950,  however.  There  were  68  district 
officers,  9 Conference  officers  and  2 jurisdiction  officers  attend- 
ing. Offering,  $303.12.  There  were  401  Outlines  for  study  sold  at 
the  Seminars  and  116  sold  at  the  School  of  Missions,  making  a total 
of  517  sold  this  year.  Since  this  is  quite  a gain  over  the  number 
sold  last  year,  we  feel  it  means  that  more  societies  are  planning 
to  study  this  year.  After  all  expenses  were  paid,  there  is  a balance 
to  be  used  for  itineration  of  the  officers  who  teach  in  the  Semi- 
nars this  year.  Much  time  was  spent  in  planning  the  Seminars 
this  past  year  in  every  District.  Many  Guild  members  attended, 
especially  in  the  Lake  Charles  District  where  the  Seminar  was 
held  on  Saturday.  The  bookroom  sales  were  well  above  normal, 
$1,018.32.  The  bookrooms  were  most  attractive  and  from  the  num- 
ber of  books  sold,  we  are  more  convinced  that  more  studying  is 
being  planned.  Thanks  go  to  the  Conference  officers  itinerating. 

We  have  only  three  new  Foreign  Projects  to  report  over  last 
year:  Rodessa  Society,  Harris  Memorial  Training  School,  Manila, 
Philippines,  $20;  First  Church,  Lake  Charles,  Porte  Alegre,  Brazil, 
Colegio  Americano,  $50;  New  Orleans,  Napoleon  Ave.,  Lucie  Har- 
rison Girls  School,  Lahore  Pakistan,  $20.00.  That  brings  our  total 
to  18  Foreign  Projects,  with  a total  giving  of  $1,140.00. 

Two  new  J 3’s  were  added  to  our  list  of  missionaries  whose 
salaries  the  Louisiana  Conference  is  responsible  for:  Miss  Charlie 
Hampton  and  Miss  Gretchen  Elston,  both  from  Shreveport,  La., 
who  sailed  for  Japan  in  July,  1951.  Miss  Elma  Ashby,  our  nurse 
serving  in  S.  Rhodesia,  Africa,  was  in  New  Orleans  for  several 
weeks  last  fall  taking  special  training  at  Charity  Hospital  before 
her  return  to  Africa.  She  is  now  stationed  in  a hospital  in  Old 
Umtali,  S.  Rhodesia.  She  was  a speaker  at  the  New  Orleans  Semi- 
nar, showing  pictures  of  her  work. 

Plans  for  the  1952  School  of  Missions  were  made  by  the 
Summer  School  Committee  at  the  Executive  Meeting  preceding 
the  Conference  in  Monroe,  Oct.  22,  1951.  They  are  too  lengthy  to 
include  in  this  report.  The  School  has  been  set  up,  and  teachers 
secured  for  August  25-29.

MISSIONARY  EDUCATION  AND  SERVICE 
Recommendations : 1952-53 

1.  That  Secretaries  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service  em- 
phasize at  every  opportunity: 

a.  The  use  of  missionary  materials  in  circle  programs 
of  the  local  society. 

b.  The  need  for  secretaries  (both  district  and  local)  to 
keep  files  of  the  field  leaflets  to  be  used  in  regular 
meetings,  circle  meetings  and  for  special  programs. 

c.  The  responsibility  of  the  local  secretary  to  provide 
missionary  information  at  each  monthly  meeting  of 
the  society,  whether  or  not  the  society  supports  a special 
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project. 

d.  The  necessity  for  local  secretaries  of  missionary  edu- 
cation of  the  Woman’s  Society  to  secure  from  the  local 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild  unit  its  activities  in  the  area 
of  Missionary  Education  and  to  report  the  same  each 
quarter,  indicating  where  information  concerning  the 
Guild  is  included. 

2.  That  societies  using  the  modified  plan  of  organization 
make  a report  through  their  promotion  secretary  each  quarter, 
and  that  District  Secretaries  secure  this  information  each  quarter 
from  the  District  Secretary  of  Promotion  and  include  this  informa- 
tion on  their  district  reports. 

3.  That,  since  some  33  societies  in  our  Conference  do  not 
have  a secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service,  that  Dis- 
trict Secretaries  study  their  area  and  make  every  effort  to  have 
the  number  of  local  secretaries  equal  to  the  number  of  societies 
in  the  conference. 

4.  That  District  Secretaries  seek  to  have  at  least  80%  of 
their  local  secretaries  attend  Seminars. 

5.  That  District  Secretaries  strive  to  have  100%  reporting 
from  their  local  secretaries,  giving  information  concerning  the  re- 
ports whenever  there  is  an  opportunity. 

6.  Efficiency  standards  should  be  kept  before  the  societies 
by  the  District  Secretaries. 

7.  That  District  Secretaries,  especially  in  districts  poorly 
represented  at  the  School  of  Missions,  do  all  in  their  power  to  in- 
terest their  secretaries  in  having  a representative  group  attend 
the  School  for  training.

Plans  for  the  1952  Schools  of  Missions  and  Christian  Ser- 
vice are  well  in  hand.  Three  Approved  Courses  are  offered  this 
year  and  the  following  teachers  have  been  secured  for  these 
courses: 

AFRICA — -The  Foreign  Study — Mrs,  E.  H.  Farmer,  405  Mar- 
ket St.,  Glasgow,  Mo.  Mrs.  Farmer  is  the  So.  Central  Jurisdiction 
Secretary  of  Foreign  Work  and  a former  missionary  to  Africa. 

HOME  MISSION  AND  HUMAN  RIGHTS— A combination  of 
study  along  Christian  Social  Relation  lines  and  Home  Missions — 
Miss  Emma  Burris,  150  Fifth  Ave.,  New  York — Executive  Secretary 
of  Social  Service,  Woman’s  Division  of  Christian  Service. 

PREFACE  TO  THE  BIBLE— The  Bible  Study— Dean  R.  E. 
Smith,  Shreveport,  La.  Dean  Smith  has  offered  to  teach  this  course 
gratis. 

These  teachers  and  the  courses  to  be  taught  have  been  re- 
ported to  the  Board  of  Christian  ducation,  Bentley  Sloane,  so  that 
they  may  become  accredited  to  teach.  The  first  publicity  which  has 
been  prepared  to  be  distributed  to  the  Conference  body,  has  been 
sent  to  each  of  these  teachers. 

Two  missionaries  from  Africa  were  contacted  at  the  Jurisdic- 
tion Conference,  Miss  Edith  Martin  and  Miss  Ethel  Homfeldt  and 
asked  to  serve  as  resource  persons  at  the  School,  but  both  were 
returning  to  Africa  in  June.  Miss  Alpha  Miller,  who  has  been  ser- 
ving at  a Boarding  School  in  Quessua,  Angola  Conference,  Africa, 
has  been  asked  to  come  in  that  capacity.  She  is  now  on  furlough 
and  at  Scarritt  College.  Have  not  had  a reply  to  our  request  as 
yet. 

The  recommendations  made  at  the  Executive  Meeting  in  Mon- 
roe, October,  1951,  were  accepted,  so  we  will  plan  for  a Quiet  Time 
to  be  held  in  dormitories  this  year;  more  books  will  be  bought  for 
the  library  of  the  School  of  Missions  from  the  sum  in  that  fund; 
we  will  request  the  use  of  the  Science  Bldg,  for  all  our  classes  again 
this  year;  we  will  have  our  own  programs  mimeographed  as  we  did 
last  year;  we  will  continue  to  collect  a pre-registration  of  room  fee 
of  $1.00;  a laboratory  school  for  small  children  be  planned  if  at 
all  possible  to  house  the  added  numbers. 

We  will  have  four  Workshops  at  the  School  this  year  as  fol- 
lows: 
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1.  Program  Bldg,  in  two  sections — In  Societies  with  Circles, 
in  Societies  without  Circles. 

2.  Channeling  Missionary  Information — Sources  of  Mission- 
ary Information,  Methods  of  Channeling  Missionary  Information. 
Best  Uses  of  Missionary  Information. 

3.  Administration  and  Publicity  (Presidents  and  Recording 
Secretaries  will  be  especially  interested) — How  to  conduct  a meet- 
ing, Parliamentary  Procedure,  How  to  Build  an  Agenda,  Publicity 
for  the  Society — Good  Press  Relations. 

4.  Study  and  Action — Teaching  Techniques  for  the  Approved 
Studies,  Action  Growing  Out  of  Studies,  Program,  and  other  Edu- 
cational Opportunities. 

Departmental  Clinics  will  be  led  by  the  following  Confer- 
ence Secretaries : 

Christian  Social  Relations — President  and  Promotion  Secre- 
tary combined. 

Missionary  Education — Recording  Secretary. 

Spiritual  Life — Vice-President  - SCecretary  of  Literature  and 
Publications. 

Since  plans  for  the  School  of  Missions  and  Christian  Service 
are  channeled  through  the  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education,  it  is 
recommended  that  she  be  made  either  Dean  or  Chairman.  (Directive 
from  Elizabeth  Stinson) 

It  was  voted  that  the  newly-elected  Secretary  of  Missionary 
Education  be  made  dean  and  chairman  of  the  School  of  Missions. 

The  Jurisdiction  Library  has  been  requested  and  will  be  sent 
to  us  from  a Texas  Conference  using  it  the  week  before  our  School. 
Requests  for  the  Library  are  now  to  be  made  to  Mrs.  Cole,  Juris- 
diction Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications.  It  was  voted  that 
Mrs.  W.  R.  Simmons,  Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publication, 
Shreveport  District,  be  asked  to  take  charge  of  the  School  of 
Missions  Library. 

I would  recommend  that  Visual  Aids  be  used  for  all  studies 
that  lend  themselves  to  this  form  of  learning,  the  actual  movies 
or  slides  to  be  decided  on  later  when  the  Visual  Aid  Department 
informs  us  of  those  films  available  for  use  this  year.  Approved. 

It  was  recommended  that  Mrs.  E.  E.  Stewart  be  asked  to 
be  registration  Chairman  again  this  year,  having  the  registration 
cards  marked  with  her  name,  and  having  the  money  and  registra- 
tion sent  to  her.  Those  registering  at  the  School  late  will  be  asked 
to  pay  the  fee  of  $1.00,  making  all  room  registration  subject  to 
a fee.  Those  who  come  for  one  day  at  a time  to  attend  the  classes 
shall  pay  a fee  of  50c  a class  (that  is  50c  each  time  they  attend  i. 
Secretaries  in  the  classroom  should  be  instructed  to  collect  these 
fees  and  turn  them  over  to  the  Dean.  I would  also  recommend 
that  space  be  put  on  the  registration  card  for  the  name  of  the 
district  from  which  the  students  come.  We  need  this  information 
for  our  records.  That  registration  cards  be  mailed  out  not  later 
than  early  in  July  to  each  local  secretary  through  the  conference 
secretary  having  a departmental  clinic,  these  cards  and  publicity 
being  channeled  from  the  conference  secretary  of  missionary  edu- 
cation to  the  conference  officers  for  local  mailing.  Approved. 

It  was  recommended  that  Mr.  Morehead  of  Centenary  College 
be  contacted  and  the  number  of  rooms  available  to  the  School  of 
Mission  be  in  the  hands  of  the  Dean  well  in  advance  of  the 
School  so  that  the  Registrar  may  have  this  information,  and  that 
he  also  be  contacted  concerning  the  use  of  the  Science  Bldg,  for 
all  classes.  Approved. 

That  a schedule  of  classes  and  Departmental  Clinics  and 
Workshops  be  mimeographed  with  time  and  place  for  each  one 
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and  that  this  be  given  to  each  student  upon  registration  the 
morning  of  the  25th  of  August  when  they  register  at  the  School.

The  term  of  service  in  Alaska,  Hawaii,  and  Puerto  Rico  is  three 
years. 

3.  That  missionary  women  keep  young  people  informed  as 
to  the  kind  of  workers  most  needed  such  as  teachers  of  Bible,  Eng- 
lish, Music,  Home  Economics,  Kindergarten,  nurses,  doctors,  lab- 
oratory technicians;  and  social  workers  for  both  urban  and  rural 
centers. 

4.  That  greater  effort  be  given  to  the  follow-up  of  Camp 
Work  in  the  Conference  during  the  summer. 

5.  That  there  be  closer  cooperation  with  directors  of  Wes- 
ley Foundations  and  that  advance  publicity  be  given  to  the  visits 
of  Personel  Workers  to  the  College  Campuses. 

6.  That  there  be  greater  use  of  “Concern”,  “Motive”, 
“Methodist  Service  Projects”,  and  “The  Methodist  Woman.” 

7.  That  we  keep  youth  supplied  with  the  rich  and  inspiring 
missionary  personnel  literature  that  is  available. 

8.  That  our  women  share  with  each  other  successful  methods 
of  recruiting  that  have  brought  good  results. 

9.  That  District  Secretaries  report  annually  to  the  Confer- 
ence Secretary,  and  that  the  Conference  Secretary  reports  annually 
to  the  Jurisdictional  Secretary.

2.  A study  be  made  of  the  causes  of  non-membership  and 
lapsed  membership  in  the  society  and  guild  which  will  be  followed 
by  constructive  action. 
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3.  The  Woman’s  Society  in  cooperation  with  the  local  Church 
assume  its  responsibility  for  “Moving  Populations”.  (See  leaflet 
“The  Church  Job  in  My  Job”  plus  article  “Changing  Patterns”  in 
the  February  Methodist  Woman.) 

4.  The  District  Secretary  of  Promotion  and  the  District  Presi- 
dent continue  to  cultivate  possible  “District  Members”. 

II.  That  use  be  made  of  the  following  helps  for  promotion; 

1.  The  infiividual  membership  committment  which  will  be 
prepared  on  “What  can  I do  that  the  kingdom  of  God  may  be  real- 
ized?” 

2.  The  goal  Chart  or  Standard  of  Excellence  which  will  be 
developed  for  the  local  society. 

3.  The  filmstrip  which  is  being  prepared  on  leadership  train- 
ing with  the  first  emphasis  the  work  of  the  Membership  Com- 
mittee. 

4.  The  summary  sheet  to  be  included  in  each  Record  and  Re- 
port Book  as  a means  to  more  accurate  reporting. 

5.  A carefully  prepared  pledge  service  for  local,  district  and 
conference  societies  which  will  help  our  members  to  realize  what 
their  giving  does  both  for  the  program  and  for  themselves. 

6.  Plans  for  Seminars  on  Publicity  and  Public  Relations 
as  they  are  promoted  by  the  Woman’s  Division. 

7.  Our  magazines — “The  Methodist  Woman”  and  “World 
Outlook”  to  increase  our  efficiency  as  officers  and  as  members  and 
to  create  the  feeling  that  the  local  church  is  a part  of  the  World 
Church. 

III.  That  notices  of  zone  meetings  shall  be  sent  a month  or  more 
in  advance  to  the  president  and  secretary  of  promotion  of  each 
Society  in  the  zone,  to  the  president  of  each  Guild,  to  pastors  of 
all  churches  within  the  zone,  and  to  all  “District  Members”  within 
the  zone.  Publicity  and  funds  for  the  expenses  of  zone  meetings 
shall  be  provided  according  to  District  plans. 

IV.  That  officer  training  be  provided  on  conference,  district  and 
local  levels  with  the  recognition  of  the  fact  that  new  officers  con- 
stantly are  assuming  responsibility  and  that  an  immediate  knowledge 
of  the  work  of  the  Society  is  essential  for  carrying  out  their  duties 
effectively.

November-Present  goals  in  a clever  original  manner.  Co- 
operate in  having  a membership  tea. 

December — Send  all  reports  by  December  1.  Plan  a special 
January  program  to  give  thanks  for  Advance. 

January — Assist  in  recognition  service  for  new  members  as 
well  as  the  Thanksgiving  for  Advance. 
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February — Begin  to  round  up  reports.  See  that  your  society 
elects  a committee  on  nominations. 

March- — Send  all  reports  by  March  1.  Publicize  and  arrange 
for  your  society  to  be  well  represented  at  Conference  and  District 
meetings  including  new  members. 

April-Check  on  the  goals.  Be  sure  that  your  society  will 
meet  them.  Participate  in  election  of  officers. 

May— Installation  of  officers.  Send  list  of  new  officers  to 
district  promotion  secretary.  Assist  president  in  setting  up  an  of- 
ficer training  day. 


SPIRITUAL  LIFE 

Report  for  Year  Ending  May  31,  1952 

As  we  approach  the  end  of  the  year  which  also  marks  the 
close  of  another  quadrennium,  we  take  pride  in  recording  the  fol- 
lowing high  lights: 

1 —  Reports  show  an  increase  over  last  year,  more  concern 
and  interest,  as  well  as  growth  and  progress  have  been  registered 
in  many  areas. 

2 —  Week  of  prayer  observances  indicate  increased  attend- 
ance and  offerings.  Well  planned  Day  Apart  services  with  much 
participation  and  good  response  were  repeatedly  reported.

6 —  Activities,  Cooperation  in  church-wide  Evangelistic  cam- 
paign. Prayer  vigils,  promotion  of  Altar  Time  at  regular  services. 
Material  for  shut-ins — better  devotionals,  and  a greater  promotions 
for  Prayer  Groups.

{Methodist  Woman,  Feb.,  1951)  and  “A  Call  to  Special  Prayer” 
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by  the  Council  of  Bishops  (see  back  cover  of  February  Shepherds, 
1951). 

2.  In  complying  with  the  request  of  the  Mid-Century  White 
House  Conference  on  Children  and  Youth  we  recommend  that 
the  Spiritual  Life  Committee  make  every  effort  to  cooperate  and 
find  ways  of  giving  guidance  to  the  strengthening  and  enrichment 
of  family  life.  We,  therefore,  most  heartily  recommend  an  earnest 
study  of  that  report. 

3.  We  suggest  that  a Calendar  of  Spiritual  Life  Activities 
be  used  as  a pattern  for  the  continuous  promotion  of  this  work 
which  reads  as  follows: 

FIRST  QUARTER: 

June — Order  all  needed  Spiritual  Life  materials  including 
new  report  blanks — Promote  Prayer  groups.  Local  secretaries  check 
with  local  pastor  on  shut-ins  and  program  of  Evangelism — Be  alert 
as  a member  of  Program  Committee  in  helping  plan  inspirational 
Worship  services. 

July — School  of  Missions,  Mt.  Sequoyah  — Watch  Methodist 
Woman -for  subjects  and  books  pertaining  to  Spiritual  Life  AND 
SECURE  those  needed.  Promote  Fellowship  of  Intercession  in  WSCS 
and  Guild.  Present  Prayer  projects. 

August — Promote  use  of  Prayer  Calendar  (new  and  begins 
with  September)  — Prepare  through  study  and  prayer  for  Semi- 
nars — Promote  Spiritual  Life  Bookshelf, 

SECOND  QUARTER: 

September — Help  promote  fall  study  — Check  with  pastors 
on  shut-ins  and  other  groups  in  need  of  Spiritual  ministry. 

October  — Help  promote  Week  of  Prayer  and  Self-Denial. 
Observe  Quiet  Day  or  Retreat. 

November — Thanksgiving  — Plan  special  service  with  Thank 
Offering  for  needy,  cooperate  with  other  groups. 

THIRD  QUARTER: 

December — Sponsor  “Christian  Family  Worship  Service”  (or- 
der from  Service  Department,  P.  O.  Box  871,  Nashville,  Tenn.) 
Revitalize  Prayer  Groups,  organize  new  ones  — Check  with  pastors 
on  plans  for  Watch  Night  Services,  Special  Christmas  Services  — 
Sponsor  a publicity  campaign  to  send  only  Christmas  greetings 
which  bear  a Christmas  message  and  these  in  keeping  with  the 
blessed  season  (It  would  be  well  to  begin  in  November). 

January — Observe  Epiphany  (January  6)  — Help  promote 
Watch  Night  Services  — Sponsor  approved  Bible  Study  for  WSCS 
and  Guild. 

February — Plan  with  pastor  for  Week  of  Dedication  — Help 
promote  Race  Relations  Study  and  World  Day  of  Prayer  — Check 
on  Prayer  Projects. 

FOURTH  QUARTER: 

March — Promote  The  Sanctuary,  Passion  Week  and  other 
Lenten  materials  — Cooperate  with  pastor  in  planning  Lenten  Ser- 
vices — Play  Day  Apart. 

April — Check  on  the  following;  Shut-ins,  Fellowship  of  Inter- 
cession, Prayer  Projects,  Upper  Room,  Spiritual  Life  Bookshelf. 
Bring  to  attention  of  the  group  any  weaknesses. 

May — Check  on  activities  that  have  strengthened  the  Spiritual 
life  of  your  society — its  progress  and  needs.  Make  recommendations 
for  next  year. 
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STATUS  OF  WOMEN 

Mrs.  F.  C.  Haley,  Secretary 

Lives  and  great  issues  were  at  stake  when  Mordecai  chal- 
lenged Queen  Esther:  “Who  knoweth  whether  thou  art  come  to  the 
kingdom  for  such  a time  as  this?” 

This  question  might  well  be  put  today  to  the  secretary  of 
Status  of  Women.  Certainly  no  “such  time  as  this”  was  ever  present 
for  Methodist  women.  Surveys  and  studies  that  have  been  made 
by  our  great  Methodist  Church  led  to  the  conviction  that  women 
ought  to  be  given  larger  opportunity  to  develop  and  use  their  pow- 
ers. Perhaps  it  was  true  long  ago  that  women  could  do  little.  How- 
ever, her  status,  power,  and  influence  are  vastly  different  today. 
She  may  do  what  she  wills  to  do  for  such  a time  as  this. 

As  more  societies  understand  the  challenge  of  having  a sec- 
retary of  Status  of  Women,  the  number  of  secretaries  in  our  Lou- 
isiana Conference  continues  to  increase.  There  were  137  in  1949-50; 
150  in  1950-51;  183  in  1951-52  for  the  second  quarter.  These  women 
are  aware  that  the  actual  work  of  this  office  is  to  see  what  the 
women  in  the  local  church  can  do  to  witness  for  Christ  and  then 
to  see  that  they  are  given  a chance  to  participate  where  they  can 
serve  to  the  best  of  their  abilities. 

The  secretaries  of  Status  of  Women  have  been  most  active 
in  promoting  the  National  Citizens  Roll  Call.  With  the  important 
elections  of  1952  this  was  a most  significiant  endeavor. 

It  is  a continuing  inspriation  to  have  more  societies  keeping 
scrapbooks  on  outstanding  women,  discussing  news  events  relating 
to  women’s  status,  discovering  the  abilities  of  women  in  the 
church,  promoting  community  projects,  and  suggesting  women  for 
positions  of  leadership  in  civic  affairs  in  the  community,  parish, 
state,  and  nation. 

Because  women  are  born  neighbors,  there  is  a marked  in- 
terest in  the  status  of  women  at  home  and  around  the  world. 
Radio  and  airplane  have  practically  annihilated  distance  and  made 
the  whole  world  a neighborhood.  The  status  of  women  in  China, 
Japan,  Korea,  Latin  America,  and  Africa  is  a challenge  to  the 
women  in  the  Methodist  Church.  Let  us  dedicate  ourselves  here 
and  now  to  think  not  in  terms  of  individuals  or  communities  or 
provinces  but  in  terms  of  the  world. 

“Speak,  Lord,  in  the  stillness  while  I wait  on  Thee; 

Hushed  my  heart  to  listen  in  expectancy.” 

Recommendations  for  Status  of  Women 

1.  That  every  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  have 
a secretary  of  Status  of  Women  who  will  feel  her  responsibility 
as  a member  of  the  program  committee.  She  should  have  a com- 
prehensive knowledge  of  the  whole  program  of  the  society  and 
be  ready  to  suggest  women  to  participate  in  different  phases  of  the 
society. 

2.  That  the  Stauts  of  Women  Handbook  be  used  for  study 
and  presentation  at  society  meetings.  Where  there  is  no  Status  of 
Women  Secretary,  the  President  and  Promotion  Secretary  should 
urge  the  use  of  the  Handbook. 

3.  That  the  Status  of  Women  secretary  be  the  chairman  of 
the  nominating  committee. 

4.  That  the  service  activity  cards  be  used  throughout  the 
church.  Keep  them  on  file  and  up-to-date.  This  is  called  a “Talent 
Library.” 

5.  That  there  be  cooperation  with  agencies  that  will  raise 
the  status  of  women  in  the  economic,  political,  educational,  and 
religious  fields. 
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6.  That  the  Status  of  Women  secretary  cooperate  with  the 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild  in  interesting  and  enlisting  well  qualified 
women  for  full  time  Christian  service. 

7.  That  women  be  encouraged  to  serve  on  church  boards 
where  policy  making  is  formed. 

8.  That  the  election  of  women  as  delegates  to  the  District, 
Annual,  Jurisdiction,  and  General  Conferences  be  stressed. 

9.  That  Christian  women  be  urged  to  accept  civic  and  po- 
litical offices. 

10.  That  participation  in  the  National  Citizens  Roll  Call  of 
Methodist  Women  be  continued.  This  is  a most  important  responsi- 
bility with  election  year  in  1952. 

11.  That  a day  comparable  to  Laymen’s  Day  be  set  aside 
in  the  church  program  for  laywomen. 

12.  That  wide  use  be  made  of  the  brochure,  “Power  and 
Influence”  which  was  sent  to  Ecumenical  Conference.  It  will  have 
helpful  information  for  program  and  study  groups.  Another  new 
booklet  is  “Methodist  Women  and  Their  Status.” 

13.  That  a scrapbook  project  be  kept  of  all  outstanding 
women  in  the  current  news. 

14.  That  some  community  project  be  promoted  or  shared 
for  the  betterment  of  the  status  of  women. 

15.  That  all  reports  be  sent  on  time.  A calendar  for  re- 
porting as  follows:  Local  secretaries  report  to  District  secretaries 
by  August  31,  November  30,  February  28,  May  31. 

District  secretaries  report  to  the  Conference  secretary  by 
September  10,  December  10,  March  10,  June  10.

KEPOKT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  STUDENT  WORK 
, 1951-1952 

In  a day  when  students  in  other  countries  are  helping  to  de- 
termine the  destiny  of  their  people,  the  importance  of  strengthen- 
ing the  spiritual  line  across  the  college  campuses  of  our  nation, 
has  become  tremendously  important. 

The  Secretary  of  Student  Work  of  the  Woman’s  Society  finds 
herself  daily  in  a position  to  promote  the  work  of  the  church 
in  a dozen  different  ways.  This  year  many  Secretaries  have  placed 
in  the  libraries  of  our  student  centers  books  which  stress  the  im- 
portance of  the  world-wide  Christian  community.  Others  have 
found  the  opportunity  to  place  in  the  hands  of  students  devotional 
material  and  leaflets  slanted  toward  the  need  for  Christian 
evangelization.  Many  student  councils  have  found  the  mature  Judg- 
ment of  a Secretary  of  Student  Work  helpful  in  planning  programs 
that  would  be  most  effective.  Always  these  women,  as  revealed  in 
a survey  of  their  reports  across  a period  of  twelve  months,  stand 
in  a position  to  be  of  service  as  needs  develop,  whether  in  long- 
term planning  or  in  times  of  emergency  (which  is  usually  the 
case!) 

Foreign  students  this  year  have  made  real  contributions  on 
several  campuses  because  Student  Secretaries  have  made  contacts 
with  them  and  presented  them  in  programs  to  the  Woman’s  Society. 
They  have  shared  with  our  women  the  culture  and(  religion  of  their 
native  lands,  and  in  many  instances,  as  Christians,  they  have  in- 
spired groups  to  greater  missionary  zeal. 

In  hundreds  of  local  churches,  removed  from  a college  cam- 
pus, Student  Secretaries  make  real  for  their  students  the  church 
life  of  their  home  communities.  Monthly,  church  bulletins,  de- 
votional booklets,  remembrances  have  been  sent.  Social  hours  have 
been  planned  upon  their  return  home;  they  have  been  presented 
to  the  congregation  in  a day  of  recognition;  they  have  been  used 
in  church  school  classes  and  Woman’s  Society  groups;  they  have 
worked  in  Vacation  Church  Schools.  Likewise  local  groups  have 
seert  to  it  that  it  was  financially  possible  for  their  students  to  go 
on  Caravans,  attend  youth  assemblies  and  regional  conferences,  and 
get  to  and  from  Work  Camps. 

As  men  and  women  have  returned  to  the  armed  services  of 
our  country  the  prayers  and  thoughts  of  their  church  have 
reached  them  in  great  measure  through  the  Secretary  of  Student 
Work.  As  programs  needed  expanding  to  care  for  the  religious 
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needs  of  our  students,  it  has  been  through  the  cultivation  of  the 
Five  Dollar  Plan  by  the  Student  Secretaries  that  has  made  a 
larger  outreach  possible. 

The  slogan  for  the  student  division  of  the  Woman’s  Society 
for  1952  “Reach  the  Student — Reach  the  World.’’  Just  to  the  ex- 
tent that  we  reach  the  minds  and  hearts  of  our  students  of  this 
generation  and  win  them  for  Christ,  just  to  that  extent  will  the 
tide  of  tomorrow’s  world  be  turned  for  Christianity. 

Recommendations  for  Student  Work  — 1952-1953 

1.  The  major  emphasis  shall  be  on  an  active,  working  sec- 
retary in  every  society  in  the  Conference. 

2.  A training  meeting  shall  be  held  in  every  district  by  Ifiie 
District  Secretary  for  the  purpose  of  instructing  local  secretaries 
and  helping  them  with  local  problems. 

3.  All  blue.  Student  Instruction  cards  will  be  sent  to  the 
Conference  Secretary  of  Student  Work  and  distributed  by  her  to  the 
proper  persons  in  the  colleges. 

4.  We  shall  continue  to  cultivate  the  foreign  students  on 
our  campuses,  and  not  neglect  them  because  they  have  become 
familiar  figures  in  student  life. 

5.  Books  for  the  Missionary  Library  on  every  campus 
shall  be  finished  by  June  1. 

6.  Recruiting  full-time  Christian  workers  shall  be  one  of 
the  major  tasks  of  every  Student  Secretary. 

7.  Unless  someone  else  has  been  appointed,  in  every  local 
church  the  Secretary  of  Student  Work  will  be  responsible  for  con- 
tact with  Service  Personnel. 

8.  The  Student  Secretary  in  every  church  will  continue  to 
cultivate  and  promote  the  Five  Dollar  Plan. 

9.  Secretaries  of  Student  Work  near  college  campuses  will 
in  1952  provide  some  piece  of  visual  aid  on  missions,  and  if  possi- 
ble, a speaker  for  the  missionary  enterprise  for  the  student  pro- 
gram. This  will  be  planned  with  the  Director  of  the  Wesley  Founda- 
tion or  Director  of  Religious  Life  of  the  Methodist  Student  Move- 
ment.

SUPPLY  WORK 

We  can  give  only  a partial  picture  of  our  Supply  Work  at 
this  time,  since  all  reports  for  the  Third  Quarter  have  not  been 
received.  So  far,  we  have  reports  showing  supply  work  amounting 
to  $12,693.38  for  the  first  three  quarters.  Our  Conferences  leads 
the  Jurisdiction  in  cash  supplies  sent  to  the  Woman’s  Division. 
Yet,  as  we  see  the  great  need  everywhere,  we  realize  that  we 
have  much  yet  to  do.  Charles  H.  Hazzard  has  expressed  in  his 
poem  “Your  Gifts”  the  true  meaning  of  Supply  Work  in  the  lives 
of  those  it  reaches: 

“You  may  not  see,  you  may  not  know 
Just  where  your  gifts  of  money  go. 

But  one  in  need,  somewhere,  some  place. 

Will  kneel  and  pray  with  upturned  face. 

And  say:  ‘Dear  God,  I humbly  pray 
That  You  will  bless  these  friends  today 
Who  helped  to  lift  our  load  of  care. 

And  gave  that  we,  with  them  might  share. 

Some  of  the  comforts  and  pleasures  too; 

That  we  might  live  as  others  do. 

Dear  God,  please  bless  each  one  of  those 
Who  sent  us  food  and  shoes  and  clothes, 
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Who  they  may  be  we  do  not  know. 

So  bless  them,  Lord,  and  help  them  see 
That  in  helping  us,  they  have  helped  Thee.’  ” 

Recommendations  for  Supply  Work 

The  following  suggestions  are  made  by  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  Supply  Work  to  serve  as  a guide  for  her  activities: 

1.  It  is  necessary,  first  of  all,  to  have  an  active  secretary 
of  Supply  Work  in  each  local  society.  In  the  very  small  society, 
this  work  may  be  assigned  to  the  secretary  of  Missionary  Edu- 
cation. (See  “The  Guide”) 

2.  Each  secretary  will  secure  a copy  of  the  Supply  Work 
Handbook  (from  Literature  Headquarters — 15c)  and  will  study  it 
carefully.  The  answers  to  nearly  every  question  concerning  Supply 
Work  will  be  found  there. 

3.  Conference  and  District  secretaries  will  continue  to  en- 
courage each  society  to  give  some  help  through  Supply  Work  to 
both  home  and  foreign  institutions  under  the  Woman’s  Division. 
Be  prompt.  Send  reports  on  time. 

4.  Each  Conference  and  District  secretary  will  send  to  the 
local  societies  as  much  information  as  possible  (or  will  tell  where 
information  can  be  found)  about  the  institutions  or  the  work  for 
which  their  requests  have  come. 

5.  It  is  recommended  that  at  the  start  of  the  new  year  the 
Secretary  of  Supply  Work  call  together  the  following  persons  for 
an  informal  consideration  (for  mutual  understanding)  of  the  prob- 
lems that  deal  with  Supply  Work  and  finances:  Secretaries  of  Sup- 
ply Work  of  Wesleyan  Guild,  Youth,  Children’s  Work,  and  the 
Treasurer.  As  a basis  for  theih  study,  they  wall  use  the  Handbook 
on  Supply  Work  and  the  Handbook  for  Treasurers,  and  will  con- 
sider pages  that  especially  deal  with  Supply  Work. 

6.  It  is  recommended  that  the  Conference  Secretary  of  Sup- 
ply Work  make  a check  each  quarter  to  ascertain  if  all  institutions 
assigned  to  her  conference  are  being  cared  for  on  an  equitable 
basis. 

7.  Seek  opportunities  on  all  levels  to  present  the  needs  that 
may  be  met  thru  Supply  Work.  Use  creative,  ingenious  methods  of 
reporting  in  meetings. 

8.  The  local  Secretary  of  Supply  Work  is  to  get  a report 
from  the  Wesleyan  Guild,  the  Youth,  and  Children  about  the  Sup- 
ply Work  that  they  have  done  in  those  groups.  She  will  check 
with  the  Treasurer  and  will  urge  that  all  cash  for  Supply  Work 
be  sent  through  the  regular  channels. 

It  would  be  helpful  if  the  Conference  Secretary  of  Supply 
Work  could  attend  as  many  District  Meetings  as  possible.

A.  Be  responsible  for  the  committee  planning  a challenging 
program  in  which  Christ  is  exalted,  the  Program  Material 
personalized,  and  sufficient  interest  aroused  to  create  ac- 
tion by  the  membership. 

B.  See  that  each  member  of  the  program  committee  make  a 
specific  contribution  to  each  program  so  that  all  phases 
of  work  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  are 
presented  to  the  membership. 

C.  That  there  be  quarterly  meetings  of  the  Program  Commit- 
tee to  plan  for  well  rounded  programs  presented  in  a va- 
riety of  ways  with  resulting  action. 

D.  That  progress  of  your  work  be  reported. 
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III.  That  the  World  Federation  of  Methodist  Women  be  pre- 
sented. We  are  justly  proud  of  this  world  sisterhood.  The  inter- 
national Council  of  the  World  Federation  will  meet  in  Berkley, 
California,  April  18-21,  1952,  just  prior  to  General  Conference. 
Your  Jurisdiction  Vice  President  will  be  one  of  the  representatives 
from  the  United  States  Unit,  and  will  send  out  information  follow- 
ing the  meeting. 

We  recommend: 

I.  That  each  District  Vice-President  be  at  the  School  of 
Missions  at  Shreveport  in  August. 

II.  That  following  the  plan  of  the  Jurisdiction  school,  a 
WorkshoD  on  Program  Building  will  be  held  in  each  conference 
school  of  Missions.

YOUTH  WORK 

Our  work  with  youth  can  be  greatly  advanced  by  the  active 
cooperation  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  on  all 
levels  in  carrying  out  the  following  recommendations  from  the 
Standing  Committee  on  Youth  Work: 

FOR  YOUR  ACTION: 

1.  WE  RECOMMEND:  That  secretaries  of  youth  work  on 
conference,  district  and  local  levels  be  included  in  all  opportuni- 
ties for  leadership  training  offered  by  the  Woman’s  Society  of 
Christian  Service,  such  as  schools  of  missions,  seminars,  work- 
shops, officers’  training  days  and  annual  meetings,  and  that  they 
be  notified  of  such  opportunities. 

2.  Recognizing  the  values  which  have  come  from  the  ex- 
periences during  this  quadrennium,  WE  RECOMMEND: 

That  once  during  the  quadrennium,  the  conference  secre- 
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taries  of  youth  work  be  brought  to  the  jurisdiction  School  of  Mis- 
sions and  Christian  Service  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian 
Service,  and  once  during  the  quadrennium  to  a leadership  edu- 
cation agency  under  the  Board  of  Education  beyond  the  local 

church,  in  each  instance  at  Conference  expense. 

3.  Recognizing  the  cooperation  provided  for  in  the  unified 
program  for  missionary  education  of  youth,  WE  RECCOMEND: 

That  in  those  conferences  where  there  is  a girls’  school 

or  houseparty  sponsored  by  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian 

Service,  there  should  be  an  interchange  of  personnel  with  the 

Board  of  Education  on  the  program  planning  groups  to  provide 
the  greatest  possible  cooperation  in  the  field  of  missionary  edu- 
cation. 

4.  WE  RECOMMEND:  That  in  the  district  and  conference 
Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  adequate  cultivation  funds 
be  made  available  to  the  secretary  of  youth  work  that  she  may 
carry  out  her  responsibilities,  recognizing  her  relationship  to  the 
Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service,  the  Board  of  Education 
and  the  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship. 

FOR  YOUR  INFORMATION: 

5.  WE  RECOMMEND:  A wide  use  of  “Youth  Planbook’’ 
which  includes  valuable  help  from  the  angle  of  missionary  edu- 
cation. 

6.  WE  RECOMMEND:  That  plans  be  developed  to  make 
it  possible  for  youth  to  have  a voice  in  the  selection  of  Methodist 
Youth  Fund  projects  related  to  the  Woman’s  Division  of  Chris- 
tian Service. 

7.  WE  RECOMMEND:  That  plans  be  formulated  for  the 
preservation  and  continued  use  of  Joint  Commission  on  Mission- 
ary Education  materials  after  the  current  year,  such  as  placing 
them  in  libraries  in  churches  and  summer  agencies,  etc. 

8.  WE  RECOMMEND:  That  a conference  m.ailing  list  for 
the  Methodist  Youth  Fund  Bulletin  be  preparred  by  a conference 
committee  which  will  order  the  bulletins  from  the  MYFund  of- 
fice and  distribute  them  within  the  conference.

MISSIONARY  EDUCATION  REPORT  — MARCH,  1952 
Mrs.  Sam  B.  Dunbar 

The  report  for  the  three  quarters  of  1951-52  are  as  follows: 


Number  of  study  classes 683 

Jurisdiction  study  classes 187 

(Vv^.S.G.  17) 

Efficiency  study  classes 65 

Number  enrolled  in  study  classes 9,121 

There  are  still  26  societies  without  a secretary  of  Missionary 


Education.  Two  districts,  Alexandria  and  Ruston,  had  100%  secre- 
taries reporting  this  past  quarter.  Thirteen  in  the  Baton  Rouge 
District  did  not  report  and  9 in  the  Monroe  District.  Other  dis- 
tricts had  one  or  two  not  reporting. 

Jurisdiction  Recognition  classes  this  past  quarter  is  the 
highest  record  we  have  made.  With  11  applications  rejected.  111  so- 
cieties were  studying  with  Jurisdiction  standards  in  mind.  The 
greatest  reason  for  not  meeting  the  requirements  is  in  the  use 
of  supplementary  material  that  does  not  meet  the  standards.  Rus- 
ton District  led  with  22  JR’s  with  Baton  Rouge  a close  second 
with  18.  This  is-  the  best  record  Baton  Rouge  has  ever  had  in 
Jurisdiction  Recognition  classes.  There  were  8 WSG  JR’s  in  the 
100,  which  we  are  very  proud  of,  for  the  Guild  is  showing  a fine 
record  of  study  this  year. 

There  have  been  many  wonderful  results  from  the  JR 
studies.  Gifts  have  been  made  to  both  Home  and  Foreign  Mis- 
sion Jurisdiction  Projects  as  the  result  of  study;  assistance  was 
given  a missionary  in  buying  a car;  a WSG  worker  in  Latin 
America  was  remembered  with  a cash  donation;  a Council  of 
Church  Women  was  organized;  women  are  becoming  more  aware 
of  the  privilege  to  vote  and  are  using  it;  libraries  have  been 
expanded;  children’s  choirs  organized;  regular  visits  are  being 
made  to  the  Homes  for  the  Aged;  women  have  helped  to  build 
new  churches  and  furnish  new  parsonages;  supply  giving  has  in- 
creased; new  societies  organized;  needs  of  the  local  church  have 
been  studied  and  met;  a Mexican  student  in  college  was  helped 
to  finance  his  study;  better  family  relationships  were  planned; 
young  mother’s  circles  organized;  gifts  of  money  sent  to  the 
American  Bible  Society  by  many  societies;  mid-week  church 
services  begun;  night  prayer  groups  formed;  continued  study  of 
the  Bible  after  approved  study;  more  time  pledged  for  daily  de- 
votions and  precious  truths  discovered  in  the  study  of  the  Book 
of  Acts  which  have  resulted  in  renewed  interest  in  the  study  of 
the  Bible. 

Three  Approved  Studies  are  offered  this  year:  Africa,  Home 
Missions  and  Human  Rights,  and  Preface  to  the  Bible.  The  School 
of  Missions  will  be  held  at  Centenary  on  August  25-29,  1952.  The 
following  teachers  have  been  secured:  Mrs.  E.  H.  Farmer,  Juris- 
diction Secretary  of  Foreign  Work  and  former  missionary  to  Africa 
will  teach  AFRICA;  Miss  Emma  Burris,  Executive  Secretary  of 
Social  Work,  Woman’s  Division  of  Christian  Service,  New  York, 
will  teach  HOME  MISSION  AND  HUMAN  RIGHTS;  Dean  R.  E. 
Smith  of  Shreveport  will  teach  PREFACE  TO  THE  BIBLE.  There 
will  be  four  Workshops  and  seven  Departmental  Clinics  by  Con- 
ference officers.  A missionary  is  being  contacted  as  a resource 
person,  but  most  of  those  in  our  country  from  Africa  on  fur- 
lough are  returning  to  the  mission  field  this  summer. 

We  have  one  Foreign  Project  to  report  since  our  last  con- 
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ference — Napoleon  Ave.,  New  Orleans,  Lucie  Harrison  School,  La- 
hore, Pakistan,  $20.00  This  brings  our  total  to  18  Foreign  Projects 
with  a ttoal  giving  of  $1,140.00.  ' 

We  have  been  in  correspondence  with  our  missionaries  and 
are  happy  to  report  that  Miss  Alexa  McCain  is  back  and  at  work, 
and  while  not  entirely  well,  is  much  improved.  Miss  Anna  Givens 
is  very  grateful  for  the  many  wonderful  gifts  she  has  received  in 
supplies  this  last  quarter  and  writes  so  enthusiastically  of  her 
work.  Miss  Alma  Ashby  has  been  stationed  at  Old  Umtali,  Africa, 
in  a baby  clinic  since  her  return  in  December.  Bishop  Booth  of 
Africa  says  she  is  well  and  happy. 

It  has  been  a blessed  privilege  to  serve  you  and  Our  Master 
these  last  four  and  a half-years.

I believe  you  will  be  interested  in  seeing  how  our  work  in 
Louisiana  Conference  compares  with  the  eighteen  other  confer- 
nces  in  the  South  Central  Jurisdiction.  We  are  not  on  the  bottom, 
nor  are  we  on  top,  just  a “C”  pupil  average  in  other  words. 

We  have  in  our  Conference,  2744  subscribed  to  the  METHO- 
DIST WOMAN,  one  subscriber  to  every  5 members.  This  places 
us  7th  in  the  Jurisdiction. 

For  WORLD  OUTLOOK,  our  subscriptions  number  1388,  one 
subscriber  to  every  10  members.  Here  we  are  9th  in  the  Juris- 
diction. 

The  Nebraska  Conference  leads  with  76  societies  reporting 
every  officer  a subscriber  to  the  METHODIST  WOMAN.  We  have 
41  societies  with  every  officer  a subscriber  to  the  METHODIST 
WOMAN.  Monroe  District  has  10  of  these  societies.  In  the  Juris- 
diction we  hold  4th  place. 

We  have  9 societies  out  of  289,  in  the  Conference  reporting 
every  officer  a subscriber  to  the  WORLD  OUTLOOK.  Embarrased 
for  the  other  conferences,  w’e  take  3rd  place  in  the  Jurisdiction. 

Only  71%  of  our  societies  are  using  the  program  and  wor- 
ship booklets  of  the  Woman’s  Division.  Here  we  are  6th  in  the  Jur- 
isdiction. 

With  only  59%  of  our  societies  using  their  secretary  of 
Literature  and  Publications  on  their  program  committee,  we  fall 
to  10th  place. 

We  have  had  a nice  increase  in  number  of  societies  report- 
ing. We  get  reports  from  82%  of  the  societies  in  the  Conference. 
We  hold  7th  place  with  5 Texas  Conferences  and  St.  Louis  Con- 
ference above  us. 

We  can,  by  trying,  make  a better  grade  than  “C”,  CAN’T 
WE?  Many  of  you  have  done  excellent  work.  My  admiration,  ap- 
preciation and  love  goes  out  to  you  for  all  that  you  have  done. 

Recommendations  — Literature  and  Publications  — 1952-53 

1.  Since  more  than  one-fifth  of  the  societies  in  the  Juris- 
diction do  not  have  secretaries  of  Literature  and  Publications,  a 
strong  effort  be  made  by  Conference  and  District  Literature  sec- 
retaries to  have  such  officers  elected,  or  her  duties  assumed  by 
another  officer. 

2.  Conference  Secretaries  ask  District  Secretaries — 

a.  to  assume  a definite  quota  for  increase  in  METHO- 
DIST WOMAN  and  WORLD  OUTLOOK  subscription; 

b.  to  enlist  the  active  cooperation  of  her  local  secre- 
taries in  breaking  down  and  assuming  individually 
the  District  quota. 
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3.  To  promote  reading  of  the  METHODIST  WOMAN  and 
WORLD  OUTLOOK,  Conference  and  District  secretaries  urge  that 
brief  but  stimulating  quizzes  or  similar  features  be  included  in 
the  programs,  on  the  local  level. 

4.  Conference  or  District  secretaries  provide  each  local  sec- 
retary of  Literature  and  Publications  with  a Calendar  of  Activities.

REPORT  OF  WESLEYAN  SERVICE  GUILD 

This  base  been  a rich  year  in  Louisiana  Guild  work.  As  a 
good  start,  three  Guild  officers  attended  full  time  the  School  of 
Missions  at  Mt.  Sequoyah:  The  Conference  Secretary  and  two  Dis- 
trict Secretaries,  Miss  Dorothy  Dunbar,  Alexandria  District,  and 
Mrs.  F.  G.  Phillips,  Shreveport  District.  Then  Mrs.  Minz  Rabun, 
Monroe  District,  brought  two  of  her  local  members  to  the  Juris- 
diction Guild  Week-End.  This  added  representation  in  the  various 
classes  made  it  possible  to  gather  much  more  information  and 
helps  to  be  passed  on  through  Guild  Week-End  at  Camp  Brewer 
two  weeks  later. 

This  was  the  fifth  annual  Guild  Week-End  and  one  of  the 
best  in  program  presented  and  in  attendance — 128  as  compared 
with  98  the  preceding  year.  The  principal  speakers  were  Jurisdic- 
tion Officers,  Mrs.  George  Dameron,  Secretary  of  Missionary  Edu- 
cation and  Service,  on  Saturday  afternoon,  and  Mrs.  John  B.  Pollard, 
Secretary  of  Missionary  Personnel,  who  attended  the  full  week- 
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end  and  concluded  the  meeting  with  an  inspirational  address  on 
Sunday  afternoon. 

Four  night  circle  members  attended  Guild  Week-End  and 
have  already  asked  to  be  kept  posted  on  plans  for  this  summer. 
One  of  our  goals  for  this  year  is  to  contact  and  invite  to  district 
and  conference  meetings  every  employed  Methodist  woman, 
whether  a member  of  a Guild,  a circle  or  of  neither.  We  have 
been  concerned  that  these  women  have  been  cut  off  from  the 
broader  vision  of  the  total  program  of  the  Woman’s  work  in  the 
Methodist  Church  because  they  could  not  attend  the  day  time 
business  meetings  of  their  local  society  nor  the  mid-week  district 
and  conference  meetings.  Perhaps  a solution  has  been  found — that 
they  come  into  the  Guild  District  and  Conference  meetings. 

There  is  no  idea  of  interfering  in  any  way  with  the  set  up 
of  any  local  group  regardless  of  how  they  may  be  serving  a local 
situation.  Although  the  Guild  and  the  Woman’s  Society  do  exactly 
the  same  work  and  since  the  beginning  of  this  quadrennium 
have  been  operating  under  the  same  constitution,  the  Guild  has 
been  adopted  by  the  Woman’s  Division  as  the  most  workable  ser- 
vice channel  for  the  employed  women  of  the  Methodist  Church, 
and  we  feel  that  the  Guild  definitely  offers  greater  opportunity 
to  its  members.  We  recognize  the  fact  that  local  situations  must 
be  taken  into  consideration  and  when  it  has  been  determined  for 
local  reasons  that  some  other  plan  best  serves  the  group,  the 
community  and  the  Master,  then  we  would  not,  if  we  could, 
suggest  any  change.  We  believe  in  and  practice  democracy.  How- 
ever, when  a new  unit  is  being  considered,  we  do  ask  that  a broad 
view  be  taken  and  that  careful  and  prayerful  consideration  be 
given  as  to  what  plan  offers  the  greatest  opportunity  for  per- 
sonal growth  and  service  for  the  v/omen  who  will  serve  and  be 
served  through  the  unit.  We  do  say  that  it  is  easier  to  appeal  to 
Guilds  to  attend  district  and  conference  meetings  than  it  is  to  in- 
terest Night  Circles,  who  feel  (mistakenly)  that  they  belong  to 
another  organization,  but  we  must  also  confess  that  there  are  still 
some  Guild^s  serving  as  rather  isolated  groups  because  they  have 
never  been  brought  into  any  of  the  larger  meetings. 

Those  of  you  who  attend  meetings  such  as  this  Conference 

know  that  without  such  an  organization  to  coordinate  the  work 

of  the  local  groups  and  to  give  them  the  broader  vision,  we  could 

never  support  the  great  work  we  have,  spread  out  all  over  the 

world  today.  You  know  what  it  does  for  your  own  personal  growth 
through  information  and  inspiration  as  well  as  in  the  develop- 
ment of  individual  talents — not  forgetting  the  rich  by-product  of 
warm  fellowship  with  other  women  of  like  interests  and  en- 
thusiasms and  warm  friendships  that  stem  from  each  such  meet- 
ing. 

The  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  serves  the  employed  woman  by 
offering  her  this  equal  opportunity  to  enrich  her  own  personal 
life  and  the  work  of  her  Guild  through  meetings  similar  to  these 
of  the  Woman’s  Society  and  scheduled  in  the  evening  or  on  week 
ends  when  she  can  attend.  The  general  appreciation  of  these  meet- 
ings has  made  us  particularly  conscious  of  the  employed  women 
who  are  serving  in  circles  unable  to  take  part  in  the  larger  pro- 
gram. Some  very  capable  and  talented  women  are  limited  in  their 
own  personal  growth  and  also  in  the  scope  of  their  service. 

In  the  fall  of  1950,  the  Louisiana  standing  Guild  committee 
voted  to  try  an  Annual  Conference  in  cooperation  with  and  im- 
mediately preceding  the  Woman’s  Society  Conference.  This  time 
was  selected  with  two  things  in  mind:  First  that  the  Guild 
would  be  able  to  have  some  of  the  outsanding  speakers  who  are 
brought  in  for  Conference.  This  part  was  very  gratifying.  Mrs. 
C.  A.  Barr,  Jurisdiction  President  who  was  their  main  speaker 
came  on  early  and  brought  a wonderful  message  through  the 
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subject,  “Jesus’  Right  Hand  in  a Changing  World.”  Another  was 
Miss  Julia  Visoto,  Crusade  Scholar  from  Brazil  attending  Scarritt 
and  Peabody  Colleges  in  Nashville,  Tenn.,  who  charmed  the  group 
with  her  vivacious  personality  and  her  talk  at  breakfast  Sunday 
morning  on  the  work  of  Protestants  in  Brazil.  One  of  the  delightful 
features  of  the  week  end  was  the  lovely  tea  given  on  Saturday 
afternoon  by  Mrs.  E.  N.  Jackson  in  her  home. 

The  other  goal,  to  have  members  and  officers  of  the  Woman’s 
Society  attend  was  rather  disappointing.  It  seems  the  week  end, 
added  to  three  or  four  days  of  their  own  meeting  would  keep 
them  away  from  home  too  long  a time  on  one  stretch.  However, 
our  loyal  President,  Mrs.  Glenn  Laskey,  was  with  us  and  brought 
a most  inspiring  and  searching  message,  “God’s  Dream”,  at  the 
dinner  hour,  Saturday  night.  This  was  a sacrificial  meal  from 
which  expensive  and  fancy  items  had  been  omitted.  The  special 
offering  presented  at  this  time  amounted  to  $210.60  and  was  sent 
to  Miss  Lena  Knapp,  the  Guild  Missionary  in  Argentina,  to  meet, 
as  we  learned  a short  time  later,  a very  immediate  need  in  her 
work. 

Miss  Elizabeth  Thompson  had  just  accepted  adoption  into 
the  Guild  worker  family  and  told  about  her  rural  work  over 
Louisiana  and  of  her  headquarters  transfer  from  Shreveport  to 
MacDonell  Methodist  Center  at  Houma,  where  she  would  train 
Neoma  Windham,  a new  worker,  as  she  took  over  the  larger  parish 
work  that  had  been  Mary  Beth  Littlejohn’s  work  before  she  took 
leave  of  absence;  then  she  would  carry  on  her  work  as  Director 
of  Rural  Work  in  Louisiana.  She  showed  slides  of  her  work  and 
announced  that  these  slides  are  available  to  any  who  want  to  use 
them  in  their  programs. 

Miss  Mabel  Ruth  Nowlin,  Guild  Missionary  returned  from 
Communist  China,  contributed  much  to  the  Conference  not  only 
in  her  very  timely  subject,  “The  Christian  Way  in  China  Today,” 
but  also  as  she  mingled  and  visited  with  the  groups  throughout 
the  week  end,  getting  acquainted  with  and  answering  questions 
for  a lot  of  folks.  Mrs.  Alma  Riley,  Jurisdiction  Guild  Secretary, 
summed  up  the  meeting  and  brought  her  challenging  message  in 
her  Sunday  morning  address  “The  Time  Has  Come.” 

The  meeting  was  adjourned  in  time  for  the  group  to  attend 
morning  services  at  the  First  Methodist  Church,  after  which  the 
Monroe  Guilds  rounded  out  their  performance  as  perfect  hostesses 
to  this  group,  that  has  a total  registration  of  128,  when  they  served 
lunch  to  the  entire  group.  These  Monroe  folks  did  a wonderful 
job  of  handling  all  local  details  preparatory  to  and  during  the 
meeting.  They  are  due  a very  large  measure  of  the  credit  for 
the  success  of  the  meeting  as  a whole. 

This  trial  Conference  met  the  approval  of  every  one  and 
it  was  voted  that  it  be  made  an  annual  meeting,  the  next  to  be 
scheduled  for  the  spring  of  1953  when  it  will  be  decided  whether 
it  is  to  be  continued  in  connection  with  the  WSCS  Conference. 

On  the  local  level,  work  has  been  stepped  up  in  almost  all 
sevices  as  can  be  seen  from  the  figures  shown  below.  In  some 
instances  membership  increases  are  buried  under  a May  31st  trans- 
fer of  inactive  members,  who  had  been  carried  on  the  rolls  for 
twelve  months  or  more — in  some  instances  much  longer — to  a Re- 
sponsibility List. 

Had  not  about  15  Guilds  vanished  along  the  way  during  the 
past  twelve  years,  we  would  now  have  a hundred  or  more  units. 
Six  units  were  organized  during  the  year  1951,  and  one  was  dis- 
solved. With  a brand  new  1952  unit  at  Morningside  Church  in  Shreve- 
port we  now  have  85  units.  Our  records  and  reports  over  the  con- 
ference are  not  consistent  enough  to  furnish  an  actual  total  en- 
rollment at  this  time,  but  a fairly  good  estimate  gives  us  about 
1,700. 
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New  report  forms  are  being  devised  that  are  clearing  up  a 
number  of  local  problems  in  Guild  reporting  and  at  the  same  time 
making  it  easier  for  the  Guild  funds  and  figures  to  be  handled 
by  the  WSCS  Treasurers  and  Secretaries.  Guild  reporting  has 
shown  a very  definite  improvement  in  most  areas,  with  several 
districts  coming  in  with  100%  reporting  the  past  several  quarters. 
Too,  a system  to  standardize  record  keeping  is  being  worked  out 
with  a view  to  improving  both  records  and  reports.  Since  Guild 
figures  are  now  added  to  the  Woman’s  Society  totals  in  all  de- 
partments, a schedule  for  reporting  has  been  set  up  which  Guilds 
round  out  their  reporting  time  a bit  in  advance  of  the  Society 
so  that  the  WSCS  Treasurers  and  Secretaries  will  have  Guild  fig- 
ures in  time  to  include  with  their  totals  in  their  reports. 

The  Methodist  Woman  recently  carried  a report  of  a splendid 
Christian  Social  Relations  venture  by  the  Opelousas  Guild  when 
they  sponsored  an  interdenominational  meeting  on  the  eve  of  World 
Community  Day.  This  was  one  of  those  things  that  started  out 
small  and  turned  into  an  outstanding  event. 

In  addition  to  the  general  increase  shown  in  the  figures 
given  below,  the  Guilds  throughout  the  State  have  done  a lot  of 
community  and  local  church  work;  contributing  generously  to 
building  and  equipment  funds.  Upper  Rooms  sent  to  Veterans  Hos- 
pital, assisting  a Negro  who  plans  to  enter  training  as  a nurse, 
assisting  in  Vacation  Church  Schools,  furnishing  flowers  for  the 
church,  serving  supper  to  Men’s  Clubs,  making  dresses  for  under- 
privileged children,  assist  with  the  Evangelistic  program,  etc.  A lot 
of  this  work  is  still  unreported. 

To  help  channel  the  work  of  the  different  Conference  Sec- 
retaries and  also  to  help  build  up  the  work  in  these  services  in 
the  Guild  and  District  Secretaries  are  also  serving  as  follows:

W RECOMMEND: 

I.  That  Leadership  Training  be  made  an  imperative  em- 
phasis for  the  ensuing  year.  Many  new  women  are  being  enrolled 
and  for  effective  work  they  must  have  adequate  training.  To  this 
end  we  further  recommend: 

a.  That,  on  both  conference  and  district  levels,  there 
be  held  early  Spring  meetings  whose  general  pro- 
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gram  shall  present  information  on  organization  pro- 
cedures, in  addition  to  its  inspirational  features. 

b.  That  there  be  held  in  each  Conference  a Weekend 
Seminar  and,  where  feasible,  it  immediately  precede 
or  follow  the  Conference  School  of  Missions. 

c.  That,  closely  following,  in  every  district  there  shall 
be  a combined  Seminar  and  Officers  Training  Period. 

II.  That  we  continue  to  press  for  EVERY  officer,  not  only 
a subscriber  to  The  Methodist  Woman,  but  a studious  reader  of 
every  page  for  the  information  they  contain  concerning  all  of  our 
lines  of  work. 

III.  That,  in  those  churches  where  there  are  Guilds,  effort 
shall  be  made  to  organize  additional  units  on  age,  or  interest,  levels 
and  that  a continual  program  of  visitation  through  these  be  initi- 
ated to  reach  all  employed  women  for  Guild  membership. 

IV.  That,  in  those  churches  where  there  are  no  Guilds,  the 
assistance  of  district  and  local  Presidents  and  Promotion  Secre- 
taries be  sought  for  such  organization. 

V.  That  more  attention  be  given  to  reports  that  there  may 
be  100%  reporting  and  that  the  figures  given  may  agree  with  the 
figures  given  in  the  report  of  the  local  Woman’s  Society. 

VI.  That  we  express  our  appreciation  to  the  Quadrennial 
planning  Committee  of  the  Division  for  the  emphases  set  before 
us  for  1952-1956  and,  as  they  shall  be  released,  we  adopt  them  as 
our  own. 

VII.  That  we  be  in  constant  prayer  that  many  more  of  our 
young  members  shall  be  led  into  full-time  Christian  Service — to 
quote  Dr.  Wysner  in  a recent  address,  “Who  knows  but  that  the 
Guild  was  brought  into  being  for  such  a day  as  this.” 

DULAC  INDIAN  MISSION 

Hello  again!  Although  this  is  just  our  second  W.S.C.S.  Con- 
ference, we  already  feel  like  “home  folks.”  You  people  here  in 
Louisiana  surely  do  have  a way  of  making  others  feel  at  home. 
Your  welcome  and  acceptance  of  us  has  been  truly  a heartwarm- 
ing experience  for  us. 

Although  it  has  been  just  five  months  since  the  last  Con- 
ference, we  feel  that  we  have  made  much  progress  in  our  work 
here  at  the  Mission.  For  one  thing,  we  feel  that  we  now  under- 
stand our  work  and  the  people  here  much  better  than  we  did 
five  months  ago.  In  general,  we  feel  that  everything  is  much  bet- 
ter organized  now,  making  it  possible  for  us  to  see  better  where 
we  are  going  and  to  perform  our  various  tasks  more  efficiently. 

One  thing  for  which  we  would  especially  like  to  express  our 
appreciation  to  you  is  the  wonderful  way  you  responded  to  our 
need  for  Christmas  gifts  for  the  Indian  children.  Thanks  to  your 
generosity  we  had  plenty  of  presents  to  go  around.  We  also  ap- 
preciate the  used  clothing  which  you  send  from  time  to  time. 
These  clothes  we  sell  for  a small  price  (average  25c)  to  the  In- 
dians, and  they  do  appreciate  them — more  than  you  know!  Speak- 
ing of  Christmas  a few  moments  ago  reminded  us  of  the  wonder- 
ful experience  we  had  then  of  caroling  up  and  down  the  bayou 
on  a fishing  boat.  We  had  a grand  time  singing  and  stopping 
occasionally  to  visit  in  a home  for  a few  minutes. 

Christmas  reminds  us  of  something  else,  too.  When  we  got 
back  from  a few  days  at  home  in  Texas  at  Christmas,  we  had 
the  surprise  of  our  lives  awaiting  us  at  the  Mission — a new  Bendix 
Economat  Washer  and  a Bendix  Clothes  Dryer!  We  can  never  ex- 
press our  appreciation  enough  to  the  women  of  the  New  Orleans 
District  W.S.C.S.  for  this  WONDERFUL  gift. 

Something  else  for  which  we  are  truly  grateful  is  the  new 
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Chevrolet  Carryall  which  the  W'.D.S.C.  has  informed  us  we  are- 
getting  for  our  work  here.  We  need  this  Carryall  very  much  for 
such  things  as  school  bus  transportation  for  some  of  the  children, 
taking  people  to  meetings,  and  general  hauling  purposes. 

In  our  school  we  have  105  Indian  children  enrolled,  with  an 
average  attendance  of  80.  Among  our  other  activities  are  the  cloth- 
ing sales  twice  a month,  teaching  Sunday  School  each  week,  and 
showing  free  movies  to  the  people  of  the  community  each  Fri- 
day evening.  We  are  gradually  expanding  our  program  to  include 
organized  recreation  for  the  children  and  adults  of  the  community. 
We  are  also  trying  to  add  to  our  meager  supply  of  playground 
equipment.  We  have  also  just  recently  reactivated  our  W.S.C.S. 
and  organized  a Methodist  Men  group,  both  of  which  meet  once 
a month.  Both  groups  are  quite  popular. 

This  summer  we  hope  to  have  a work  camp,  which  will 
bring  four  college  young  people  to  the  Mission  for  a month.  There 
is  a very  great  deal  that  can  be  done  to  improve  and  expand  the 
physical  plant.  With  their  help  we  also  hope  to  discover  new 
ways  to  meet  the  needs  of  these  people.  There  are  many,  many  un- 
explored possibilities. 

Our  most  important  responsibility,  which  justifies  and  inte- 
grates everything  that  we  do,  is  to  broaden  the  world  of  these 
people,  to  bring  them  a fuller  understanding  of  life  and  a new 
concept  of  Christ  and  God,  to  make  Christ  so  real  to  them  that 
they  will  want  to  “follow  where  He  leads  them”  all  the  days  of 
their  lives.  That,  of  course,  is  a tremendous  task.  It  is  a task  which 
is  far  too  great  for  us  to  accomplish  alone,  but  with  your  help 
and  your  prayers,  and  with  God’s  help  and  guidance,  we  can  and 
will  accomplish  this  great  task. 

BUSINESS  GIKUS’  INN 
Mrs.  Mary  E.  Freeman 

The  past  year  has  not  been  unlike  those  of  the  last  three. 
There  have  been  problems  to  solve  that  have  tested  th  mind  and 
heart.  Yet  the  serenity  of  the  Inn,  and  the  worth  of  the  girls, 
make  a hard  day  seem  easy.  For  the  Inn  grew  out  of  work,  heart- 
aches, and  the  cooperation  of  many.  Worthwhile  things  in  life  do 
not  just  happen;  they  grow  with  the  years  and  these  years  have 
produced  the  Business  Girls’  Inn. 

At  the  present  time,  and  almost  every  week  during  the  year, 
the  home  is  filled.  Many  calls  come  that  cannot  be  accommodated. 
Tentative  reservations  are  being  made  now  for  girls  who  will  at- 
tend business  college  this  summer. 

The  registration  at  present  is  from  five  (5)  states.  These 
are  Nebraska,  Arkansas,  Mississippi,  and  Texas,  with  the  majority 
from  Louisiana.  Mothers,  relatives  and  friends  so  often  express  ap- 
preciation for  a place  so  attractive  and  safe.  A mother  from  Ne- 
braska, while  visiting  her  two  daughters  last  fall,  spoke  in  terms 
of  highest  praise  for  the  goodness  of  the  Inn.  Of  another  de- 
nomination, she  was  not  familiar  with  a Methodist  Institution. 
She  was  not  only  pleased  with  the  physical  plant,  but  the  pro- 
gram and  atmosphere  made  an  appeal.  This  impression  was  so 
strong  that  she  wanted  to  interest  her  own  church,  Lutheran,  in 
a project  of  this  kind. 

A conference  worker  has  recently  spent  two  weeks  at  the 
Inn.  She  has  had  an  opportunity  to  see  the  girls,  associate  with 
them,  enter  into  worship  periods  and  note  the  influence  upon  them. 
When  she  returns  to  her  Conference,  Texas,  the  account  will  be 
worthwhile. 

Some  of  our  fine  girls  have  left  because  of  the  limitation 
of  three  year  residence.  They  have  been  so  loyal,  cooperative,  and 
true.  We  miss  the  fine  spirit  which  characterized  them. 
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The  purpose  is  not  primarily  to  provide  comfortable  living 
conditions,  though  this  is  important,  but  to  help  girls  to  develop 
in  every  way  life  may  be  lived  at  a high  level.  It  is  encouraging  to 
see  girls  who  were  timid,  retiring  and  afraid  to  develop  into  poised, 
dependable  mature  adults.  Those  who  were  inexperienced  have 
proved  their  ability  by  assuming  a responsibility  for  leadership. 

All  of  us  like  to  think  of  those  occasions  which  bring  us 
close  together  and  which  we  never  seem  to  forget.  Such  a time 
was  our  Christmas  party  this  year.  The  lower  floor  was  beautifully 
decorated.  When  one  of  the  guests  entered  the  remark  was  made 
that  “it  looks  like  fairy  land.”  The  outside  was  decorated  for  the 
first  time  and  was  attractive  in  garlands  if  smilax  with  many  color- 
ed lights. 

The  dining  room  was  never  lovelier  in  silv'er  vines,  red  candles 
and  vari-colored  snowflakes.  No  less  attractive  was  the  turkey  and 
all  that  went  with  it  to  make  a sumptuous  meal.  The  Christmas 
program  of  songs,  the  Christmas  story  and  the  message  on  the 
meaning  of  Christmas  Vv^ere  enjoyed.  Then  came  the  gifts  and  so 
much  fun  around  the  beautifully  decorated  tree.  Fruit  cake  and 
ice  cream  made  all  happy  for  sweet  dreams  and  a Mery  Christmas. 

When  the  Christian  labors  of  each  day  are  injected  into 
those  young  lives  to  the  extent  that  they  have  a desire  to  build 
a Christian  home,  we  feel  that  our  efforts  have  not  been  in  vain. 
This  we  know  because  too  many  have  returned  over  the  years  to 
express  their  hopes  and  their  thanks.  For  this  we  are  truly 
grateful  for  we  know  the  harvest  is  white. 

LOUISIANA  BAYOU  WORK 
By  Neoma  Windham 

This  work  in  the  bayou  area  is  done  within  the  framework 
of  the  Terrebonne-LaFourche  Larger  Parish.  A Council,  composed 
of  the  workers  in  Terrebonne  and  LaFourche  parishes,  was  formed 
last  September.  The  members  meet  once  a month  to  plan  and 
evaluate  jointly  their  programs  and  share  resources  and  equip- 
ment. I have  been  serving  as  secretary  of  this  organization. 

I,  as  rural  worker,  am  responsible  for  helping  individual 
members  of  the  council  in  their  work.  Most  of  the  time  since  last 
September  I have  assisted  the  pastor  of  the  Golden  Meadow  church 
with  the  church  school  there.  I helped  the  treasurer  set  up  record 
books  for  the  church  school  so  that  the  pastor  could  know  the 
progress  of  it  although  he  was  not  there.  A Workers’  Conference 
met  once  to  plan.  The  overcrowded  classes  have  been  divided.  I 
gave  special  help  to  the  eighteen-year-old  superintendent.  The 
church  school  was  responsible  for  the  Thanksgiving  covered-dish 
supper  and  gave  its  own  Christmas  pageant,  which  I wrote,  as 
the  first  in  several  years  not  presented  by  an  outside  group. 

At  Dulac,  I have  been  helping  Mrs.  James  W.  Turner  with 
the  Woman’s  Society  which  has  been  re-organized  recently.  At 
Christmas  I went  with  the  Dulac  group  on  a caroling  trip  by  boat. 
A wonderful  experience! 

Des  Allemands  community  has  no  organized  church  but  here 
I help  a small  group  of  women  plan  their  programs  each  month 
for  a Woman’s  Society.  One  lady  told  me  recently  that  she  has 
been  a member  of  this  society  since  1922.  Their  programs  are  still 
mostly  in  French. 

The  church  at  Gibson  is  the  only  Protestant  church  in  the 
area  along  Bayou  Black.  We  have  just  started  a Sunday  School 
there.  They  already  had  preaching  once  a month.  It  is  only  a 
small  group  but  everyone  is  very  interested. 

The  Council  sponsored  a sing-song  at  Lockport  church.  I 
participated  in  this  event,  which  has  been  an  inspiration  to  the 
church  resulting  in  a new  interest  on  the  part  of  the  people. 
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I helped  write  the  Christmas  pageant  presented  by  the 
Houma  Heights  charge  and  also  sang  solo  parts  in  it. 

The  Houma  Heights  charge  and  Houma  First  Church  Joined 
in  the  study  on  Latin  America.  Miss  Elizabeth  Thompson  was 
leader.  I helped  collect  materials  and  had  parts  on  the  program 
as  well  as  sang  solos  for  two  worship  programs. 

Here  at  the  Center,  we  are  entertaining  more  and  more  out- 
side groups.  On  March  21,  the  Sub-district  Methodist  Youth  Fel- 
lowship of  this  area,  of  which  I am  counselor,  will  meet  to  plan 
for  a more  active  program. 

We  are  trying  to  work  more  closely  with  the  families  when 
they  come  to  the  clothing  sales  once  a month.  We  take  the  names 
of  all  the  persons  who  come  and  are  trying  to  visit  in  their 
homes.  Each  sale  opens  with  devotions.  This  does  not  reach  all 
the  people  since  many  come  later  in  the  day  but  it  does  help 
those  who  are  there  when  the  sale  opens. 

A craft  group  of  Methodist  women  has  been  organized.  This 
month  wd  are  planning  a Woman’s  Day,  a day  in  which  the  women 
come,  bring  their  children  and  lunch  and  spend  the  day.  The  sales 
room  will  be  open  for  them  and  handcrafts,  sewing,  etc.,  will  be  a 
part  of  the  activity.  Special  activities  will  be  provided  for  the 
children. 

During  the  summer  I will  help  with  the  work  camp  which 
will  spend  a month  on  the  MacDonell  campus. 

This  year  has  been  in  many  ways  pust  a starting  place  and 
as  we  become  more  and  more  organized  for  action  we  will  be 
able  to  accomplish  more. 

REPORT  OF  LOUISIANA  TECH  — ■ MARCH  1950-1961 

The  past  year  has  been  a varied  one.  Tech  Wesley  Foundation 
has  experienced  bright  days  and  dull  days.  Opportunities  for  ser- 
vice have  been  many.  Some  phases  of  the  work  have  been  very 
encouraging,  others  discouraging. 

As  I try  to  evaluate  the  year,  I find  that  we  have  not  done 
as  much  with  Methodist  and  Methodist  preference  students  as  we 
should  have,  so  far  as  numbers  are  concerned.  We  have  contacted 
personally  150  of  our  Methodist  boys  and  girls.  We  had  352  on 
the  roll  for  the  fall  semester.  Of  the  352,  50  are  drive-ins;  37 
are  married;  63  live  in  Ruston,  some  in  their  own  homes,  others 
board.  Therefore,  more  than  100  students  are  not  very  accessible  to 
us.  Counting  the  students  who  attend  drive-in  luncheon,  prayer 
groups,  mid-week  and  Sunday  services,  those  who  use  our  library 
and  recreational  facilities,  we  are  reaching  aobut  1/3  of  our  Meth- 
odist students. 

The  summer  program  at  Tech  was  one  of  the  finest  I have 
ever  seen.  We  averaged  45  students  at  our  mid-week  meetings. 
Two  social  events  were  held  at  the  center  and  two  were  held 
away  from  the  center  each  month.  All  social  events  were  well 
attended.We  did  some  entertaining  of  our  fellow  student  groups  on 
the  campus,  and  the  spirit  of  fellowship,  cooperation,  and  under- 
standing did  much  to  promote  within  our  group  a practical  step 
toward  ecumenicity. 

During  the  past  year,  Louisiana  Tech  has  been  privileged 
to  have  within  its  flock  three  licensed  ministers.  One  of  these 
young  men  said  that  the  morning  prayer  group  was  invaluable 
to  him  as  he  wrestled  with  his  call.  Another  young  man  who 
went  to  seminary  from  another  church  said  that  he  prayed 
through  and  made  his  decision  in  our  early  morning  prayer  group. 
We  have  two  other  potential  candidates  for  the  ministry.  Three  of 
our  attractive  young  girls  expect  to  spend  their  working  days 
doing  full-time  service  in  the  church. 
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The  lacfies  of  the  Ruston  District  (thanks  to  Mrs.  G.  W. 
Pomeroy,  Secretary  of  Student  Work)  have  been  made  more  and 
more  aware  of  the  existence  and  needs  of  Tech  Wesley  Founda- 
tion. As  always,  the  women  have  responded.  Large  boxes  of  de- 
licious foodstuff,  much  of  it  from  their  own  pantry  shelves,  are 
coming  to  us.  The  sandwiches  made  from  pickles,  jelly,  meats,  pea- 
nut butters,  etc.,  have  fed  many  a hollow  and  broke  student. 

During  the  past  year,  we  have  clothed  one  of  the  orphans 
from  our  Methodist  Orphanage.  In  the  area  of  Missions  for  last 
year,  our  foreign  project  was  the  Leonard  Thelogical  Seminary 
at  Jubbulpore,  India,  and  our  home  project  was  the  MacDonell 
Methodist  Center  at  Houma,  Louisiana.  For  the  coming  year  our 
foreign  project  will  be  the  Japan  International  College,  and  our 
home  project  will  be  the  Navajo  Methodist  Mission  School.  We 
have  sent  a small  amount  to  the  World  Student  Christian  Federa- 
tion and  to  the  starving  millions  in  India. 

Tech  sent  one  delegate  to  the  Student  Volunteer  Confer- 
ence which  was  held  at  Lawrence,  Kansas.  Two  boys  were  sent 
to  the  U.  N.  Seminar  in  New  York.  We  were  represented  at  the 
Regional  Conference  last  June,  and  a large  group  attended  our 
Spring  Conference  at  Baton  Rouge. 

We  are  not  moving  as  creatively  nor  with  as  much  unity  as 
the  counselor  would  like,  but  as  we  study  and  measure  Tech 
with  similar  groups  of  students  within  and  outside  our  church, 
we  realize  that  we  have  not  arrived,  but  that  Tech  is  on  its  way. 

Wesley  Foundation  members  were  privileged  to  help  plan 
and  participate  in  Religious  Emphasis  Week.  The  speakers  and 
the  fellowship  promoted  a togetherness  in  our  group. 

We  need  your  continued  help  and  prayers.

LOUISIANA  RURAL  WORK 
Elizabeth  Thompson 

Training  Christian  leaders  is  a primary  purpose  of  MacDonell 
Center.  Since  my  transfer  to  the  Center,  Mrs.  Thornton,  the  super- 
intendent and  I work  together  as  a unit  in  intensifying  the  pro- 
gram in  the  immediate  area  and  in  extending  its  services  over  the 
State.  My  continued  activities  as  Conference  Rural  Worker  help 
in  promoting  MacDonell  as  a State-wide  Methodist  Training  Center. 

Our  constant  prayer  is  for  guidance  that  McDonell’s  won- 
derful physical  properties  (the  School  Building  is  now  used  for  ac- 
tivities and  housing  visiting  groups)  and  the  consecrated  personnel 
might  serve  the  most  people  in  the  most  effective  ways.  Such  a 
program,  if  it  is  to  be  real,  must  be  indigneous,  and  we  “imported” 
leaders  must  lose  ourselves  in  the  group.  The  act  of  becoming 
accepted  is  one  of  the  happiest  phases  of  a Rural  Worker’s  life. 
Is  there  any  place  where  visiting  is  more  fun  or  more  rewarding 
than  in  South  Louisiana,  unless  it  is  North  Louisiana?  No  com- 
pliments bring  greater  satisfaction  than  “Miss  Thompson,  she  is 
just  another  cajun,  yes”,  or  “Miss  Thompson  is  a hillbilly  like  us.” 

Most  of  the  regularly  scheduled  activities  are  now  carried 
on  by  my  two  associates.  Miss  Neoma  Windham  and  Mrs.  Maggie 
Bergeron.  It  is  interesting  to  watch  a program  of  activities  evolve 
— as  with  the  Indians.  The  school  for  the  children  was  the  be- 
ginning point,  and  as  Mrs.  Bergeron  now  teaches  the  mothers  she 
is  discovering  other  vital  needs.  Our  aim  is  to  develop  a service 
to  the  Indians  which  will  help  them  meet  not  only  their  educational 
but  health,  economic,  civic,  and  spiritual  needs. 

There  are  some  accomplishments  during  the  recent  months 
of  which  we  are  proud.  I taught  the  course  on  Latin  America 
which  merited  Jurisdiction  Recognition,  but  more  important  than 
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our  increased  interest  in  Latin  America  was  the  fellowship  of 
the  group.  The  class  was  held  at  the  Center,  sponsored  by  First 
Church  with  Houma  Heights,  Bayou  Blue,  and  Dulac  participating. 
Later  a class  for  children’s  teachers  for  the  three  small  churches 
was  held.  There  are  examples  of  a growing  number  of  such  ex- 
periences. 

Not  all  my  time  has  been  spent  at  the  Center.  Leadership 
training  classes  have  been  taught  in  low  , Cameron  and  Tallulah. 
I have  spoken  to  local  societies  and  guilds  in  every  district.  I pre- 
sented the  summer  Work  Camp  and  served  on  the  Recruitment 
program  at  the  State  Methodist  Student  Conference  at  L.  S.  U. 
in  March.  Because  of  my  affiliation  with  the  Board  of  Education, 
I have  participated  in  the  over-all  Conference  planning  programs — 
especially  summer  camping  for  older  and  young  adults. 

It  is  an  honor  to  be  chosen  by  the  Guilds  as  one  of  their 
special  workers.  This  selection  does  not  alter  my  activities;  it 
gives  me  an  opportunity  of  presenting  in  a personal  way  one 
type  of  work  of  the  Woman’s  Division  to  this  important  group 
of  Methodist  women.  It  was  possible  to  meet  with  the  Conference 
Executive  Guild  committee  in  their  recent  planning  session. 

During  the  months  (October-March)  183  Guilds  and  societies 
have  responded  to  Rural  Work  supply  needs.  Their  gifts  have  en- 
abled all  of  us  serving  in  the  bayou  area  to  have  some  much 
needed  equipment,  to  execute  programs  and  develop  leaders  through 
training  experiences. 

Mrs.  Thornton  and  I with  the  MacDonell  and  Dulac  staffs, 
the  ministers  and  local  leaders  jointly  plan  our  programs,  share 
resources,  enjoy  fellowship  as  we  seek  more  effective  ways  for 
the  Church  to  meet  our  country’s  needs. 

RURAL  WORK  ALEXANDRIA  DISTRICT 

Last  year  most  of  my  work  was  done  in  Simmesport,  La. 
Simmesport  is  in  the  lower  part  of  the  Alexandria  District  and  is  on 
tha  banks  of  the  Atchafalaya  River.  At  the  time  that  I wen  to 
Simmesport  only  a few  people  were  attending  Sunday  School.  They 
were  having  no  services  on  Sunday  night  and  the  church  was  very 
old  and  there  was  inadequate  space  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  people. 
All  of  the*  children  from  the  ages  of  two  through  twelve  were  in 
the  same  class. 

When  the  new  preacher  came  they  were  having  preaching 
services  only  twice  a month  but  they  soon  started  having  preach- 
ing services  every  Sunday  morning.  Even  though  there  was  very 
little  space  we  divided  the  children’s  class  so  that  the  children 
from  the  ages  two  through  six  would  be  in  one  class  and  those 
seven  through  eleven  would  be  in  another  class.  We  began  think- 
ing about  a new  church  although  it  was  several  months  before 
our  dreams  became  a reality.  Now  there  is  a new  church  in  Simmes- 
port with  four  large  Sunday  school  rooms  and  one  room  is  large 
enough  to  use  for  a recreation  room.  They  now  have  Kindergarten, 
Primary,  Junior,  Youth,  and  Adult  classes.  Not  only  do  they  have 
a youth  class  but  they  also  have  an  MYF.  The  women  have  a WSCS. 

There  was  no  place  for  the  young  people  to  go  for  whole- 
some entertainment  on  the  week-ends;  therefore  we  started  hav- 
ing recreation  every  Saturday  night.  Some  of  the  older  adults 
were  interested  in  this  program  and  came  out  to  watch  the  young 
people,  sometimes  they  would  take  part  in  the  games. 

The  Simmesport  church  is  now  moving  forward.  Forty-one 
now  attend  church  and  Sunday  school  and  some  of  the  people  in 
the  church  are  beginning  to  accept  responsibilities.  Whenever  the 
people  within  a church  start  start  assuming  their  responsibilities 
as  leaders  a church  can  grow. 
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For  the  past  three  months  I have  been  working  in  Natchi- 
toches. There  is  only  one  Methodist  church  here,  the  First  Metho- 
dist Church,  and  there  are  many  people  in  Natchitoches  that  are 
not  attending  any  church  but  do  not  feel  that  they  could  attend 
the  First  Methodist  Church  because  they  would  not  feel  at  home 
there.  Many  of  the  people  are  very  poor  people.  We  are  now  work- 
ing toward  building  a smaller  Methodist  Church  in  Natchitoches. 
We  already  have  the  land  and  are  meeting  in  homes  for  services 
until  we  get  a building  and  we  are  hoping  that  we  will  have  a 
building  in  the  near  future.  There  is  a great  deal  of  work  to  be 
done  but  with  the  help  of  God  we  hope  and  pray  that  we  will 
soon  have  the  new  church  so  that  we  will  be  better  able  to  meet 
the  needs  of  the  people.

MACDONELL  METHODIST  CENTER

It  seems  such  a short  time  ago  that  we  were  bringing  you 
up-to-date  on  a year  at  MacDonell  Methodist  Center.  The  months 
since  then,  however,  have  been  busy  ones  for  us,  and  several 
constructive  changes  have  meen  made. 

Christmas  was  most  happy,  and  we  are  grateful  for  every- 
thing which  you  did  to  make  it  so.  There  was  a big  Christmas 
tree  and  gifts  for  all  the  children,  and  your  kindnesses  made  it 
possible  for  us  to  share  with  the  families  in  the  surrounding  rural 
area  and  with  the  children  in  the  Indian  School  and  their  families. 
The  boys  and  girls  and  the  staff  participated  in  a Christmas  page- 
ant presented  by  the  Houma  Heights,  Bayou  Blue  and  Dulac 
churches. 

The  new  year  has  brought  the  fulfillment  of  some  of  our 
plans.  Hope  Cottage  repairs  have  been  completed.  McCoy  Build- 
ing was  repaired  and  renovated,  and  on  February  1st,  it  became 
the  boys’  dormitory.  The  School  Building,  their  former  dormitory, 
has  been  turned  into  an  activity  center  for  local  group  activities 
and  state  groups.  The  bedrooms  upstairs  have  made  it  available 
for  overnight  meetings,  and  we  welcomed  our  first  guests  in  Feb- 
ruary, a group  brought  here  from  Alexandria  by  Rev.  Jolly  Harper. 

The  funds  for  the  new  Prayer  Room  in  the  School  Build- 
ing have  been  received  and  we  hope  to  have  it  completed  in  the 
near  future. 

In  January  Mrs.  Julia  Reid  Paxton  came  to  MacDonell  to 
lead  our  staff  Spiritual  Life  P^etreat.  It  was  an  inspiration  to  us 
and  started  what  we  hope  will  become  a monthly  event — a special 
speaker  one  night  a month  to  meet  with  the  staff  in  the  prayer 
room.  We  feel  that  it  will  help  us  as  individuals  and  benefit  the 
children  and  people  we  work  with  as  well  as  MacDonell  as  a whole. 

Our  three-fold  program  continues  to  expand.  The  Indian 
School  classrooms  in  the  School  Building  are  being  improved  as  the 
rest  of  the  building  is  changed  to  meet  its  new  and  great  pro- 
gram. Miss  Hair  and  Miss  Davis  are  the  teachers  in  the  school. 
The  rural  program  is  growing  in  the  reach  of  its  service  and  in 
its  activities,  but  Miss  Thompson  will  tell  you  about  that  in  detail. 

The  MacDonell  which  is  home  to  these  children  from  the 
bayous  is  also  offering  them  more  than  we  have  been  able  to 
previously.  Mrs.  Hamilton  is  giving  piano  lessons  to  some  of  the 
girls,  and  many  of  the  others  are  eager  to  have  the  same  op- 
portunity. Miss  Hair  has  organized  a Girl  Scout  troop,  and  the 
girls  now  wish  for  Monday  instead  of  Saturday.  Monday  is  Scout 
meeting  day. 

The  boys  are  enthusiastic  over  their  projects — some  new 
chicks  and  some  little  red  pigs,  and  both  boys  and  girls  have 
helped  to  plant  potatoes. 
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The  children  continue  to  participate  in  school  activities 
basketball  and  glee  clubs  especially. 

Although  it  is  still  some  time  away,  we  are  eagerly  planning 
our  summer  program,  an  extensive  one  which  the  “activity”  build- 
ing has  made  possible.  First  on  our  June  calendar  is  a Work  Camp, 
when  six  or  eight  young  people  from  colleges  throughout  the 
state  will  spend  a month  on  the  campus. 

We  have  been  mimeographing  a monthly  bulletin,  “Over 
the  Coffee  Cups”,  a new  project  which  the  mimeograph  machine 
has  made  possible.  With  this  bulletin  we  hope  to  keep  you  inform- 
ed of  our  activities  throughout  the  year  as  we  strive  to  bring 
Christ  closer  to  our  people  throughout  this  bayou  area. 

ST.  MAEK’S  COMMUNITY  CENTEE 
New  Orleans,  La. 

“Hey,  you!  Going  to  the  Fair?”  called  Nan  to  one  of  the 
girls  just  entering  the  front  door  at  St.  Mark’s  Community  Center. 
“Fair?  What  Fair?”  asked  Betty.  “Why,  the  Girl  Scout  Fair,  of 
course,”  responded  Nan  enthusiastically.  “Is  it  possible  that  you 
have  forgotten  what  a good  time  we  had  at  camp  last  year?” 
“We’re  having  the  Fair  so  we  can  go  again.”  “Guess  I’m  slip- 
ping,” replied  Betty,  “but  just  for  a moment  I did  forget  about 
the  Fair,  but  I won’t  ever  forget  what  a good  time  we  had  at  camp. 
I’ll  be  here  Saturday  and  I’m  bringing  my  whole  family  with  me.” 
The  Girl  Scout  Fair  (held  Saturday,  March  8,  1952)  is  just  one 
exampld  of  the  way  our  groups  work  to  help  raise  money  for  the 
program. 

St.  Mark’s  Community  Center  is  an  arm  of  the  Church 
sponsored  by  the  W.D.S.C.  reaching  out  to  serve  the  people  of  a 
needy  community  in  a crowded  and  depressed  area  of  the  city 
of  New  Orleans.  Because  regardless  of  creed  the  work  has  been 
recognized  as  worthy  of  support  by  the  Community  Chest  since 
1925.  In  the  old  Vieux  Carre  section  and  surrounding  area  from 
which  eminate  many  negative  influences  St.  Mark’s  is  known 
as  the  friendly  center  where  young  and  old  are  welcome,  where, 
under  Christian  leadership,  a program  of  wholesome  recreation 
and  varied  activities  is  provided  to  help  young  people  grow  and 
develop  a sense  of  neighborliness  and  responsibility  for  helping 
themselves  and  their  community. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  served  600  individuals,  225 
families  through  a program  of  clubs.  Brownies,  Girl  Scouts,  Boy 
Scouts  and  Explorers,  various  crafts,  drama,  gym  activities.  Foot- 
ball and  Basketball,  game  room,  life  saving  classes,  swimming. 
Vacation  Church  School,  Play  Camp,  some  camping,  family  night 
programs,  and  many  special  events  such  as  truck  rides  for  teen- 
agers, parties,  all  kinds  of  outings,  etc.,  home  calls  and  personal 
conferences.  Our  Day  Care  Center  is  still  meeting  a big  need 
in  the  community.  We  have  31  children  at  the  present  time. 

Were  it  not  for  the  willingness  of  the  staff  to  go  the  sec- 
ond milsj,  and  the  volunteer  help  we  have  had  we  would  surely 
not  have  been  able  to  carry  on  such  a large  program.  We  ap- 
preciate all  the  volunteer  help  and  we  are  especially  glad  for 
the  help  from  our  own  young  people  as  leadership  training  is 
one  of  our  most  important  objectives. 

Aside  from  regular  work  in  the  Center  our  resident  staff 
has  given  generously  of  their  time  in  the  work  of  St.  Mark’s 
Church.  We  are  happy  to  do  this  because  we  are  interested  in  the 
work  and  program  of  the  Church  and  proud  of  her  progress. 
We  appreciate  too  the  cooperation  and  help  the  Church  has  given 
us  in  our  program. 

We  also  want  to  say  “Thank  You”  to  all  of  you  of  the 
Woman’s  Society  of  Louisiana,  who  have  supported  us  with  your 
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interest,  your  prayers  and  your  gifts.  We  hope  you  will  keep 
sending  in  the  cash  for  supplies.  As  you  well  know  it  takes  more 
money  these  days  to  keep  a program  going.  Our  groups  do  many 
things  themselves  to  help  make  their  dreams  come  true,  but 
they  can’t  make  it  alone.  We  are  counting  on  you,  and  we  know 
you  will  not  let  us  down  since  we  serve  in  the  spirit  of  the  Mas- 
ter who  said,  “Inasmuch  as  ye  have  done  it  unto  one  of  the 
least  of  these  my  brethern,  ye  have  done  it  unto  me.”

SAGER-BROWN  HOME  AND  GODMAN  SCHOOL 
Baldwin,  Louisiana 

Sager-Brown  Home  and  Godman  School  of  Baldwin,  Louis- 
iana is  the  only  “Methodist”  Home  for  Negro  children.  This  home 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Woman’s  Division  of  Christian  Service 
is  meeting  a great  need  in  preparing  boys  and  girls  to  rightfully 
take  their  places  in  society.  Here  at  Sager-Brown  each  child  is 
given  the  type  of  training  that  will  help  him  to  do  his  part 

to  make  the  world  a better  place  in  which  to  live. 

There  are  forty  children  living  in  the  home  from  California, 
Ohio,  Kentucky,  Georgia,  Texas  and  Louisiana.  Most  of  them 

are  from  homes  broken  by  divorce  or  death.  Our  aim  is  to  provide 
these  children  with  the  necessities  of  life  and  to  train  them 

mentally,  physically  and  spiritually. 

The  staff  consists  of  a Superintendent,  Principal,  three 
teachers,  two  matrons  and  maintenance  men.  For  the  1951-52 
school  term  88  have  been  enrolled  from  the  first  to  eighth  grades. 
We  have  three  girls  above  the  eighth  grade  attending  the  high 
school  in  Franklin,  La.  Th  teachers  are  conscientious  and  con- 
secrated workers.  We  note  with  interest  how  our  students  from 
Sager-Brown  rank  with  other  students  of  Franklin  High  School. 
They  adjust  themselves  nicely.  Medals  have  been  received 

by  some  of  them  in  the  Annual  Music  and  Speech  Contest  at 
Baton  Rouge,  La.  They  are  able  to  participate  in  all  youth  ac- 
tivities. 

This  has  been  a busy  year  for  every  one  at  Sager-Brown. 
Our  first  social  gathering  at  Halloween  was  full  with  fun  and 
laughter.  The  District  Youth  Activities  Week,  sponsored  by  the 
District  was  held  in  Jeanerette,  La.  The  young  people  gathered 
for  a week  of  devotion,  discussion  and  recreation.  Thanksgiving 
was  moving  day  for  the  boys  to  their  new  dormitory.  The  House 
Blessing  was  witnessed  by  friends  of  the  community.  The  An- 
nual Christmas  program  and  choralogue  presented  by  the  school 
brought  many  visitors  and  friends  from  neighboring  towns.  Every- 
one remarked  at  its  beauty. 

The  Youth  Fellowship  of  the  First  Methodist  Church,  New 
Iberia,  contributed  used  toys,  and  a group  with  their  sponsor  were 
present  to  receive  the  hearty  thanks  in  words  and  songs  coming 
from  the  staff  and  children.  A group  from  First  Methodist  Church 
of  Lafayette,  La.,  brought  the  most  delicious  cake  for  the  Christ- 
mas dinner.  Again  the  W.S.C.S.  of  Downsville  furnished  a large 
portion  of  the  Christmas  candy.  Many  other  societies  contributed 
in  a fine  way  to  make  Christmas  felt  at  Sager-Brown,  including 
wrapped  gifts  coming  from  First  Methodist  Church  in  New  Or- 
leans and  Lake  Charles. 

Dedication  of  the  new  dormitory  and  Open  House  was  in- 
deed a grand  affair.  Over  three  hundred  persons  attended.  Many 
gifts  and  flowers  were  presented.  At  this  writing  the  children 
are  attending  the  Week  of  Dedication  Services  at  the  local  church. 

Our  greatest  supply  needs  are  blankets,  quilts,  sheets,  towels, 
wash  cloths,  pillow  cases,  clothing  for  boys  and  girls  from  six 
to  seventeen  years,  a projector,  medical  supplies  and  sewing  sup- 
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plies.

PEOPLES  METHODIST  CENTER 

A low-slung  ranch  style  building  which  won  an  architectural 
award  for  good  modern  design  was  dedicated  at  Peoples  Methodist 
Community  Center,  New  Orleans,  La.,  recently. 

Methodists  everywhere  through  the  Week  of  Dedication  con- 
tributed funds  for  this  new  building  to  serve  Negroes  in  an  under- 
privileged section  of  the  Southern  city.  The  section  of  Church  Ex- 
tension has  provided  $.50,000  of  mission  funds  and  $15,000  loan 
for  the  building.  For  thirty  years  the  Center,  jointly  supported  by 
the  Division  of  Home  Missions  and  Church  Extension,  the  Woman’s 
Division  of  Christian  Service,  Methodist  Board,  and  the  New  Or- 
leans Community  Chest,  has  been  located  in  a hazardous  frame 
structure. 

Mayor  de  Lesseps  S.  Morrison  and  Maurice  J.  Hartson,  Jr., 
of  the  New  Orleans  Community  Chest  participated  in  the  opening 
ceremonies.  Dr.  W.  Talbot  Handy,  district  superintendent,  spoke 
in  behalf  of  the  General  Jurisdiction’s  Louisiana  Annual  Confer- 
ence which  annually  contributes  $20,000  to  the  Center’s  budget. 
The  Rev.  Charles  F.  Golden,  field  representative  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Negro  Work,  represented  the  Board  of  Missions. 

Designed  by  architects  Curtis  and  Davis  whose  plans  were 
considered  the  best  of  the  institutional  type  public  building  sub- 
mitted in  a competition  conducted  by  “Progressive  Architecture” 
magazine,  the  Center  provides  facilities  for  day  nursery,  clinic, 
church  school,  and  recreation  hall.  Features  include  a dining  patio, 
kitchen  and  cafeteria,  examination-treatment  area  for  clinic,  con- 
sultation and  waiting  rooms,  and  stage.  The  four  classrooms  can 
be  joined  for  a community  hall.  On  the  partial  second  floor  are 
located  the  director’s  apartment,  isolation  room,  and  guest  rooms. 

Peoples  Methodist  Community  Center  is  directed  by  the 
Rev.  Richard  W.  Calvin,  veteran  educator  and  minister,  with  Miss 
Dorothy  L.  Barnette  as  social  worker  and  Miss  Pearl  Turnbull, 
Conference  Worker  of  the  W.S.C.S.  Former  Superintendents  in- 
clude Dr.  Handy  and  Dr.  G.  W.  Carter,  now  principal  of  Mather 
Academy,  S.  C.,  who  headed  the  work  for  two  decades. 

Written  into  the  budget  of  the  united  appeal  for  New  Or- 
leans charities  since  1925,  the  Center  serves  all  people  of  the 
community  regardless  of  religious  affiliation.  Next  door  is  Peoples 
Methodist  Church. 

Activities  at  the  Center  include,  in  addition  to  the  day  care 
nuisery  where  children  remain  from  7:30  a.  m.  to  6 p.  m.,  a 
placement  service  for  working  mothers,  nursery  and  kindergarten 
classes,  clubs  for  teen-age  boys  and  girls,  city  health  clinics,  P. 
T.  A.,  and  Mother’s  Club.  In  the  summer  there  are  a Vacation 
Bible  school  for  over  100  children  and  an  Arts  and  Crafts  School 
enrolling  sixty.  A co-ed  camp  is  held  at  the  Methodist  assembly, 
Gulfside,  Miss. 

Bishop  Robert  N.  Brooks,  according  to  Dr.  Handy,  did  much 
to  see  that  the  dilapidated  equipment  and  building  were  replaced 
by  a modern  structure. 
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DEPARTMENT  OF  LAW 
BY-LAWS  OF  LOUISIANA  CONFERENCE 
WOMAN’S  SOCIETY  OF  CHRISTIAN  SERVICE 

Constitution  and  By-Laws  for  all  Conference  Societies  will  be 
found  in  the  new  Hand  Book,  and  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Woman’s 
Division  of  Christian  Service. 


Article  I 
Elections 

Section  1.  Only  women  residing  within  the  bounds  of  the 
Conference  shall  be  elected  as  Conference  officers. 

Section  2.  Officers  shall  be  elected  biennially  for  a term  of 
four  years,  with  the  privilege  of  re-election  for  one  additional  term 
in  the  same  office. 

To  prevent  vacancies  in  all  offices  at  the  same  time,  the 
following  shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting  the  second  year 
of  the  quadrennium:  a president,  a treasurer,  a secretary  of  Stu- 
dent Work,  a secretary  of  Youth  Work,  a secretary  of  Children’s 
Work,  a secretary  of  Status  of  Women,  and  a secretary  of  Mis- 
sionary Personnel. 

At  the  annual  meeting  the  fourth  year  of  the  quadrennium 
the  following  officers  shall  be  elected:  a vice-president,  a record- 
ing secretary,  a Promotion  secretary,  a secretary  of  Missionary 
Education  and  Service,  a secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications, 
a secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Ac- 
tivities, a secretary  of  Supplies,  a secretary  of  Spiritual  Life  Cul- 
tivation. Election  shall  be  by  ballot,  a majority  vote  constituting 
election. 

Section  3.  (a)  At  the  last  annual  meeting  of  the  quadrennium 
the  Conference  Society  shall  elect  six  delegates  to  the  Jurisdiction 
Society,  all  of  whom  shall  be  Conference  officers.  Three  of  these, 
including  the  president,  shall  be  by  office,  the  ohter  three  shall 
be  elected  by  name. 

(b)  If  and  when  vacancies  occur  in  the  offices  designated 
during  the  quadrennium,  the  successor  in  office  shall  be  considered 
the  Conference  representative.  Vacancies  occuring  among  those 
elected  by  name  shall  be  filled  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

(c)  Elections  shall  be  by  ballot,  a majority  vote  constituting 
election. 


Article  II 
Vacancies 

Section  1.  When  vacancies  among  Conference,  or  standing 
committees  occur  during  the  year  they  shall  be  filled  by  the 
Administrative  Committee  with  ratification  by  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee until  the  next  regular  election. 

Section  2.  When  one  half  or  more  of  the  unexpired  term 
of  office  in  the  Conference  or  District  is  filled,  it  shall  constitute 
a full  term  of  office. 


Article  III 

Executive  Committee 

Section  1.  The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Conference  shall 
be  composed  of  the  officers,  the  District  Presidents,  District  sec- 
retaries of  Promotion,  District  treasurers  and  such  persons  as  the 
Conference  society  may  determine.  A majority  shall  constitute  _ a 
quorum.  Any  member  of  the  Woman’s  Division,  and  any  Juris- 
diction officers  residing  within  the  bounds  of  the  Conference  shall 
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be  members  of  the  Executive  Commmittee. 

Section  2.  There  shall  be  an  Administrative  Committee  com- 
posed of  the  president,  who  shall  be  chairman;  the  vice-president, 
the  Promotion  secretary,  the  treasurer  and  officers  residing  in  the 
District  involved  in  matters  of  administration.  This  committee  shall 
have  the  power  to  serve  as  an  ad  interim  committee  . . . 

Article  IV 
Funds 

Section  1.  All  officers  shall  submit  itemized  expense  accounts 
quarterly,  and  in  as  far  as  possible  keep  within  the  amount  here- 
tofore advanced;  president  $25.00;  vice-president,  secretaries  of  Pro- 
motion, Missionary  Education  and  Service,  Student  Work,  Youth 
Work,  Children’s  Work,  Spiritual  Life  Cultivation,  Supplies,  Status 
of  Women,  and  Missionary  Personnel,  $12.50;  treasurer  $10.00;  Lit- 
erature and  Publications  $15.00.  Itemized  expense  accounts  may 
be  submitted  in  advance  of  expenditures  or  afterwards. 

ection  2.  A sum  not  to  exceed  $300.00  per  year  shall  be  al- 
lowed the  secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church 
Activities  for  the  promotion  of  this  department  of  work  in  the 
Conference. 

Section  3.  Fifty  cents  per  member  shall  be  set  aside  by  the 
treasurer  for  a cultivation  fund,  membership  to  be  based  on  en- 
rollment as  of  May  1 of  the  preceding  year.  Expense  of  officers, 
speakers  at  Annual  meetings,  expense  of  Executive  meetings,  ex- 
penses of  delegates  to  Jurisdiction  Conference  of  the  Woman’s  So- 
ciety of  Christian  Service,  expense  for  promotional  and  educational 
work  of  the  Conference  shall  be  paid  from  this  cultivation  fund. 
All  monies  in  the  fund  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  over  the 
amount  necessary  to  adequately  carry  on  the  Conference  work 
shall  revert  to  the  general  fund. 

Section  4.  Each  local  society  shall  include  in  its  budget  for 
District  Cultivation  Fund,  an  amount  equal  to  ten  cents  per  mem- 
ber, to  be  remitted  to  the  District  treasurer. 

Secion  5.  District  treasurers  shall  set  aside  $25.00  each  year 
for  the  expenses  of  a delegate  to  the  Assembly. 

Article  V 

Districts 

Section  1.  Districts  shall  be  divided  into  zones  according  to 
their  size.  A leader  for  each  zone  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Dis- 
trict President  for  a term  of  two  years  with  the  privilege  of  re- 
appointment for  one  additional  term.  The  zone  leaders  shall  hold 
not  less  than  two  meetings  in  their  respective  zones  each  year.  A 
collection  may  be  taken  at  each  meeting.  The  leader  may  deduct 
any  necessary  expense  of  the  meeting  before  remitting  to  the 
District  treasurer. 

Section  2.  District  officers  shall  be  elected  for  a term  of 
two  years  in  the  same  office,  with  the  possible  exception  of  the 
treasurer.  To  prevent  vacancies  in  all  offices  at  the  same  time, 
the  offices  shall  be  divided  into  two  groups,  with  the  election  of 
one  group  each  year.  Group  number  one  to  be  comprised  of:  a 
president,  a treasurer,  secretaries  of  Student  Work,  Youth  Work, 
Children’s  Work,  Status  of  Women  and  Missionary  Personnel.  Group 
number  two  shall  be  composed  of:  a vice-president,  a recording 
secretary,  secretaries  of  Promotion,  Missionary  Education  and  Ser- 
vice, Literature  and  Publications,  Christian  Social  Relations  and 
Local  Church  Activities,  Spiritual  Life  Cultivation  and  Supplies. 
Election  shall  be  by  ballot,  a majority  vote  constituting  election. 

Section  3.  The  District  Executive  Committee  shall  be  com- 
posed of  the  District  officers,  the  Conference  and  Jurisdiction  of- 
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ficers  and  members  of  the  Woman’s  Division  residing  in  the  Dis- 
trict. 


Article  VI 

Standing  Committees 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a Standing  Committee  on  Spiritual 
Life  whose  endeavor  shall  be  to  quicken  the  spiritual  life  of  all 
Methodist  women  by  helping  them  to  deepen  their  prayer  life  and 
to  increase  their  sense  of  responsibility  for  personal  service  and 
giving. 

The  committee  shall  keep  in  touch  with  the  spiritual  move- 
ment of  the  times  and  by  prayerful  research  develop  a clearer 
appreciation  of  the  meaning  of  Christian  living.  It  shall  promote 
Christian  stewardship,  informal  studies  and  the  use  of  the  Bible 
and  other  devotional  materials.  The  committee  shall  devise  definite 
means  of  permeating  the  local  church  with  a spiritual  power  that 
should  lead  to  deeper  consecration  and  to  more  active  service. 

Section  2.  There  shall  be  a Standing  Committee  on  Chris- 
tian Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  which  may  in- 
clude District  secretaries  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local 
Church  Activities  or  other  specially  trained  leaders  in  the  field 
of  social  action,  including  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  members, 
and  members  of  the  department  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and 
local  Church  Activities  of  the  Woman’s  Division  residing  within 
the  Confrence.  This  committee  shall  make  recommendations  to  the 
Conference  Society  concerning  the  work  of  Christian  Social  Re- 
lations and  Local  Church  Activities  in  accord  with  the  lines  of 
work  outlined  by  the  Division  and  Jurisdiction. 

Section  3.  There  shall  be  a Standing  Committee  on  Study 
and  Action  composed  of  the  secretaries  of  Missionary  Education 
and  Service,  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Ac- 
tivities, of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  and  of  Spiritual  Life 
Cultivation. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  consider  all  plans 
and  recommendations  referred  to  the  Conference  by  the  Jurisdic- 
tion Committee  on  Summer  Schools  and  Conferences;  to  make 
recommendations  concerning  the  use  of  approved  study  courses, 
joint  study  courses  and  cooperative  courses.  It  may  recommend 
also  special  informal  studies  in  line  with  major  needs.  This  com- 
mittee shall  develop  a correlated  program  of  education  and  action 
for  the  year  and  make  recommendations  concerning  the  same  to 
the  Conference  Society. 

Section  4.  There  shall  be  a Standing  Committee  on  Finance. 
This  committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  treasurer  of  the  Conference 
as  chairman,  and  the  treasurers  of  the  District  Societies,  the  Con- 
ference secretary  of  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  or  her  representative, 
and  a limited  number  of  other  women  appointed  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Conference  Society.  This  committee  shall  meet  semi- 
annually, and  on  call  of  the  chairman.  It  shall  study  the  strength  of 
the  society  in  the  local  churches  and  the  pledges  made;  become  in- 
formed of  Conference  income  and  assist  by  counsel  in  the  forming 
of  the  Conference  pledge  and  budget. 

Section  5.  There  shall  be  a Standing  Committee  on  Status 
of  Women.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  study  the 
status  of  women  in  the  local  church,  the  community,  the  state, 
the  nation,  and  in  other  lands.  This  study  shall  include  the  bases 
of  Woman’s  place  and  the  questions  that  affect  her  place  in  so- 
ciety and  in  the  church.  The  committee  shall  make  recommenda- 
tions to  the  Conference  Society  for  the  promotion  of  such  lines 
of  activities  as  will  improve  her  status  and  enable  her  to  serve 
effectively. 
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Section  6.  There  shall  be  a Standing  Committee  on  Missionary 
Personnel,  composed  of  the  Conference  secretary  of  Missionary 
Personnel,  who  shall  be  chairman,  the  Conference  president,  the 
Promotion  secretary,  the  secretary  of  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  the 
secretary  of  Student  Work,  the  secretary  of  Youth  Work,  and  the 
women  members  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  Missionary  Personnel 
of  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension,  and  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Missionary  Personnel  of  the  Woman’s  Division  residing 
within  the  Conference.  Others  with  experience  in  personnel  work 
may  be  coopted. 

This  committee  shall  work  in  cooperation  with  the  committee 
on  Missionary  Personnel  of  the  Woman’s  Division.  It  shall  search 
for  consecrated  young  women  of  training  and  experience  who  may 
be  available  for  Christian  service;  it  shall  interpret  the  standards 
of  candidates  for  the  types  of  service  needed;  it  shall  explain 
to  prospective  candidates  the  procedure  in  making  applications  to 
the  Board;  it  shall  recommend  to  the  personnel  secretary  of  the 
Joint  Committee  on  Missionary  Personnel  of  the  Board  the  names 
of  such  persons  who  in  the  judgment  of  the  committee  shall  be 
considered  as  prospective  candidates;  it  shall  cooperate  in  making 
plans  for  visitation  within  the  Conference  in  the  interest  of  per- 
sonnel work.  The  committee  shall  send  an  annual  report  of  its 
activities  to  the  secretary  of  Missionary  Personnel  of  the  Juris- 
diction. 

Section  7.  There  shall  be  a Standing  Committee  on  Constitution 
and  By-Laws  consisting  of  five  members.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
this  committee  to  watch  all  proposed  legislation  and  call  attention 
to  any  over-lapping,  conflicting  or  unnecessary  items.  It  shall  pre- 
pare for  use  in  the  annual  report,  a copy  of  the  By-Laws  adopted 
by  the  Conference,  of  the  Standing  Rules  and  Rules  of  Order.  The 
chairman  shall  be  elected  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

Section  8.  There  shall  be  a Deaconess  Advisory  Committee 
in  each  District  where  a deaconess  is  employed,  with  the  following 
personnel:  the  District  president,  who  shall  be  the  chairman;  the 
District  superintendent.  Conference  officers  within  the  District,  the 
pastor  in  charge  of  the  local  church,  and  the  president  of  each 
society  in  the  charge  in  which  the  work  is  undertaken.  The  com 
mittee  shall  meet  semi-annually,  at  which  time  the  worker  em 
ployed  by  the  Conference  shall  make  a report.  Written  reports 
shall  be  made  monthly  to  the  District  Promotion  secretary,  Con- 
ference president,  and  the  Conference  Promotion  secretary. 

(b)  The  District  Advisory  Committee  shall  recommend  to 
the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Conference  the  advisability  of 
continuing  each  worker  in  the  District. 

ic)  During  the  time  that  the  work  of  the  Rural  Deaconess 
is  coordinated  with  the  work  of  the  Annual  Conference  Board  of 
Christian  Education,  she  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  Conference 
president,  the  Conference  treasurer  and  the  Executice  secretary 
of  the  Board  of  Education.  This  committee  shall  direct  her  work. 

Section  9.  There  shall  be  a Research  Committee  consisting 
of  the  District  secretaries  of  Promotion,  Conference  secretary  of 
Status  of  Women,  with  a chairman  elected  by  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  search  for  special- 
ly qualified  women  in  the  Conference  who  may  serve  as  officers 
and  chairmen  of  standing  committees.  It  shall  report  its  findings, 
when  called  for,  to  the  Conference  Society. 

Section  10.  There  shall  be  a committee  on  Schools  of  Missions 
and  Christian  Service,  with  a chairman  elected  annually.  This 
committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  Conference  secretaries  of  Mis- 
sionary Education  and  Service,  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Lo- 
cal Church  Activities,  Promotion,  Spiritual  Life  and  Cultivation, 
Literature  and  Publications,  the  vice-president  and  the  Wesleyan 
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Service  Guild,  and  such  other  members  as  may  be  authorized  by 
the  Executive  committee.  This  committee  shall  plan  and  pro- 
mote a Conference  School  of  Missions  and  Christian  Service  which 
shall  give  emphasis  to  the  world  mission  of  the  Christian  Church 
through  an  integrated  program  of  missionary  education,  Christian 
Social  Relations,  Spiritual  Life  Cultivation  and  Program  Building, 
and  which  shall  train  leadership  for  the  promotion  of  the  total 
program  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service. 

Article  VII 
Amendments 

Section  1.  All  proposed  changes  to  the  by-laws  shall  be  sent 
to  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  By-Laws  thirty  days  before 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  Conference,  and  typed  copies  shall  be 
made  for  distribution  to  the  delegates. 

STANDING  RULES  OF  THE  CONFERENCE 

1.  All  communications  from  Conference  officers,  such  as  cir- 
culars, letters,  literature,  etc.,  must  go  to  the  corresponding  of- 
ficers of  the  District  or  local  society;  the  Conference  officer  is  ex- 
pected to  provide  postage  for  same. 

2.  A Committee  on  Journal  shall  be  appointed  to  approve 
the  minutes  of  the  Conference  session.  All  minutes  of  the  Con- 
ference shall  be  signed  by  the  president  and  the  recording  secretary. 

3.  Standing  committees  shall  meet  for  organization  before 
leaving  the  seat  of  the  Conference.  Each  committee  shall  have 
the  right  to  make  its  own  quorum.  Expenses  for  an  annual  meet- 
ing of  each  standing  committee  shall  be  allowed. 

4.  There  shall  be  a District  committee  to  visit  home  insti- 
tutions within  the  bounds  of  the  District,  composed  of  the  District 
treasurer,  and  the  District  secretary  of  Supplies. 

5.  Typist  shall  be  supplied  at  the  annual  meeting  for  the 
typing  of  committee  reports,  expense  of  same  to  be  paid  by  the 
Conference. 

6.  A half-hour  of  each  forenoon  during  the  annual  meeting 
of  Conference  shall  be  devoted  to  worship. 

7.  Each  District  Seminar  collection,  after  local  expenses  are 
paid  shall  be  turned  over  to  the  Conference  secretary  of  Missionary 
Education  and  Service  for  Seminar  Cultivation. 

RULES  OF  ORDER 

1.  Each  meeting  shall  open  and  close  with  a religious  service. 

2.  All  resolutions  shall  be  presented  in  writing  and  signed 
by  two  members. 

3.  Courtesies  shall  be  limited  to  ten  minutes  before  the 
noon  devotional  service. 

STANDING  RULES  FOR  LOCAL  SOCIETIES 

1.  No  new  society  can  be  reported  until  a quarterly  report 
has  been  sent  to  the  District  treasurer  and  the  Promotion  secretary. 

2.  In  order  that  the  society  entertaining  the  annual  confer- 
ence may  not  be  deprived  of  the  benefits  of  the  meeting,  meals 
shall  be  served  by  an  outside  agency. 

3.  In  case  any  society  is  not  sending  a member  as  delegate 
to  the  annual  conference  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Ser- 
vice, that  society  may  elect  its  zone  leader  to  serve  in  that  capacity, 
and  may  also  assist  in  paying  her  expenses. 

4.  One-fourth  of  the  membership  of  the  society  shall  con- 
stitute a quorum  for  the  election  of  officers. 
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5.  The  president  of  the  society  shall  be  responsible  for 

the  calling  of  an  Executive  meeting  the  last  of  each  quarter,  at 
which  time,  the  reports  should  be  made  out  and  mailed  to  District 
Officers. 

6.  The  treasurer  of  each  local  society  shall  send  a copy 

of  the  total  budget  to  the  District  treasurer  not  later  than  July  15. 

7.  The  Promotion  secretary  in  each  local  society  shall  send 

the  Memorial  Roll  to  the  Promotion  secretary  of  the  District  not 

later  than  March  10. 

8.  Societies  having  the  Circle  plan  of  organization  shall  shift 
the  membership  of  circles  at  least  every  two  years. 

9.  Representation  at  annual  meetings  of  the  Conference  shall 
be  one  delegate  for  each  hundred  members  or  major  fraction  there- 
of. Each  society  however  small  will  have  one  delegate. 

10.  The  hostess  society  for  the  annual  meeting  shall  pro- 
vide homes  for  the  Conference  Executive  Committee,  and  the  dele- 
gate from  societies  with  20  members  or  less.  Hotel  accomodations 
shall  be  arranged  for  delegates  from  societies  with  more  than  20 
members,  the  expense  to  be  paid  by  their  society. 

11.  Thirty  days  before  the  annual  meeting  the  Conference 
recording  secretary  shall  send  to  the  president  of  each  society  in 
the  Conference  registration  cards,  which  she  shall  fill  in  the  names 
of  the  delegates,  and  with  check  covering  meals,  and  mail  immedi- 
ately to  the  chairman  of  Registration  in  the  society  entertaining 
the  Conference. 

12.  A report  presenting  all  resolutions  and  plans  adopted 
should  be  made  by  the  delegate  or  delegates  at  the  first  meeting 
of  the  society  after  the  Conference. 

13.  In  each  local  society  there  shall  be  a committee  on  Mis- 
sionary Personnel  composed  of  the  secretary  of  Youth  Work,  who 
shall  be  the  chairman,  the  secretary  of  Student  Work,  the  pastor 
of  the  church,  and  president  of  the  society,  whose  duties  shall  be 
to  channel  names  of  prospective  candidates  to  the  District  and 
Conference  secretaries  of  Missionary  Personnel. 

14.  All  monies  remaining  in  the  treasury  at  the  close  of 
the  fiscal  year,  except  those  designated  for  local  work,  shall  be 
sent  to  the  District  treasurer  to  be  channeled  by  her  to  the  Con- 
ference treasurer  of  Missions. 

15.  All  appeals  for  funds  outside  the  institutions  and  agen- 
cies of  the  Woman’s  Division  shall  be  referred  to  the  committee 
on  Finance  before  being  presented  to  the  Society.

A Last  Thought  to  Remember:  TOGETHER  WE  LIFT 

QUIET  HOUR 

Dr.  Ivey  began  the  Quiet  Hour  using  the  5th  Chapter  of  Mat- 
thew, first  verse:  “And  seeing  the  multitudes,  he  went  up  into  a 
mountain:  and  when  he  was  set,  his  disciples  came  unto  Him.” 

He  liked  to  picture  this  small  band  of  people,  getting  together 
to  hear  a man — Jesus  of  Nazareth.  Jesus  saw  a larger  vision  than 
just  his  little  group.  He  saw  the  multitudes — the  Sermon  on  the 
Mount  was  preached  to  his  devout  disciples  only,  instead  of  the 
multitudes.  One  cannot  forget  the  world  about  him,  “Lift  up  your 
eyes” — everyone  is  concerned  for  our  day — but  we  should  go  up 
on  the  mountain  again  and  sit  at  the  feet  of  Jesus  and  listen  to 
Him  speak  to  our  hearts  and  wait  for  a voice  to  penetrate  our 
minds  and  souls. 

One  doesn’t  need  a new  voice  for  the  world  but  a new  in- 
spiration to  listen  to  that  voice  that  he  might  speak  to  our  hearts. 
Convey  to  the  multitudes  that  there  is  an  answer  to  these  things: 
“Let  not  your  heart  be  troubled.”  One  can’t  find  a better  recipe 
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than  to  take  time  to  sit  and  listen.  “The  meek  inherit  the  earth,” 
and  those  who  stand  with  consecration  can  inherit  the  earth. 

The  answer  may  not  be  as  far  as  we  thought  it  was.  The 
Beatitudes-  follow  in  sequence,  the  peacemakers  shall  be  called  a 
Child  of  God.  Let’s  stop  talking-  peace  and  start  living-  that  peace. 
If  we  ever  have  peace  it  will  be  when  we  become  acquainted  with 
the  Prince  of  Peace.  Let’s  sing  “I’m  a Child  of  God” — let’s  pro- 
claim again  we  are  the  children  of  God  and  Christians.  Let’s  sing 
again  “This  is  the  way  of  life,  this  is  my  hope,  it  is  the  message 
that  will  give  life  and  hope  to  the  world.” 

One  need  not  be  poor  in  spirit,  because  he  is  a child  of  the 
King.  He  lives  in  my  heart!  Do  we  believe  it? 

Closing  meditation  of  Dr.  Ivey:  “For  the  strain  of  the  living 
of  these  days  I know  of  nothing  better  than  the  14th  chapter  of 
John  to  live  by.  It  begins  with  the  positive  “Let  not  your  heart 
be  troubled.”  A heart  set  on  God  need  not  be  troubled — “My  peace 
I leave  with  you.” 

Dr.  Ivey  pictured  a powerful  waterfall  off  to  one  side.  Under- 
neath the  crevice  of  the  rock  was  a bird’s  nest  on  the  side  of 
which  was  perched  a bird  complacently  sitting  and  singing.  The 
title  of  this  picture  was  “Peace.”  Then  he  pictured  the  man  of  Gali- 
lee who  borrowed  a manger,  fled  into  a new  land.  His  school  was 
a carpenter  shop.  He  borrowed  a place  in  which  to  preach,  bor- 
rowed a table  on  which  to  have  the  last  supper,  was  crucified  on 
a borrowed  cross  and  buried  in  a borrowed  tomb.  Yes,  he  borrow- 
ed the  world  in  which  to  get  a ministry  to  convey  a message  to 
the  world.  He  must  be  the  Son  of  God.  He  spoke  as  never  a man 
spoke,  He  has  lived  in  the  hearts  of  more  people  than  all  combined 
people. 

In  this  uncertain  age  if  one  could  have  a book  of  tomorrow 
on  the  last  page  would  be  found  “My  peace  I leave  with  you,  not 
as  the  world  giveth  give  I unto  you.”  Tho’  the  world  is  raging 
and  burning,  there  is  still  peace.  The  U.  S.  spent  more  on  alcohol 
last  year  than  on  education.  We  want  something  on  which  we 
can  lean  in  this  age  of  stress.  If  we  go,  and  keep  going  and  have 
somewhere  to  go,  we  hear  His  speak  “My  peace  I give  unto  you.” 
Again  and  again  His  voice  has  spoken  to  the  troubled  mind  but 
also  He  has  quieted  the  troubled  heart.  We  may  be  going  down, 
down,  down — ^but  as  long  as  churches  dot  every  hillside  and  on 
every  city  corner,  there  is  hope. 

Why  should  Christians  fear?  “I  know  that  my  Redeemer 
liveth.”  Sometimes  we  Christians  act  like  God  never  lived — we 
live  the  same  as  people  who  don’t  know  him — ^we  worry,  worry, 
wory.  We  should  use  the  time  for  service  instead  of  worry.  We 
are  busy  people  but  have  time  for  more  work — “And  ye  shall  be 
my  witnesses.”  What  else  do  we  want?  A witness  for  Christ  in 
my  day  should  be  the  greatest  thrill  of  my  life!  You  may  give  His 
message  as  great  as  you  will  and  when  you’ve  finished  there’s 
still  a meassage  unsung.  We  cry  for  peace  and  don’t  have  it  in  our 
own  hearts.  It  takes  a peaceful  heart  to  pray  sincerely  for 
peace.  God  speed  the  day  when  the  men  around  the  table  of  the 
U.  N.  will  be  men  bringing  peace  to  the  world. 

While  on  the  stormy  sea  He  raised  His  hand  and  said  “Peace

thine  be  done.”  On  the  first  Easter  morning  the  women  looked 
into  the  tomb — they  saw  the  greatest  victory  of  the  world!  Afold- 
ed  napkin,  the  greatest  victory  of  the  world  was  the  coming  of 
the  Prince  of  Peace.  “Yes,  I’ll  come  again”  . . . and  He’ll  bring 
you  peace.  When  things  go  wrong  have  time  for  a moment  with 
God.  Go  outside  and  speak  to  Him.  Not  once,  but  many  times  I’ve 
felt  the  strength  of  His  hand  when  He  lifted  me  up.  The  religion 
of  the  man  of  Galilee  is  my  religion — “Peace  I leave  with  you,  my 
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peace  I give  unto  you  . . . Let  not  your  heart  be  troubled,  neither 
let  it  be  afraid.” 

Did  you  spend  a little  time  with  the  Master,  did  you  hear  his 
voice?  Your  Master  never  sends  you,  He  goes  with  you.  “Let  not 
your  heart  be  troubled  . . .”

The  Methodist  Church  is  undertaking  many  things — there 
are  many  channels  of  service  open  to  the  young  people  in  our 
church.  If  we  are  to  serve  the  peoples  around  the  world  we  will 
reconsider  this  matter  of  giving.  Let  us  set  aside  the  first  part 
of  our  budget  and  of  time  to  the  church  (clubs  are  good,  but  . . .). 
“The  place  where  thou  standest  (home,  church  and  community)  is 
holy  ground.”
